ONE IS PRIMARY METHOD 


AS AGAINST THE OLD PLAN OF 
CONVENTIONS. 


OTHER IS THE SENATORSHIP. 


Possibility That Mr. Mallory May 
Have Opposition, Though It Is 
Not Crystalized. 


6PARKMAN IS MENTIONED. 


Tallahassee. Fla.. Oct 19.—[Special.]— 
The Democrats of Florida are discuss¬ 
ing with increasing liveliness two im¬ 
portant questions, upon which they are 
by no means united, and which they 
must soon decide: First, shall the party 
nominees be selected by the primary 
election system or by the time-honored 
convention plan? Second, shall United 
States Senator Stephen Ft. Mallory suc¬ 
ceed hJnraelf. or some one elw be elect¬ 
ed by the next Legislature—and, if an¬ 
other. who? 

The platform adopted by the last 
Democratic State Convention, held In 
Jacksonville In June, 1900, contains the 
following plank: 

We believe that true Democratic princi¬ 
ples require that the people l>© consulted 
in all matters where practhrable, and that 
they, as directly as possible, be permitted 
to make known their wishes. We, there¬ 
fore. favor the nomination of all candi¬ 
dates for office, both State and county, 
and of United States Senators, by a ma¬ 
jority vote in white Democratic primary 
elections, held under the provisions of 
law, which shall provide all possible pro¬ 
tection against fraud, bribery, intimida¬ 
tion and other vicious influence*; said pri¬ 
maries to be uniform and held throughout 
the State on the same day; and we pledge 
the Democracy to the passage of all laws 
to that f-mt, and instruct the Democratic 
State Committee to provide for and su¬ 
perintend the holding of and declare and 
certify the results of such primary elec¬ 
tions whenever It shall become necessary, 
by end of term, death, resignation or oth¬ 
erwise. to elect or appoint any such of¬ 
ficer. 

In pursance of a recommendation of 
the Platform Committee, the conven¬ 
tion appointed Messrs. J. Emmet 
Wolfe, of Pensacola; J. Murdock Harrs, 
of Jacksonville, and J. Walter Keho*. 
of Marianna, a committee “to prepare 
and present for passage by the Legis¬ 
lature a proper primary election law, 
etc.*' The Legislature of 1901 did pass 
a primary election law*, but It differs 
widely from the law proposed by the 
committee.

One of the most Important differences 
Is that the committee’s bill. In accord¬ 
ance with the platform resolution, pro¬ 
posed to place the primaries under the 
control of the State Committee, while 
the law' as enacted places such control 
In the hands of the several county 
committees. It Is understood that one 
of the chief arguments being used by 
those desirous of setting aside the pri¬ 
mary election requirement of the State 
Convention is that the Legislature has 
not adopted such a primary election 
law as was contemplated by the con¬ 
vention, hence this plank of the plat¬ 
form Is Inoperative. 

It Is also being argued that the ex¬ 
penses of the primary are so burden¬ 
some as to prevent many good and ca¬ 
pable Democrats from seeking office. 

It Is pointed out that at the primary 
last fall for State Chemist, Adjutant 
General, and State Attorneys for four 
of the circuits, in each case, except for 
two of the attorneyships, only one man 
entered the primary, it being alleged 
and generally believed that others were 
deterred from contesting by reason of 
Inability or unwillingness to pay th*j 
heavy entrance fee on the necessary 
uncertainty of the result. 

Finally, the anti-primary people are 
placing much reliance upon the fact 
that although the State nlatform al¬ 
ready quoted proceeds to declare that 
“It shall be deemed the duty of the 
Governor accepting the nomination of 
this convention • • • not to appoint 

to any office any person not nominated 
by primary election, etc..*' Gov. Jen¬ 
nings has already appointed a State 
Controller, three Circuit Judges, one 
State Attorney and numerous county 
officers, and In no case has any primary 
been called or held, and In only one 
case w r as a primary asked for. and In 
that case—the State attorneyship-the 
Democratic State Committee voted 
down the primary proposition. For at 
least two of the circuit judgeships there 
were lively contests, hut nobody asked 
for a primary. The Important feature 
about the Governor's action In these 
appointments without primaries is that 
he has been upheld In them. Indeed, 
no one has offered any criticism of hls 
course. 

• • • 

Bearing On the Senatorship. 

The observance or setting aside of the 
primary election plank of the State 
platform will have an Intimate and Im¬ 
portant bearing upon the selection of a 
Successor to United States Senator Mal¬ 
lory, whose term will expire March 3, 
1903. It is believed that Senator Mal¬ 
lory would have fewer opponents in a 
primary than he would have wer*» the 
matter left open for the next Legis¬ 
ts ture. 

Senator Mallory is a candidate for re- 
election. Congressman Stephen M. 
Sparkman, of the First Florida district. 
Is a tentative candidate for tits soil. 
So is Sta‘»* Senator Frank Adams, of 
Jasper It Is undeistood that there 
will be othe.- candidate*, but they are 
not ye* before the public. The *itua 
tlon seems to Mallory against the 
field. SenAtor Mallory Is not considered 
the strongest man In the State, or the 
most popular—h- has plenty of Intelll 
genee and mental force, but his health 
ha* been poor, and some complain that 
bis Independence of spirit amounts al¬ 
most to Indifference. Besides, but rev 
of the leaders owe Mr. Mallory anything 
politically. The field against him. how¬ 
ever. is divided, and, as It now slinds, 
ft is aeserted tha: either Adams or 
Sparkman would prefer to see Mallory 
re-elected than for the other to win.

The ‘Kansas City Times was sold Fri¬ 
day to the Kansas City Star, the pur¬ 
chase price being kept secret. The Star 
Is owned by W. R. Nelson and has been 
a big money-maker. Judge G. Lee 
Chrlsman was the proprietor of the 
Times and is said to have sunk con¬ 
siderable money In the two years the 
paper has been under hls control. The 
Star Is an Independent newspaper, with 
Republican leanings, while the Times 
has been a Democratic sheet. It Is 
said that It will be made ari independ¬ 
ent newspaper and run as a morning 
edition to the Evening Star. The en¬ 
tire editorial force of the Times was 
let out. but part of the men w r ere Im¬ 
mediately re-employed. The Times has 
changed hands three times within the 
past seven years. It has been a steady 
money-loser for twelve years. 

It Is stated that Mr. Nelson paid $140.- 
000 for the Associated Press franchise 
and the subscription list. Mr. Chrls- 
man retains the plant and pays the 
floating Indebtedness. Including a $33,- 
000 paperblll. This leaves Mr. Chrls- 
man something like $100,000 for the pa¬ 
per. The plant is of little value. 

SOLDIER IS BURIED. 

Funeral Services Over the Body of the 

Late John C. McDaniel. 

Hopkinsville. Ky.. Oct. 19.—[Special.] 
—Funeral services over the body of the 
late John C. McDaniel, the young Hop¬ 
kinsville soldier who died In the Phil¬ 
ippines, were held this morning at 10 
o'clock. There were simple rites at the 
residence conducted by the Rev. E. L. 
Southgate, of the Methodist church. 
The body was Interred with military 
ceremonies at Hopewell cemetery by 
a company of the Third regiment. Ken¬ 
tucky State Guards. Five young men 
w'ho served with hirn in the Philippines 
were the pull-bearers. Young McDaniel 
w*as twenty-two years old and a son 
of Capt. It. T. McDaniel and brother of 
Miss Katie McDaniel, Superintendent 
of County Schools. He was with the 
Third Kentucky regiment In Cuba, and 
In July. 1899, enlisted with Company K, 
Thirty-first regiment. United States 
Volunteers, for service In the Philip¬ 
pines, dying there July 18. 1900. of dys¬ 
entery. The body was temporarily In¬ 
terred on the Island of Mindanao, and 
recently was exhumed and sent home.

THE OUTBREAKS ON SAMAR. 


SERIOUS SETBACK TO PACIFICA¬ 
TION OF ISLANDS. 


MORE MEN ARE REQUIRED. 


Army Will Lose Nearly 2,000 Sol¬ 
diers a Month—Question of 
Meeting Deficiency 


A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 


Washington, Oct. 19.—One of the ques¬ 
tions that will require the prompt and 
serious consideration of Secretary Root 
on hls return to this city next week 
will be the military situation In the 
Philippines. The recent serious out¬ 
breaks In the Island of Samar have dis¬ 
turbed the authorities considerably. It 
Is realized that they may prove a seri¬ 
ous setback to the plans of the admin¬ 
istration for the pacification of the Fili¬ 
pinos and the extension of American 
sovereignty. 

There Is no longer any prospect of a 
substantial reduction In the strength 
of the Philippine army for some time to 
come. In fact the latest advices from 
Gen. Chaffee contain arguments against 
any reduction of the army at this time, 
except as required by the expiration of 
enlistments. 

As pointed out by Gen. Corbin In 
hls annual report, the army will lose 
nearly 2,000 men a month on this ac¬ 
count. The War Department officials 
are now considering how to meet this 
prospective deficiency without Impair¬ 
ing the efficiency of the military estab¬ 
lishment In the Philippines. Gen. Chaf¬ 
fee has said that he will require three 
extra transports to assist in bringing 
home the short term men wMthln the 
next six or eight months. 

The Quartermaster’s Department 1ms 
selected the transports Meade, Rosv- 
crans and Egbert for this special s?r- 
vice. The last two named will leave 
Washington ports In a few weeks for 
Manila. They wMH take out civilian em¬ 
ployes and supplies. The Meade, which 
Is at San Francisco, is being held In re¬ 
serve for the purpose of taking out 
troops to replace those to be brought 
home. 

Other vessels which will be utilized In 
taking troops to the Philippines are the 
Grant, at San Francisco, and the Crook, 
at New York. The former which is ex¬ 
pected to leave about the middle of 
next memth will carry out an <ntire 
regiment with Its equipment and the 
Crook will take the nucleus of another 
regiment and a number of recruits. She 
will start about the first of December. 
Although not finally settle! It Is prob¬ 
able that the Twenty-eighth Infantry, 
now' in the department of the Columbia, 
will be ordered to the Philippines on 
the Grant.

BY CITIZENS OF KNOXVILLE. 


ARRIVES TO ATTEND UNVEIL¬ 
ING OF MONUMENT 


TO GEN. JAMES WHITE. 


Elaborate Exercises Under Auspices 
of the Daughters of the Ameri¬ 
can Revolution. 


PARADE 


AND 


RECEPTION. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Oct. 19.—[Special.] 
—Capt. Richmond Pearson Hobson, of 
the construction corps of the navy, 
arrived in Knoxville this morn¬ 
ing ut 8 o’clock to be the 
guest of the city until next Tues¬ 
day. He came upon invitation of the 
local Chapter of the Daughters of the 
Revolution, to be present at the unveil¬ 
ing and dedication of a monument 
marking the site where stood the pio¬ 
neer home of Gen. James White, the 
founder of Knoxville. Capt. Hobson’s 
presence on this occasion was brought 
about by reason of the fact that he is 
a great-great-grandson of Gen. White, 
hls mother having been a Unoal de¬ 
scendant of Gen. White. In addition to 
Capt. Hobson being here as a gueet of 
honor, hls sister, Miss Margaret Hob¬ 
son, who Is attending school In Nash¬ 
ville. arrived this morning, as did Ills 
uncle, the Hon. Richmond Pearson, of 
North Carolina. 

• • • 

Grand Parade. 

Immediately upon their arrival the 
visitors were driven to the palatial 
home of Miss Mary Boyce Temple, re¬ 
gent of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution Chapter, who will be their 
hostess while here. The morning was 
spent In receiving callers, and this aft¬ 
ernoon a magnificent parade passed 
through the business thoroughfares, 
thence to the handsome suburban home 
of the Hon. Jesse O. Groner, upon whose 
lawn the monument stands, marking 
the site of Gen. White’s home at the 
beginning of the Nineteenth century. 

The parade was headed by Capt. 
Hobson, In a beautifully-bedecked car¬ 
riage. with Company G. of the State 
militia, apt. T. J. Wyrlck commanding, 
as a guard of honor. Immediately in 
the rear came the Daughters of the 
Revolution and the Sons of the Revolu¬ 
tion.

When the Groner home was reached 


there were n&sembled several thousand 
people, many of whom came from other 
sections of the StJte. North Carolina, 
the home of Gen. White previous to his 
coming to East Tennessee, and also a 
State dear to the Hobson family, was 
especially well represented, there being 
many visitors from Asheville. The ex¬ 
ercises were in charge of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution members. 
After prayer by the Rev. J. H. Frazee, 
D. D.. addresses were made by S. G. 
Helskell, Mayor of the city; W. B. 
Lockett, president of the Chamber of 
Commercet whose guest Capt. Hobson 
will be at an elaborate banquet Mcnday 
evening, And Miss Mary Boyce Temple, 
regent of the Daughters of the Amer¬ 
ican Revolution chapter. Miss Temple's 
remarks were brief. Introducing Capt. 
Hobson, who was the orator of the oc¬ 
casion. The subject upon which he 
spoke was “American Inheritance.” a 
theme especially appropriate to the oc¬ 
casion.

He will speak In 
the large Second I’resbyterlan church, 
but upon Invitation of Secretary J. C.

Monday night the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of Knoxville will entertain with a 
banquet In compliment to Capt. Hob¬ 
son and hls uncle, the Hon. Richmond 
Pearson.

Dr. L. D. Knstenblne has been chosen 
by Mayor Lang, of Paducah, to make an 
analysis of the Ohio river water which 
i the people of Paducah are using for 
drinking purposes*. Yesterday he re¬ 
ceived a two-gallon Jug of the water 
which was sent by the American Ex¬ 
press Company. The mall from Pa¬ 
ducah brought with It a letter from 
Mayor I^ing explaining the sending of 
a Jug containing nothing better than 
Ohio river water. 

The question as to whether the water 
contains typhoid fever germs and im¬ 
purities has been agitating the Paducah 
Board of Health. In order to settle the 
matte, once for all It was decided to 
submit some of the water to an ex¬ 
pert chemist for his Inspection. The 
choice of Dr. Kastenbme is In recogni¬ 
tion of his signal ability. His name 
was recommended to Mayor Lang by 
the Roblnson-Pettet Company, of Louis¬ 
ville. The announcement of his analy¬ 
sis will settle the question conclu¬ 
sively. 

Dr. Kastenblne Is at present confined 
to his house with a slight attack of 
lllne*?, and will not be able for several 
days to make the desired analysis. His 
decision Is one of great Interest to the 
people of the whole western purt of the 
State, as their water ifurply. 
i of Paducah, comes from the Ohio rly*r. 

Before sending the water to Dr. K *«- 
lenblne. Mayor Lang addressed the fol¬ 
lowing letter to Dr. J. W. 
president of the City Board of Health 
of Paducah : 

Dear Sir: As the river Is now about

low water and recent thorough washing 
of the city, together with the present 
time being one at which malaria along 
the watercourses Is in the greatest de¬ 
velopment. I respectfully request your 
i> • sanre w*tth that of any other mem¬ 
bers of your board that you mny select 
at the tilling of a Jug ot water taken 
direct from th*. water supply, sealed and 
shipped for analysis. Till* snlpment will 
b* msae from the American Expr* of¬ 
fice to-day at noon Very* respectfully.

Wo request that vou 
give this Immediate and careful atten¬ 
tion. with a concise report at the earli¬ 
est possible date.

In speaking of the 
sending of the Jug. says: 

In connection with the affair, some one 
came near playing a goud Joke on the c ty 
this morning. The Jug sent to b#* filled 
with water had been used for w'hlsky. and 
when the Mayor opened it It did not at 
first dawn upon him that It would never 
do to send away water that would con¬ 
tain so many elements of what lx gen¬ 
erally considered Kentucky's “favorite 
drink." He discovered h!s mistake In time, 
however, and thus what would have prob¬ 
ably been a most remarkable analysis of 
pure “river water" was averted. 

The analysis of the water Is to be made 
solely to settle all doubts, and show that 
Paducah gets as pure water os any other 
city, it having been publicly charged by 
health authorities that she is not. 

Drs. Sights and Stew'art. who were pres¬ 
ent when Mayor Long drew the w*otor, 
also drew a ;wo-gallon Jug. sealed It In 
the presence of wlt^ievses and shipped tt 
to Merck, the New York chemist, for

Francis Marvin Bunco was born De¬ 
cember 25. 1836, and was appointed to 


(Was On the Retired List and Had 
Served With Honor In a Num¬ 
ber of Engagements. 


Hartford, Conn.. Oct. 19.—Rear Ad¬ 
miral Francis M. Bunce, United States 
navy (retired), died to-day at his home 
here. 

Admiral Dunce's death, while sudden, 
was not entirely unexpected, as his fam¬ 
ily had been warned to expect the worst. 
Last May cancer of the tongue de¬ 
veloped. and an operation In Boston re¬ 
sulted tn the removal of the Admiral's 
tongue. In September the disease at¬ 
tacked the throat, and the patient grew 
weaker from that time, righting a hope¬ 
less battle with the courage which has 
always characterled the man. Two 
weeks ago he took to bis bed, and had

the naval academy May 2S, 1852. He 
served with distinction in the Civil War, 
taking part in the blockade of Wilming. 


cd the expedition which co-operated 
with Gen. Gilmore In the reduction of 
the Confederate works on the Island, 
and was In the attack on Fort Sumter 
September 8, 1863. He served on the 
monitor Patapsco In the siege of 
Charleston, In November. 1863 he was 
wounded by the premature explosion of 
a shell In the turret of the Patapsco. He 
was on the staff of Admiral Dahlgren 
and received honorable mention time 
and again for gallant conduct. 

After the war he achieved distinction 
In taking the monitor Monadnock from 
Philadelphia to San Francisco, that be¬ 
ing the first extended voyage of an 
lmnclad. He received a Captain's com¬ 
mission In 1883 and was made a Com¬ 
modore In 1895. In 1898 he was given 
the rank of Rear Admiral.

Every distiller In the State, with the 
exception of twelve, has signed an an¬ 
nouncement giving his output for the 
reason of 1901-2. And Mr. T. M. Gil¬ 
more. who has been engineering this 
plan to limit production Is confident a 
few of the remaining dozen will yet 
come forward. 

The capacity of the twelve plants 
stilt out of the announcement to be 
made to the trade, amounts to 2.920 
bushels of grain * day. distributed 
among the five Internal revenue 
tricts of Kentucky as follows:

Effect of Lynching Bee In 
Ripley County, Ind. 


FIVE MEN’S SHORT SHRIFT. 


CRIMINAL ATMOSPHERE IS 
GREATLY RAREFIED. 


FATE OF THE LEVI GANG. 


The failure of Ripley county. Ind., 
to send a convict to the Indiana Re¬ 
formatory, In Jeffersonville, tn many 
months has led to an unusual d^covery 
In connection with the lynching of five 
men at Versailles In September, 1897. 
Only eight convicitons have result¬ 
ed In the Ripley Circuit Court since 
Lyle Levy. William Jenkins. Henry 
Sehuter, Cliff Gordon and Bert An¬ 
drews were quietly taken from the Jail 
and strung to a nearby tree. Five of 
the men convicted were nonresidents of 
Ripley county. Two men committed 
the offenses charged against them be¬ 
fore the lynching took place and the 
last man was guilty of a petty crime. 

The time was when locks, bars and 
artillery were in vogue In Ripley coun¬ 
ty to save property from as desperate 
a .crowd as ever looted a neighborhood. 
The Levi gang waa In full sway, mak¬ 
ing and passing counterfeit money al¬ 
most In defiance of the officers. 

An interesting story has doveloped In 
connection with the arrest and quick 
execution of Lyle Levi. Sheriff Henry 
Buschlng. of Ripley county, ascertained 
that the Levi gang intended on a cer¬ 
tain night to rob a store at Correct. 
He organized a posse and laid In wait 
for the thieves. Buschlng secreted 
himself in the cellar of the store. 
Across the street he had two men under 
a shed. One man was to give the sig¬ 
nal when the men entered the store. 

Bert Andrews had passed In and 
Cliff Gordon was In the act of enter¬ 
ing the cellar when the warning was 
given. Clifford, who waa smart and 
nervy, realized that he was in tight 
quarters and as Buschlng undertook to 
grab him Clifford opened fire. The 
Sheriff threw his hand up and was 
shot through the palm. Clifford and 
Andrews ran Into the road and were 
filled with buckshot by members of the 
Sheriff’s posse. 

Lyle Levi, the leader, was not In the 
gang, but his buggy had been used by 
the thieves, and that was sufficient. He 
was arrested and taken before a Mag¬ 
istrate. However, the grand Jury was 
In session and an Indictment against 
him was returned. 

Levi came Into court, accompanied by 
Missouri Rittenhouse, his sister, the 
wife of James Rittenhouse, one of the 
best counterfeiters that ever puzzled 
the Government detectives. Levi was 
a good talker. Before this occurrence, 
he had always been able to give bond. 
He asked the court not to commit him 
to Jail at once, as he expected to soon 
furnish ball. Levi was allowed to re¬ 
main In the custody of a bailiff. The 
afternoon passed without Levi getting 
a bondsman. He assured the court all 
would soon be satisfactorily arranged. 
At last he offered Missouri Rittenhouse. 
She was not acceptable, as she was 
married. 

Levi was by this time greatly dis¬ 
turbed. Never before had he been un- 
ahle to supply a bond, and he had been 
In trouble often. Oourt was kept open 
until 11 o’clock that night. Finally 
Levi Informed the court that he could 
not find a bondsman. 

”1 will go to Jrtit,” Levi said to Judge 
New. 

There was a scream in the hack of 
the court room. Missouri Rittenhouse. 
the wife of Jenkins, and other friends 
had been awaiting Abe outcome of the ‘ 
effort to keep the old “chief” out of 
Jail 

Missouri Rittenhouse had fainted. 
The officer* thought It a ruse of the I 
woman to attract attention and permit 
Jenkins and Levi to escape. But the 
woman had really fallen unconscious. 

When she returned to consciousness 
her brother va* on lil* way to Jail. 
Missouri Rittenhouse. possessor of 
nerves of steel, a woman that had 
faced all kinds of danger and been the 
companion of all manner of daring ‘ 
criminals, arose with a start. She 
shuddered. She whispered two words: 


“The mob,” then reeled and was assist¬ 
ed to a chair. 

It was midnight when she started to 
her home In the country. At that hour 
a mob was gathering to wreak ven¬ 
geance on Lyle Levi and hla band of 
thieves. Before Missouri Rittenhouse 
and William Jenkins’ wife were In bed 
the brother of one, husband of the 
other and three “paJs” w*ere swinging 
In midair in the moonlight near the 
Versailles Jail. 

Missouri Rittenhouse had a vision. A 
long time arterward she related the 
story of how* she saw* her brother and 
his companions dragged from their 
cells and hanged.

It Is Important that all such com¬ 
munication* bo In the hands of the 
committee by the middle of this week. 

Section 35 of the act to Increase the 
efficiency of the permanent military es¬ 
tablishment of the United States, ap¬ 
proved-February 2.

preliminary examinations and surveys to 
be made for the purpose of selecting four 
sites with a view to the establishment 
of permanent camp grounds for Ins.ruc- 
tion of troops of the regular army and 
National Guard, with estimates of the 
cost of the sites and their equipment with 
nil modern appliances, and for this pur¬ 
pose Is authorized to detail such officers 
of the army as may be necessary to carry 
on the preliminary work; and the sum of 
$10,000 Is hereby appropriated far the 
necessary expense of such work, to be dis¬ 
bursed under tho direction of the Secre¬ 
tary of War.

“Count that day lost when no new 
photo Is added to the world's treasures.” 

Everybody in England says “photo” 
for photograph. In this country the word 
Is rarely heard among educated people. 
But we have a monopoly of “bike,” so 
the British may perhaps be allowed to 
tevel in photo without being criticised. 

The mania for being photographed is 
shared. but In a less degree, by almost 
every branch of European royalty, even 
down to the sprigs, of which there are 
tiot a few. There is to be found an oc¬ 
casional member of the hierarchy who 
refuses to be snapshotted and even balks 
fit a regular photographer, but the truth 
Is that these exceptions are women who 
nre neither so young nor so beautiful 
as they once were. 

The late Empress of Austria* whether 
because she wanted to be remembered 
*£ young aud beautiful, or for more ob¬ 
scure reasons known only to herself, 
was decidedly averse to being photo- 
• graphed or even to having her portrait 
painted. This prejudice was one she 
had displayed for a good many years 
before her death, aud the result was 
that after her assassination the only pic¬ 
ture obtainable In many casus was one 
kt least twenty-five years old. 

She always carried with her a large 
black fan which she used as a screen to 
protect herself from the omnipresent 
camera fiend. Five or six years ago in 
[Venice the King and Queen of Italy 
vli?!t**d the Empress of Austria on her 

? acht In the lagoon. Of course every- 
>ody that could manage It was out 
there, too. The spectators bobbtd about 
Sn a great semi-circle of steel-prowed 
black gondolas watching the meeting ot 
,their Majesties at the head of the gang¬ 
way. 

Even though the gondolas were fifty 
feet or more from the vessel and the 
receiving party stood under the shadow 
of the awning .where an instantaneous 
exposure would not have been success¬ 
ful, the Empress kept her black fan 
eo constantly between herself and the 
array of boats that no one had more 
than a mere fleeting glimpse of her 
face. Yet she did it with so much 
grace and seeming absence of lnteijlon 
that it appeared to have happened 
more by accident than by design* 

It Is sold that the only time she was 
taught off her guard was a short time 
before her death. A CAmcra fiend hid 
behind some bushes and ^ot a fairly 
good picture of the Empress walking 
with the Emperor at Pad Nauheim. 
Her sister, the ex-Queen of Naples, 
also avoids the photographer It Is 
said that she has not hud her picture 
taken for thirty years. 

• * • 

No Photographs After Forty. 

The late Empress A .custg of Ger¬ 
many never consented to pose for any 
kind of picture after she uas forty. She 
V'aa beautiful in her youth, but she 
lived to be old arid broken, twisted and 
^ crippled by rheumatism. She was over 
i eighty when she died. For almost 
twenty years she had been a physical 
jvreck. 

People at the baths which she fre¬ 
quented would see an old woman, hag¬ 
gard for all her paint, wearing a wig 
% and huddled together In a wheeled 
» chair. That was the Empress Augusta. 
iAt this period she would occasionally 
give her picture to some one, but the 
picture was forty years younger than 
the Ernpresa. In It she appeared as a 
Voting woman, at the height of her 
beauty. 

The Duchess of Argyll is another 
fWoman who. having once been very 

r retty. prefers not to have her waning 
harms recorded by the camera. 

Bui the other royalties do not seem to 
be afflicted with these qualms. They 
_ have only one horror, and that Is of 
• being, as they say, snapshotted. They 
I want to have a chance to pose and look 
! pleasant. In Germany, in spite of the 
j Kaiser's love of being photographed. It 
• Is a legal offense to polqt a camera at 
him or at any member of his family 
without having received permission. 

. In England those in attendance on the 
• floverelgn are expected to go even to 
the length of destroying, “accident¬ 
ally” of course, a camera which Is sus¬ 
pected of containing a snapshot of the 
King or the Queen. 

This mania for being photographed 
*. flometimes brings embarrassment in its 
train. Fiances fall out even when of 
royal blood, and as these same royal 
fiances have a way of being photo¬ 
graph^ in the most sentimental and 
bourgeois manner, there are often pic- 
. tur**s out which have to l>e called In 
It is salt*, that th< Russian Govern¬ 
ment has gone to a great deal of trouble 
to withdraw from circulation the plr- 
* ture of a Grand Dttchesa tak«n with her 
• first fiance. Sh** afterward Jilted him 
and married another man. In England 
there Is a persistent search for the pic- 
- tures in which Princess May of Teck 
was shown hand in hard with the Duke 
©f Clarence, to whom she was then 
betrothed. Now that sh 2 Is the wife 
©f the dead Duke’a brother there is a 
natural wish to get the photograph out 
off sight. 

King Edward, at the funeral of the 
fount of Paris, was photographed 
Standing boride the Duk- of Orleans. 
Now* that they do not speak. King Ed¬ 
ward has stopped the sale of the pic¬ 
tures, and would be glad to confiscate 
those already sold.

The fact of actually shooting at each 
other and hitting some tender spot adds 
spice to the practice, and the prospect is 
excellent for a wide spread of the wrinkle 
of the French physician. The question 
naturally arises—Why not use rallow bul¬ 
lets In actual duels, with the contestants 
naked above the waist? 


Emi»ep>r Nicholas, for his part, finds 
that lie has been photographed once too 
often, at leant from a political point of 
View. He and the German Emperor 
Once had their pictures taken as mem¬ 
bers o. a group of officers at Darm¬ 
stadt.

At noon Princes El tel Fred¬ 
erick. Auguste and Oscar also brought 
floral offerings to the tombs. Conspicu¬ 
ous among the floral tributes was a 
wreath sent by the British colony at 
Rio Janeiro to be placed on the tomb 
of the late Empress Frederick. During 
the day the purple standard of the 
Queen of Prussia was flown at half- 
ir.ast over the palace of the Empress 
Frederick. An equestrian statue of the 
late Empress was unveiled at Nordhau¬ 
sen.

It passed 
both boards as quickly as the first one 
did. and now It is said that the para¬ 
graph was not attached by the original 
drawers of tho resolution, but was at¬ 
tached by City Attorney Stone. 

Members of both boards expressed 
themselves as being satisfied with the 
resolution os It now stands, and a num¬ 
ber said that they were glad that the 
Mayor had refused to sign It.

A dispatch from West Tolnt printed 
here Indicates that the cadets do not 
relish th© idea of Matthews, Harvard’s 
colored quarterback, playing with that 
eleven in the game Saturday.

Colored Student At Northwestern 
University. 


it was found there was no room In 
Chapin Hall which was not occupied by 
some student. This new difficulty was 
met by a general shift among the coeds, 
and a room on the first floor of the hall 
was assigned to the new student.

Chapin Hall have complained against the 
admission of the girl.

Mrs. Martha Foote Crow, dean, said yes¬ 
terday that If th© girl had applied at 
either of th© other dormitories she could 
not have been refused admission under 
the circumstances.—{Chicago Inter Ocean.

For the first time In the history of 
Northwestern University n colored girl 
has been admitted as a student boarder In 
one of the dormitories for young women. 
She secured accommodations tn Chapin 
Hall only after a prolonged discussion be¬ 
tween the members of the Woman's Edu¬ 
cational Aid Association, which h*« 
charge of the dormitories. The members 
were divided as to the advisability of ad¬ 
mitting the young woman, for they knew 
that their action would set a precedent 
for all time to come. 

The young woman Is Sarah Ellis, 
of San Antonio. Tex., and she registered 
oh a student In the deportment of music. 
She came to Evanston after an extensivo 
correspondence with Prof. P. C. Lutkin, 
dean of the school of music, but It was 
not known until she arrived that she wa? 
colored. She had never made mention of 
the fact in any of her letter* to Prof. 
Lutkin or to the member* of the Edu¬ 
cational Aid Association, ulihough she 
sent her credentials from two schools she 
bas attended, both well-known Southern 
colored schools. 

When th© girl arrived at Chaplin HsJl 
and informed tho matron. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Simpson, that she was the person 
whom they were expecting from Texas, 
she was told that she could not be ad¬ 
mitted until the permission of the asso¬ 
ciation was secured. The members of the 
association, of which Mrs. J. A. Pearsons 
is president, were called together, and a 
long discussion followed. Only once be¬ 
fore has a colored young woman, not a 
resident of Evanston, applied for admis¬ 
sion to the university. 

There ts no clause in the constitution of 
the association that debars a colored per¬ 
son from the privilege of the dormitories, 
and although the person! who have charge 
of the three dormllorles puzzled their 
minds over the question, they could not 
at first agree. They telephoned to one of 
the trustees of the university, but he 
would r*ot advise what action should be

Rut the truth has begun to shine 
brightly at last. You can't dam the 
Mlnslssippl river with a pitchfork; 
neither can any human power go con¬ 
trary to the laws of nature and main¬ 
tain u seventeen-cent copper market. 
Butte alone can produce enough copper 
at ten cents a pound to supply the 
whole American continent. H. H. Rog¬ 
ers and William Rockefeller know this 
now. They were learning wisdom while 
Tom Lawson was building the “Inde¬ 
pendence." and when they saw' the de¬ 
luge coming they saved themselves and 
left Lawson to his fate. The Calumet 
and Hecla and Rio TInto and Helnzo 
have reaped a golden harvest from^ the 
seventeen-cent copper market. They 
were selling copper while the Parrot 
and Anaconda, and the Boston and 
Montana were accumulating It for the 
benefit of Lawson's copper trust. When 
the deluge bursts Anaconda and Par¬ 
rot will share the fate of Lawson, ana 
so will the unsophisticated bankers and 
brokers who have followed the vatici¬ 
nations of I^awson.

AT MUSIC HALL 


The Rev. Cheater Birch To Conduct a 
Series Under the Auspices of 
the Y. M. C. A. 


The Rev Chester Birch, the evangel¬ 
ist. of St. Louis, will be In the city ail 
this week conducting evangelistic meet¬ 
ings under the direction of the Young 
Men's Christian Association. 

It is usual for the association to ob¬ 
serve as a week of prayer the second 
week In November, but this year It was 
thought beat to begin a series of mass- 
meetings on Sunday afternoons, to be 
held In Music Hall, with a week of 
evangelistic services for men only.

Had Montana been able to run to 
the full capacity of Its mines the trust 
would now have an accumulation of 
400,000.000 pounds of copper, or $68,000 - 
000 worth, on hand.

Lawson's scheme for keeping up the 
price of copper was modeled on the 
plan of the United States Government i 
for keeping up the price of silver. But 
the Government of the United States 
failed in Its efforts to uphold the price 
of silver, and all the money of the 
Standard Oil Company cannot compel a 
seventeen-cent copper market. But 
there was method In Uwmmi'h madness. 

A copper boom enabled him to float 
such securities as Trinity. Arnold and ' 
Arcadian. Hundreds of millions of 
wildcat copper stocks are now In the 
hands of bankers ond brokers and a 
gullible public. And these would not 
be there but for Lawson and his copper 
pipe-dream. Mr. Lawson gulled Rogers 
nnd Rockefeller into the copper mania, 
but they saw the gulf yawning beneath 
them, and they hatched a great amal¬ 
gamated boom and unloaded on their 
friends and the public. A year ago the 
National City Bank of New York was 
groaning under the weight of copper 
stocks. Now 155,000,000 of Amalgamated 
stock Is distributed among bankers and 
brokers In every tywn from the Atlan¬ 
tic to the Parjflc. Lawson himself Is 
staggerIng under the load. Rogers and 
Rockefeller have made untold millions, 
but they are out from under and indif¬ 
ferent to the fate of coppers or copper. 
A mere tyro In economic science could 
have told Lawson that copper could 
not be cornered.

Sitka. Alaska. Sept. 2.—This Is the 
oldest settlement of any importance In 
Alaska. It has been over a hundred 
years since the Intrepid Russian ex¬ 
plorers beat their way down the coast 
from the north and set up their stock¬ 
ade and cross on Baranoff Island. Sit¬ 
ka was a thriving community when 
Washington was a village, and long be¬ 
fore Chicago was accorded a place on 
the map It I* about 1.200 miles from 
the State of Washington and occupies 
a latitude 700 miles west from San 
Francisco. It Is the seat of Govern¬ 
ment of a territory so vast that a 
Journey to Its western extremity is 
equal to a trip across the continent 
from New York to San Francisco, yet it 
is merely a little hamlet with a popula¬ 
tion of less than 300 white people, about 
1,000 Indians and a smattering of Rus¬ 
sians. Chinese and Japs. Its princi¬ 
pal claim for the present Is the strong 
hold It has on the past. 

• • • 

Steamer Day. 

A solitary steamer calls at Sitka 
each month, and "steamer day," conse¬ 
quently. Is an event In the ancient lit¬ 
tle villa by the sea. One of the stipu¬ 
lations of the Government mall con¬ 
tract Is that each steamer shall remain 
In port at least eighteen hour* In order 
to give the inhabitants ample time to 
examine and reply to their mall. This 
Is a very satisfactory arrangement, for 
the reason that It gives the business 
man time to attend to his affairs and 
the tourist an opportunity to see the 
sights. Of the latter there are quite a 
few. 

• • • 

Reminder of Other Days. 

The Oreco-Rtissian church Is a 
quaint old reminder of a people that are 
gone and a glory that is dead. Many 
of the noble families of faraway Rus¬ 
sia sent princely contributions to aid In 
the construction and decoration of this 
fine old church In the wilderness. The 
slght-seer Is charged an admission fee 
of twenty-flve cents to enter this his¬ 
toric structure, and while the tourist 
In Alaska, as well as In other parts of 
the world, seldom gets his money's 
worth, he does in this instance. He 
see* solid silver candlestick* six feet 
in height grouped about the altar; a 
massive silver chandelier hanging from 
the dome; paintings from the brushes 
of the masters of antiquity adorning 
the walls; altar vestment* hung heavy 
with decorations of gold and Jewels; 
priestly robes that glitter with dia¬ 
monds. and books that are clasped with 
bands of gold and studded with pre¬ 
cious stones. There are no pews nor 
Beat* of any kind In the church, the 
1 worshipers standing about in groups 
during the two-hours' service. The doc¬ 
trines of this church are similar to the 
Roman Catholic, save that they have 
no Pope or Vatican, and do not swear 
allegiance or ascribe Infallibility to any 
human being. 

• • • 

Old Russian Colony Quarters. 

Another one of the show plnees In 
Sitka on "steamer day" Is the old quar¬ 
ters of the Russian colony. In this day 
and age we have divers troubles with 
our laboring men. Quite frequently they 
consider their personal right* restricted 
and occasionally go on strikes In the 
attempts to remedy their grievances. 
While It is not within the province of 
this article to pass on the merits of the 
laboring man's troubles, yet In this con¬ 
nection it will be interesting to note how 1 
the ancient Russian bad to toe the mark. 
The company that employed him desig¬ 
nated the house in which he should live, 
and stipulated not only how many hours 
he should work, but what time he should 

to bed and at what hour he should 
arise In the morning. It was made In¬ 
cumbent on him to go to church, and 
his children were Instructed in school 
according to the company's direction. 
He had to do the company's bidding, 
nn matter whether It said spilt w< od or 
fight the Indians. The company on its 
i>art psJd him wag*** and took care of 
him. It furnished him with everything, 
including a physician to doctor him. a 
j minister to preach to him, and even 
supplied him with soup In copious quan- 
titles from the company's kitchen—and 
you would no more think of finding a 
striker In Bilka than you would a snake 
in Ireland.

Indian Tradition. 


the land. The bird left the girl on the 
beach and flew away In search cf food.

Thus the toten pole 
tells the traveler when he is pasting 
the home of an unknown relative. # The 
Alaska Indian take* very kindly to 
many of the customs and beliefs of the 
white man. but he believes he Is de¬ 
scended from the bird. Ash. fri g and 
bear, and steadfastly refuses*to take 
down his toten or turn from the tradi- ; 
tlons of his fathers.

HOW ESCAPED CONVICT 

HELPED HIS FAMILY. 


Had Himself Captured and Collected 
the Reward of $50 Offered 
For His Arrest. 


After seeing all this, the tourist will 
be content to rest and listen to a concert 
by the mission band, composed of In¬ 
dian boy*. In the meantime, we will 
take an Invoice of the commercial and 
social resources of Sitka, as they exist 
at the present time. There are only a 
few merchants In the place .and acrace- 
ly any professional men. It 1* said 
there l* an opening here for a dentist, 
a Jeweler, a milliner and an under¬ 
taker. The Chinese have "cinched" the 
laundry business and the ministers 
have their field overcrowded. There 
are about 400 church-goers In the place 
who have nine spiritual adviser* look¬ 
ing after their moral welfare. Sitk.» s 
religious **400’’ is divided between the 
fallowing: An Episcopal bishop, with 
assistant rector and lay reader, a Pres¬ 
byterian clergyman, a Roman Cattfollc 
prleat. a trio of Greeo-Russtan fathers, 
a Gospel shouter and the well-known 
missionary, Sheldon Jackson. There 
are also seventeen mission workers. 
On account of this formidable array of 
ministerial talent, one would naturally 
suppose that lawlessness In Sitka, 
would be reduced to a minimum, but 
the keeper of the Jail Is one of the busi¬ 
est men in the territory. There are 
times when the capacity of the lock-up 
1* taxed to Its utmost and outside ac¬ 
commodations have to be provided. 

• • • 

How the People Live. 

There are about a dozen horses In 
Bitka. but no buggies or carriages. 
There are a number of bicycles, how¬ 
ever. Ice and fish are cheap In the 
capital, while cool and beef come very 
high. A whole deer—horns, hoof* and 
all—can be purchased for $2 or $3. while 
grouse, ducks and all kinds of game 
fowl are nought from the Indians at 
twenty-flve cents each. Flounder, hali¬ 
but, salmon and delicious mountain 
trout command scarcely any price at 
all in the local market. Conmd vege¬ 
tables, canned meats and condensed 
milk have a large sale In Sitka all the 
year round. Sitka has no waterworks 
or electric lights. Water Is hauled In 
carts from the Indian river, about a 
mile away, when the supply In the rain 
barrels gives out. There la g*mrally 
an ample supply of rntn water, however, 
from the fact that the annual precipi¬ 
tation in the vicinity of Sitka it about 
100 im'he*. The warm Japan current 
washes the coast at this point, and 
there are few days in the year when 
there is not u shower or a h-avy rain 
Skagway and Juneau have modern elec¬ 
tric light plants, but Sitka. a hundred 
years old, and the capttal of Uncfa 
Sam's greatest Territory, sits tliruuvsh 
the long Arctic night wrapped in a 
mantle of Impenetrable gloom. During 
the winter months the lamps must he 
lighted In the stores and dwellings as 
early as 2 /clock in the xft*rnoon. 
There has been no Government pro¬ 
vision for a single lighthouse along the 
entire coast line qf Alaska. The nty 
expense In this direction to which it hae 
gone Is the maintenance of an unsightly 
pob* and lantern at Sitka at a total cost 
of $10 a month.

SHORTAGE OF FREIGHT CARS. 


Tremendous Volume of Traffic In the 
United States. 

New York, Oct. 19.—"The volume of 
the transportation throughout the coun¬ 
try is so great that there are not enough 
freight cars to accommodate the traf¬ 
fic. At the office of the Trunk Line A»- 
j soclntlon it was learned to-day that 
there are complaint* of shortage of 
freightcars on all important road*. This 
is somewhat remarkable In view of the 
fact that the car faHUtles of the coun¬ 
try were neve^ so large as at present. 
An officer of one of the large trunk s>s- 
ums traversing the coal fields showed 
figures of the coal movement of the 
field* trtbutatry to It* line which have 
been cut down from 10 to 20 per cent. 
In the amount forwarded because cars 
could not be had."

Kentucky Applications Will Have To 
Await Their Turn. 

A gentleman who is very much inter¬ 
ested In rural free delivery, and who 
bos Just returned from Washington, 
says that Kentucky Congressmen will 
have to hump themselves If they are to 
be successful in putting through the ap¬ 
plications now* on file In the depart¬ 
ment at Washington.

City Attorney H. L. Stone will find 
“breakers ahead" In the matter of 
naming men for his assistants In office 
unless he conforms to the wishes of the 
Board of Aldermen And appoints men 
that please It. Two w*eeks ago an or¬ 
dinance was passed by the Aldermen 
giving Col. Stone the power to employ a 
bookkeeper, abstractor and messenger 
at salaries fixed by the General Coun¬ 
cil.

Col. Stone agreed to the 
amendment and the ordinance was 
passed. 

Col. Stcne told a reporter for the 
Courier-Journal yesterday afternoon 
that he had selected his assistants and 
would make them known at the meet¬ 
ing of the General Council Tuesday 
night. He was asked to give their 
names to the public, but he declined. It 
was learned that Col. Stone had deter¬ 
mined to appoint Richard Batman, An 
attorney, to the place of bookkeeper at 
a salary of $1,600 a year. The Aider- 
men. It Is said, will decline to confirm 
the appointment. 

Sam Smart, a Republican, and sten¬ 
ographer and bookkeeper in Col. Stone’s 
office, Is a candidate for the position. 
He Is strongly backed by Mr. P. Book¬ 
er Reed and other members of the 
Board of Aldermen, and has Almost the 
solid backing of the Board of Council- 
men. If Col. Stone fails to appoint him 
It can be safely said that the Aldermen 
will refuse to confirm any other ap¬ 
pointment. Considerable electioneering 
was carried on at the City Hall yes¬ 
terday afternoon in behalf of Mr. 
Smart, nnd a prominent member of the 
Hoard of Councilman stAted that if Mr. 
Smart was not appointed no other man 
would be confirmed. 

Coi. Stone will also meet with some 
opposition If he appoints Mr. Harry 
Pecklnpaugh abstractor. 

The meeting of the General Council 
Tuesday night will probably be the last 
the present Council will have. The 
Tuesday following Is election day. and 
It is unusual for the body to meet on 
that night, und unless there Is business 
of special Importance it will hardly 
have an extra meeting between the two 
dates. When the new Council goes In, 
whether it be Democratic or Repub¬ 
lican. It may object to the additional 
expenditure and repeal the ordinance 
or cut down the salary to such an in¬ 
significant sum that the applicants for 
the offices will not be numerous. 

Col- Stone also has the power to ap¬ 
point a messenger boy at a salary of 
$30 a month, but the office Is such an 
insignificant one that the Aldermen 
have entirely overlooked It. and will 
probably not object to any one named 
by Col. Stone, provided he is a Repub¬ 
lican. . _ 

The ordinance creating these offices 
has been approved by Mayor Weaver, 
but It has not been signed by Mr. Reed 
as president of the Board of Aldermen. 
It is claimed that the ordinance will 
be perfectly valid whether Mr. Reed 
signs It or not, but if he falls to affix 
his signature this may lead to a con¬ 
tention Tuesday night that will cause 
the whole matter to be deferred until 
some future meeting of either the old 
or the ne w' board.

DUE TO A MISUNDERSTANDING. 


POSTMASTER MILBY FOUND 
GUILTY IN FEDERAL COURT. 


WRIGHT CASE IS CONTINUED. 


New York. Oct. 19—George Armltage. 
the missing messenger of the Bank of 
New Amsterdam, walked into the Ten¬ 
derloin police station to-day and gave 
himself up. He had only $31.40 on him 
I when he was arrested and he subse¬ 
quently made a remarkable confession 
which sent the police scurrying after 
four supposed ucciHiiplIeea who, as al¬ 
leged, had in turn robbed the dishonest 
bank messenger of practically all the 
money he had stolen. 

Armltage said that he had met a 
woman whom he knew only as Marie 
at & road house which they both fre¬ 
quented. She was a friend of the piano 
player in the resort, the wife of the 
piano player and a violinist, who also 
furnished music in the place, and Ar- 
mitage, Introduced to the party by 
Marie, became friendly with all during 
a month's Intimacy. Armltage said that 
after he had stolen the money he got 
drunk and waa unable to return the 
checks. 

Marie and the wife of the piano play¬ 
er agreed to do It for him and. taking 
the bank wallet to Brooklyn, hired a 
negro woman to return It to the bank. 
Armltage said that as the woman left 
him. Marie suggested that she had bet¬ 
ter take charge of the stolen money for 
safety. Armltage said he gave up the 
money and the* woman never came 
back. It is believed that the police hav« 
the names of the entire party and will 
arrest all four. 

A purl of Armltage's story Is borne 
out by the forts surrounding the re¬ 
turn of the $r»0,000 worth of draft* rthlch 
were returned to the bank by Isa¬ 
bel Quagh, colored, a dressmaker of 
Brooklyn. She claim* that the 
package containing the drafts waa 
turned over to her young *>n by a well- 
dressed woman and that the youth was 
given a dollar to convey it to hi* moth¬ 
er. who sent the package back to the 
bank by express. 

Armltage's shortage now amounts to 
a little over $5,000.

Judge Evans, in the Federal Court, 
yesterday morning dismissed the rule 
for contempt against Michael J. Burke 
to show cause why he should not be 
punished for his failure to obey the or¬ 
der of the referee in bankruptcy for the 
Owensboro district.

Southern 
Presbyterian Secretary of the Foreign 
Mission Executive Committee, is now in 
Brazil, and writes of hia travels in that 
republic as follows: 

•*At Recife I w'aa hospitably entertained 
at the home of Rev. Salamai Gjusburg. a 
converted Jew from Portugal, and now 
perhaps the most efficient missionary of 
the Southern Baptist Church In Brazil. 
Mrs. Ginebtxrg was formerly Miss Morton, 
from Kentucky, a cousin of our Mr Mor¬ 
ton, of Southern Braxll. On the Hth, I 
took the train for Danahyba. with Mr. 
Glnaburg as campanlan. About twelve 
miles out from Recife, we passed a large 
farm owned by a lawyer. Sr. Pau de Alho. 
It wa» equipped with all the buildings and 
machinery j»ertainin»g to a first-dues Bra¬ 
silian farm, including a churcih. But the 
land was not in cultivation, and all the 
buildings were In ruins except the dwell¬ 
ing* and church, which wero In unusually 
good repair The explanation was this: 
Some time ago Sir Alho found n «keleton 
which he succeeded in persuading the 
people was that of St. Sever ins. He had 
the skeleton stuffed and covered with 
leather, resembling the human skin, and 
eet It up in the church as an object of 
worship St. 8everlt» proved to be a mir¬ 
acle worker, whose benefits ir. the way 
of healing the «1**k ami bringing about 
happy Issues of things In general w ere In 
proportion to the value of the votive of- 
ferine* brought to his shrine. The major¬ 
ity of the children born In that vicinity 
since his advent ate named Iot him. and 
th© income derived from the offerings Is so 
handsome that 8r. Alho Amis it no longer 
necessary to trouble himself about the 
firm The devotion of the people to iTudr 
saint la such, and any interference with 
his performances Is so bitterly resented, 
that no Protestant has vet found It posaJ- 
ble to preach In that nt-ljrbborhoad. This 
Is probably a fair sample of the type of 
Roman Catholicism that prevails all over 

the interior of Northern Braxll.”

| NEED OF A NATIONAL GOSPEL AWAKENING. I 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.) 

New York, Oct. 15—The National 
Central Committee of the Twentieth 
Century National Gospel Campaign 
have to-day sent the following letter to 
the ministers and churches of the coun¬ 
try: 

To the Christian minister* and leaden 
In America; On the 26th of December last 
we tent to you our first uppeal. expos¬ 
ing our conviction that, with the opening 
of the Twentieth century, the hour had 
struck for the great forward movement 
of the Church, through ’’existing organ¬ 
izations and agencies,’’ and for the rous¬ 
ing of Christians to their Ood-glven ml«- 
slon of evangelising the nation and the 
world. That appeal met with wide and 
emphatic responses, but the mighty task 
of reformation has been only Just begun; 
the crisis Is still upon ub. Its profound 
character having been merely emphasized 
by the striking providences of the year, 
so that the needs and opportunities ap¬ 
pear to-day vastly greater ond more press¬ 
ing than they did a year ago 

The tragic yet glorious Christian trans¬ 
lation of our martyred President, William 
McKinley, has revealed, as under a 
searchlight, some things to which we need 
to give quick atul earnest heed. 

The whole world has been brought to 
sympathetic and Intense admiration of the 
spectacle of the sublime faith and heroic 
death of a Christian martyr in one of the 
foremost positions of power In the world, 
and the chord of human brotherhood ha* 
responded to the divine touch as nev**r 
before. The common grief and affection 
have prepared for common effort for that 
which Is highest and best; and should lx* 
taken advantage of to call all Christians 
to a higher and more strenuous Christian 
life. 

The whole world has had a vision as 
never before of the unseen forces of evil 
that have In them tho possibilities of ns- 
tJonal destruction; of the awful menace 
of the ’’lapsed masses'’ whose countless 
millions are practically unreached by the 
Gospel. That vision should urge, as noth¬ 
ing has ever before urged, to the applica¬ 
tion of the only and divine remedy. 

We appeal to you, the leaders and mem¬ 
bers of the Church of God. to gird your¬ 
selves to meet these vast responsibilities.

Awful Social Disorder. 

We ask your attention to the supremo 
importance of a national Gospel awaken¬ 
ing. A terrible affliction has been per¬ 
mitted of God, and has brought us to a 
consciousness of the existence of an aw¬ 
ful social disorder, which, if not stayed 
In Its course, bids fair to work Incalcu¬ 
lable evil In days to come. While pro¬ 
posed legislation may serve somewhat as 
a deterrent of future violent develop¬ 
ments of ouch disorder, nothing but the 
eradication of evil dispositions from the 
Individual members of society will extir¬ 
pate this and many other evils that 
menace our peace, prosperity and prop¬ 
erties, our liberties and our lives Such 
eradication can be effected only by the 
regeneration of the individual members 
of society by the atoning grace of the 
Sun of God, communicated through the 
preaching of the Gospel, and by testi¬ 
mony as to the present and practical 
effectiveness of th© Christian faith. We, 
therefore, realise in our national afflic¬ 
tion & clear call to the immediate and 
thorough evangelization of all Lite Inhab.

AT EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 

| -- 

t Clerics Were the Conservatives and Laymen the 

Liberals—Not a Success From a 
business Point of View.

S AN Francisco, Oct. 18.—A strik¬ 
ing thing about the Episcopal 
General Convention Just ended 
Is the singular mix up of p« r * 
tie*. For years the Church In question 
h is had its High and Low parti©*, nnd 
some have professed to be able to find 
distinctions warranting also a Broad 
and an Evangelical party. Titer 1 © were 
two questions itn the Deputies that 
tended well to bring out party strength. 
These were the famous marriage and 
divorce canons, and the proposition, 
backed by the Rev. Dr. W. R Hunt¬ 
ington, of New York, to permit Bishops 
to take congregations under their spir¬ 
itual oversight and for a time permit 
them to employ In their public worship 
a form of service other than the Book 
of Common Prayer. In the debates on 
the marriage and divorce canons, par¬ 
ties did not figure at all. High, lx>w 
and Broad were to be found on all 
sides. One of the strongest speeches for 
the restricted canon was made by the 
Rev. Dr. David H. Greer, of New York, 
recognized as the leading lirood Church¬ 
man of his diocese. So It ran through¬ 
out the entire protracted debate. 

On the Huntington vote the very High 
and the very Low were side by side, and 
defeated the measure. The great middle 
body, that goes to no extremes, 
favored It. As for individuals long 
training with parties, they were to be 
found on both sides Indiscriminately. 
The measure, now put over for six years 
at least, was damaged materially, per¬ 
haps killed for all time, by the Rev. 
Dr. E. Winchester Donald, of Boston, 
who re-lntroduced the original Hunt¬ 
ington form, but being questioned why 
he made a Blight charge In It, observed 
that personally he did not believe it 
needful that a minister should have re¬ 
ceived Episcopal ordination. In order 
that sacraments be valid. Probably not 
another person in the convention 
agreed with him, but the statement 
has been used as a club by opponents 
of the measure, to show the real danger 
of any liberal action. 

• • • 

Was Conservative Convention. 


Apart from the pastoral letter of the 
hi©hops, which by all parties la termed 
liberal and progressive. It was a con¬ 
servative convention. This conservatism 
came, rather curiously, from the clerics 
In the House of Deputies. The moBt 
progressive element was the House of 
Blnhopa The blsbops showed them¬ 
selves to be leaders. One may say they 
led wrongly at times, but they led. 
They had a policy; they wanted some¬ 
thing. They were abreast of the times— 
argue on the subjects they presented aa 
one may—and they had the courage of 
their opinions. Thee© facts are shown 
Indisputably In their decision# on the 
marriage canon, on the marginal read¬ 
ings report, oti the nominations of 
blahopa for new jurisdictions. In the 
leadership of some 6f their number for 
a better administration of tnlwlon mat¬ 
ters. in action in reaching out for a 
reconciliation \y.itb the Reformed Epis¬ 
copal Church and the bringing of that 
small body back Irrtn the Episcopal fold, 
and In advanced stands many of them 
took notably Bishop Tuttle, of Missouri; 
Bishop Anderson, of Chicago; Bishop 
Burton, of Lexington: Bishop Rim 11. of 
Minnesota; Bishop Potter, of New York, 
and Bishop Francis, of Indianapolis, In 
private and public utterances on mis¬ 
sions. on labor and capital and other up- 
to-date topics. 

• • • 

Laymen Were Liberal. 

The laymen in the deputies were also 
liberal and progressive. They did not 
tnke very pronounced action on the 
marginal readings, but on tbe Hunting- 
ton amendment they carried thr lr point 


on both votes. The conservative ele¬ 
ment came, us has been said, from the 
clerics. Men among the latter who have 
been known in addresses and In writ¬ 
ings as liberals took opposite stands 
a hen they got upon the !bx>r of the con¬ 
vention. These standstill clerics were 
by no means confined to the High 
Church party, nor were their actions 
confined to matters of doctrine, for re¬ 
ligious tenets never once cam© into the 
convention. Their whole standstill pol¬ 
icy related to methods. Almost always 
a majority of them could In? depended 
upon tc vote against everything new; 
they seemed desirous of clinging to old 
wavs solely because they were old. 
There were exceptions, of course, but 
the clerics furnished the brakes. 

It was an interesting fact that the de¬ 
baters were confined to a few men. nnd 
that without regard to subject. Cu¬ 
riously. in th© House of Deputies, with 
few exceptions, the men who came for¬ 
ward to debat© the Huntington amend¬ 
ment were on hand to debate the mar¬ 
riage canon ami the marginal reading 
report. One would suppose a different 
*?t of men would come to the front a* 
experts on the different subjects. IU ally 
It appears that a few men study all the 
problems, or. If they do not atudy them, 
they speak without preparation. In 
some Instances, it appeared that the 
latter was th© rul©. Laymen were quite 
equal to ordained men s*o far as orator¬ 
ical ability. The strong men among the 
• I erics were the Re\ i>r. Huntington 
and the Rev. Dr. Greer, of New York; 
the Rev. Dr. Fulton and the Rev. Dr. 
Olmsted, of Philadelphia; the Rev. Dr. 
John H. Hopkins and the Rev. fi. A 
Ibarra bee, of Chicago; Canon Roger#, of 
Fond du Lac; the Rev. Dr. Mr Kim, of 
Washington, the Rev. Dr. Davenport, 
of Memphis; the Rev. Dr. Cameron 
Mann, of Kansas City, and the Rev. 
Hudson Stuck, of Dallas. Tex., the last- 
named a young priest who alone defeat¬ 
ed one of the constitutional amend¬ 
ments by one of the ablest speeches of 
the entire convention.

Clement Chase, of Omaha; Mr. W. H. 
Llghlner, of Minnesota, and former 
United States Senator Withers, of Vir¬ 
ginia. Mr. J. UJerpont Morgan, of New 
York, was In his seat as regularly as 
any deputy, and showed his desire to 
be more than a silent mepnber by pay¬ 
ing close attention to business before 
the house, and. while never attempting 
a set speech from the platform, be 
made many short addresses upon mo¬ 
tions and reports. He was far from 
being a figurehead. 

As a business hody the convention 
was not a success. There were almost 
no outings, but everything was hur¬ 
ried. and all measures save the most 
•Imperative went over. Those that fail¬ 
ed Include the labor and capital, Inso¬ 
far as substantial progress was made; 
the name of the church, the Hunting- 
ton amendment, the provinces, and es¬ 
pecially mission administration, for 
which there Is crying need, and al¬ 
though there were adopted almost all 
the constitutional amendments, these 
amendments have at once to be them- 
relves amended, notably the one pro¬ 
viding for a presiding bishop of the 
church, who shall be young enough nnd 
strong enough to perform the duties,of 
the position. Marriage and divorce leg¬ 
islation 19 left Incomplete, and, although 
new bishops were chosen, th© Board of 
Missions Is left to raise money to sup¬ 
port them as best It can. 

Local care of the convention, so far 
as San Francisco church people are con¬ 
cerned. was Ideal. The place of meet¬ 
ing was excellent. The greatest discom¬ 
fort of Eastern delegates came from 
delayed trains across the continent and 
th© weather In Pan Francisco, where 
the "glorious climate of California" was 
so warm as to make 8t. Lows and 
Louisville deputies sigh for their own 
cool July and August temperature Win¬ 
ter underwear and the thermometer at 
92 were aggravated by tbe fact tthat 
neither could be changed. But, of 
course. San Franclseoane a.^ured every¬ 
body the weather was exceptional. 


the evil dispositions from th© m©mborn of 
society will extirpate this and many other 
evils that menace the peace and pros¬ 
perity of the nation.

Some modification of it 
may. however, grow out of th<* pr-sent 
axitatlon of th© subject, as Congregatlo".- 
alist* have long been seeking some plan 
for th© better regulation of their benev¬ 
olent work. The report will be made at 
th© meeting of the American Missionary 
Association at Oak Park. III., which opens 
Tuesday. October 22, and lasts three days.

MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Another matter that I* Ineing discussed 
in r?oncrexatlonal circle* la the riport of 


a committee appointed at the last meeting 
of the Home Missionary Society to con¬ 
sider the society’s relation to Its auxil¬ 
iaries and co-operating societies. This re¬ 
port also recommends a most radical 
change in existing conditions, which. If 
adopted, will practically take all author¬ 
ity from th© Home Missionary Society 
nnd place It In the hands of the smaller 
societies and the State organizations 
Briefly stated, the report recommends a 
national committee, to serve three years, 
to be elected on the basis of one delegate 
for every 10.000 church members, every 
State association, however, being entitled 
to one member. This national committee 
Is to elect the society’s executive commit¬ 
tee. estimate the probable Income of the 
society and apportion the amount to be 
expended tn each State or Territory. Any 
of the Statu home missionary societies 
which will assume all expenses of home 
missionary work within Its State Is to be 
classed as an auxilliry society, and shall 
administer all home missionary work 
within the State. All moneys received by 
treasurer* of such &aie societies shall 
be reported as receipts of tbe national 
society. This report will come up for 
adoption or rejection at the next meeting 
of the Home Missionary Society next 
•prlng.

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Intellectual ism In Woman. 

A Congress of progressive women 
has been going on in Berlin which sig¬ 
nalised Itself at the beginning by a 
struggle with the police. On the same 
day there was published a book whose 
author was Prof. Mobius. of Leipzig, 
one of the most eminent physiologists 
of Germany. The book bore the striking 
title of "The Physiological Feeble¬ 
mindedness of Women." The ungal- 
lant scientist urges that the Intelligence 
of the gentler sex is receptive rather 
than creative, imitative rather than 
original. He likewise calls attention 
to the fact that even In the distinctly 
feminine branches of industry, such as 
dressmaking, cooking and education, 
the men have discovered'all the new 
methodji and have surpassed women In 
their practical application. Further¬ 
more. Prof. Mobius goes on to say that 
the increasing Intellectual Ism among 
women tends to bring on sickness, bar¬ 
renness and the blunting of>the mater¬ 
ial Instinct. 

What would have happened to that 
plain-speaking scientist had he appear¬ 
ed before that congress In Berlin is left 
to conjecture. Still, the reflection must 
occur to the old-fashioned woman that 
with one sweet domain supremely her 
own she need not sigh for other worlds 
to conquer. When she triumphs over 
♦he heart, why should she seek the 
empty victories of the mind? It Is right 
and proper, of course, for the woman 
who must earn her own living, In some 
manner to seek the most lucrative and 
congenial employment she can find, and 
she may crowd out all the men she Is 
able, but she pays dearly for arty suc¬ 
cess by the sacrifice of the home life she 
was set apart by nature to Uve. The 
old way Is the best for all who are 
able to follow It, and no sane wife and 
mother would give up her home and 
children for all the applause that may 
come to her In Intellectual pursuits. 
Whatever Influences her to such & 
course works to the detriment of the 
whole race, though the ungallant gener¬ 
alizations of Herr Mobius may be right¬ 
ly scorned. 


John Rae On Socialists. 

Mr. John Roe, author of "Contempo- 
Socialism,*' has produced a work 
for which it Is hard to say whether 
socialist* will be thankful or the re¬ 
verse. He has pointed out the great 
advance that the Social Democrats 
have made In many European coun¬ 
ties, considered from the standpoint 
of a political organization, but he does 
not And even In Germany a majority 
of genuine socialists among the voters 
they poll. He says they have certain¬ 
ly received the support of a great body 
of people who are desirous of social 
changes, but these are not genuine so¬ 
cialists. The real socialists owe their 
•uccese to their progress in the direct ion 
of moderation. They have even laid on 
the shelf the "iron and cruel law of 
necessary wages, "Then again,*' he 
•ays. the assertion of the old Gotha 
programme that "lnbor Is the source 
of all wealth an<k civilization" has been 
discovered to be bod science. He backs 
up these statements by quotations from 
Bebel and Llebknecht at the Con¬ 
gresses of 1890 and 1890. Llebknecht 
himself said that tho revolutionary 
methods were only flt for anarchists, 
and Bebel said that Social Democrats 
were a very progressive party "under¬ 
going a process of Intellectual moult¬ 
ing." They have now undertaken the 
work of social reforms which they once 
scorned, and it Is by reason of this work 
that they get the great bulk of thetr 
Vote. 

Mr. Rae Is not complimentary when 
he considers the relation of anarchism 
to socialism. Anarchism, he says, Is no 



new party, but merely the advance 
guard, "the extreme element in the 
modern socialist movement." He does 
not deny that Individualist anarchists 
exists, but says the masses of the an¬ 
archist party are more socialistic than 
th»» socialists themselves. The anarch¬ 
ists are more socialistic "because they 
are disposed to want, not only com¬ 
mon property and common production, 
but common enjoyment of products as 
we!!." The anarchists, like all violent 
supporters of any cause, often attack 
and Injure the party whose faith they 
profess, and they always discredit It, 
but Mr. Rae says they are socialists 
both In origin and principle. "Social¬ 
ists themselves are often obliged to ad¬ 
mit their embarrassing affinity with 
anarch Ists." Dr. and Mrs. Avellng 
commented, during their late visit to 
America, on the fact that Herr Most 
wanted ' them hanged, but admitted 
that “well nigh every word spoken by 
the chief defendants at the Chicago 
trial (of the Hnyniarket assassins) 
could be Indorsed by socialists, for they 
(the defendants) then preached, not 
anarchism, but socialism." He com¬ 
pared the "line speech made by Par¬ 
sons in 1886" with that of Llebknecht 
at the high treason trial at Llepxlg. 
saying they were identical, and that 
there was no real difference between 
Parsons, the Chicago anarchist, and 
Liebknecht, the leader of the German 
socialists. 

Mr. Rae's views will be read with In¬ 
terest at this time when the anarchists 
are professing such Abhorrence of mur¬ 
der for the propaganda, and when the 
socialists are so stoutly repudiating 
their revolutionary brethren.

Housekeeping To the Front. 

The session of the Wisconsin Fedota- 
tlon of Women's Clubs, held at Madison 
during the past week, was notable for 
the attention It paid, directly and 
Indirectly, to questions of domestic 
economy. Before It met the talk in the 
rotundas and corridors was devoted 
mainly to two subjeots; the color ques¬ 
tion and the endowment of a chair of 
domestic science at a Milwaukee col¬ 
lege. It was predicted that there would 
not be a lisp In the convention on the 
color question and this seems to have 
been verified. The question of domestic 
science, or In plain words housekeeping, 
was the main subject of attention. 
There was some talk of libraries, gen¬ 
eral educational matters and manual 
training, but the center of Interest 
was In the problems of housekeeping. 

The president of the convention, Mrs. 
Henry M, Youmans, sounded the key¬ 
note In her address. She began by say¬ 
ing that she w*ould not speak in detail 
about the work of the federation, and 
proceeded to the subject of domestic 
economy, which she foresaw would oc¬ 
cupy a good part of the deliberations at 
the meeting. She slated apparently 
with the concurrence of the members, 
that It was a convention of home-mak¬ 
ers and home-keepers, a rather unus¬ 
ual statement perhaps In club federa¬ 
tions. There Is a popular Impression 
thAt the club is rather & substitute for 
a home than a promotion of domestici¬ 
ty, but Mrs. Youmans did not touch 
upon that point Premising that the 
home depends most upon the woman, 
she Insisted on the need of training the 
girl for her home duties. Then she said: 

"There Is another reason why it seems 
best to bring tho subject of domestic 
economy before you. The problem is so 
much unsettled that it threatens to un¬ 
settle the very existence of the present 
day method of housekeeping. If it keeps 
on going from bad to worse at the pres, 
ent rate It will not be long before we 
come to what children call the Jumptng- 
off place. In twemy-flvo years, unless 
them Is a radical change, average house¬ 
keeper*, those of us who are not rich, 
will hardly be able to secure domestic 
service at all. Should that sad day come I 
It would mean, I think, the general aboil- i 
tlon of the household gods that abide In ! 
the kitchen with tho employment of some i 
sort of co-operative housekeeping scheme ! 
to tako their places. Would you avoid 
tills dire calamity? Then bring all your 
thought, alt your powers of Intellect and 
of heart, to bear on the question how 
to make household service sufficiently at¬ 
tractive so that It will hold Its own 
among other employments for women. 
Note that fewer and fewer women are 
willing to do hnusevork. Radical changes 
must be made to Induce them to continue 
In it. What shall these changes be? This 
branch of domestic economy also is to 
be discussed during the convention, and 
we hopo and trust that the discussion 
will be fruitful." 

The Educational Committee brought 
forward a proposition to lend more sup¬ 
port to the endowment of a chair of 
domestic economy In a Milwaukee col¬ 
lege. which was hotly debated, but fin¬ 
ally adopted. About this proposition 
much of the discussion of questions of 
housekeeping turned, though there was 
an Independent paper on the subject by 
Mrs. Nellie Kedzle Jones, of Berea. Ky. 
Mrs. Jones expressed the opinion that 
"many a woman has longed to be in¬ 
dependent of her dressmaker." and 
spoke of the Importance of teaching 
girls about fabrics and values. "It may 
be said that you do not have to train a 
girl to spend money, but I suspect that 
most of us have been saved a great 
deal by knowing the value of a dollar." 
Other speakers dwelt upon the need of 
training up a generation of women pos¬ 
sessed of such scientific and practical 
knowledge as will Hft housekeeping and 
the training of household attendants 
Into a profession and remove the 
drudgery and the dissatisfaction that 
belong to uninteresting work unsklll- 
fuily done. It seemed to be the general 
opinion that the help of the schocds was 
necessary to the realization of this Ideal 
of good housekeeping. The aid of the 
chair of housekeeping In a college seems 
to have been urged partly tor the train¬ 
ing of teachers whose services would be 
available in other schools. 

It Is of good augury that a federation 
of women’s clubs should manifest so 
deep and Intelligent an Interest In the 
subject of making the home attractive 
is a subject with w-hlch. as Mrs. 


esi need. A trained housekeeper will 
be competent to train her servants, but 
one great difficulty is to get them to 
submit to training. Unless this can be 
accomplished there is danger that the 
trained housekeepers of the next gen¬ 
eration will suffer from a deficiency of 
raw material. 

The notion of co-operative house¬ 
keeping. suggested In President You- 
man's address as a dire alternative, is 
certainly not attractive. There are 
many ways in which that co-operation 
might be brought about, but none of 
them Is free from difficulty. It would 
eventuate, perhaps, In making house¬ 
keeping a separate profession under the 
control of a few great capitalists, who 
would form a trust and establish a 
monopoly, while the rank and file—men, 
women and children—would live In 
clubs or mammoth boarding-houses. 
Thus home life ns we have heretofore 
known it would be abolished, and the 
women who were not in business would 
lead Idle lives with less opportunity 
than now to learn the value of a dol¬ 
lar. If this be the alternative of solv¬ 
ing the question of household assistants 
the sooner It Is solved the better. 

It is well that the ladies are giving 
their united attention to the solution 
of the problems of housekeeping. It is 
not for any mere man to offer sugges¬ 
tions in so difficult a question, but If 
the ladles succeed In making domestic 
service so attractive that competent 
women In sufficient numbers will en¬ 
gage In It, the Twentieth century will 
have to its credit an achievement of 
which It will have good reason to 
boast. 


The British commercial agent at Chi¬ 
cago, E. Seymour Bell, has made an 
official report. In which he says:

In many cases, prices 
quoted In the current coin of the country 
per 100 kilos. The advantage of this to 
the customers cannot be overestimated." 

There are more indications of an at¬ 
tempt on our part to capture South 
American trade than there are as yet 
evidences of material Increases In that 
trade. Still the methods which Mr. 
Bell says we are beginning to adopt In 
order to work up such a trade are nec¬ 
essary preliminaries which should in 
the end prove effective, and which 
the Courier-Journal has long urged 
upon our manufacturers and mer¬ 
chants.

It 
is for this reason that It has been more 
than once suggested to the President that 
In the event of a change in the personnel 
of the Cabinet It might be to his advan¬ 
tage to select a representative from the 
South to help solve the race problem. 
Southern men here to-night. In comment. 
!ng on the Washington Incident, declare 
that tho President does not and cannot 
understand the bad effect the inviting a 
negro to dinner will have on the attitude 
of the negroes of the South toward white 
men. their wives and families. 

Inquiry shows that Washington was 
treated like any other guest at the Fresh 
dent's table. Some callers remarked with¬ 
in the President's hearing that they feared 
that the episode might cause the Admin¬ 
istration and the Republican party In the 
South embarrassment, but, so far as can 
be learned, the President made no com. 
ment. 

Washington is said to be the first col¬ 
ored person entertained at the White 
House, with the possible exception of the 
late Senator Bruce, of M.sd*slppl. The 
latter woe often at the White House 
with his wife during the winter season, 
but it is said he was never at a large 
public dinner, although he may have 
been asked to dine quietly with the Presi. 
dent. 

Several colored men have been In Con¬ 
gress from the South, but there is no In¬ 
stance where they have ever dined at the 
White House. Few of them took advan¬ 
tage of the invitations from the President 
to the large receptions each season to the 
diplomatic corps, the Congress and the 
army and navy, and when at the White 
Houee they have been usually seen In the 
President’s office, where they went on bus- 
lnass. 

Frederick Douglass often called at the 
White House to see the President, but 
no attache of the MJanslon recalls that he 
was ever dined there. Douglass was 
taken to hi* mlsison at Haytl by a United 
States warship palling from Hampton 
Roads, and the officers then on Che ves¬ 
sel hav© not recovered yet from the shock 
they felt when hearing of the detail and 
the service the ship wms put to. Mr. 
Blaine was responsible for the order.—

"When Washington was here I sat 
with him on the platform and Introduced 
him. Roosevelt «ttd right. Booker Wash¬ 
ington Is a man* and a great man. Were 
I in Roosevelt's place 1 would have don© 
the same. Were I In Roosevelt's place I 
would feel an Intense pl-ty for those who 
denounced me for such an action." 

Prof. Charles Eliot Norton said: 

"As far ox the question of citisenshlp la 
concerned, Roosevelt's action Is eminently 
Just and right. In regard to the politics 
of the question. I wilt not *p»*ak. 

"The President cannot look at citizens 
In regard to their oolor. No distinct.on 
can be drawn between white ami black. 
A black man of high attainments is wor¬ 
thy of recognition, Thoae who deny this 
are blind to merit.

Interesting 
to the general public 
will be the municipal 
elections In New 
^ ork and Philadelphia. National impor¬ 
tance will attach to the Kentucky, Ohio, 
Maryland and Iowa ejections, as these 
will Involve United States seiKitorship*. 
Governors will be chosen in New Jersey, 
Iowa, Virginia and Ohio. 

The fight in New York City and In Phil¬ 
adelphia Is procedlng along much the 
same lines. In both cities tho campaign 
Is waged against alleged municipal cor¬ 
ruption. and Democrats and Republicans 
aro Joining hands in attempts to down tho 
city rings. The outcome Is In doubt In 
these two cities and the progress of tho 
campaign win be followed with more than 
usual interest. 

In Ohio, in addition to the State ticket 
the Legislature will be chosen, and if 
Republican, probably will re-elect Senator 
Foraker. 

Kentucky's campaign will choose a Leg¬ 
islature that will name a United Stntcg 
Senator. The Legislature will also redls- 
trict the State. The fight in Kentucky I* 
a straight contest between Democrats and 
Republicans. 

In Iowa, besides the Governor and State 
officers, a Legislature, will be eleettd. 
which, If Republican, will return Senator 
Dolllver to the 8cnate. He is now filling 
the vacancy occasioned by the death cf 
Senator Gear, upon the Governor's ap¬ 
pointment. 

New Jersey presents a straight fight 
between the Democrats and Republicans 
for the governorship. The campaign is 
being run entirely upon local issues. 
Franklin Murphy Is the candidate of the 
Republicans and James M. Seymour of 
the Democrats. 

Virginia will elect State officers, and, 
although the Republicans are making ti 
loud campuign, the Democrats are not 
alarmed. 

Maryland Is the scene of a fight be¬ 
tween the Democrats and Republicans for 
the control of the Legislature. The United 
States seofttorship Js at stake Senator 
Wellington's successor is to be elected. 
One-half of the Slate 8enate chosen this 
fall will hold over to vote on the next 
senatorshlp. Ex-Senator Gorman Is mak¬ 
ing the struggle of his life In Maryland, 
and Is a candidate for the senators hip. 

Four Representatives In Congress will 
be chosen this fail at special election to 
All vacancies occasioned by death, one In 
Pennsylvania, caused by the death of 
Marriott Broslu*; one In South Carolina 
caused by the death of J. William Stokes;

of Wonder and Blushes. I 


By MRS. JOHN D. TRAWICK. 


But LouiavlUlans Just now must be 
Interested In Mrs. Flexner’s play. To 
begin with, the Manhattan, redecorated 
and made anew in crimson, dark green 
and gold, has been opened to combat 
for a principle—which principle may be 
spelled Frohman. The rebellion against 
his monopoly is only second to that 
against Croker. On every hand you 
hear talk about upholding Mrs. 
Fiske and downing the syndicate. 
The theater itself rejoices in its new 
splendor; Us stair walls boast rare 
Japanese prints; its foyer, a life-size 
portrait of Mrs Flake, before which 
crowds gather nightly. A noteworthy 
feature of Its decoration is the curtain, 
which, forsaking the conventional 
“scene," with Its badly-done figures 
end rainbow-hued foliage. Is of solid 
color—a burnished green or bronze- 
ornamented only with & mask and con¬ 
ventional flowers. 

Of “Miranda of the Balcony," a news¬ 
paper critic said, unofficially: 

"Mrs. Flexner’s play is very much 
better than the book, and as a piece of 
dramatizing has fine promise. She is 
likely to be a success as a playwright, 
a fact which should rejoice her not a 
little when she recalls the present 
earnings of the author of Nathan 
Hale " 

Whatever condemnation is given It Is 
Invariably ascribed to the author of the 
novel, the general verdict being that 
Miranda per se was, or ie, a most Ir¬ 
ritating and overstrained lady, whose 
attractiveness at present may be 
ascribed to the efforts of Mrs. Flske and 
Mrs. Flexner. The plot has been re¬ 
hearsed too often for repetition, but not 
enough has been said of Mrs. Flexner’s 
capacity to suggest by not saying. For 
example, her love scenes are almost ab¬ 
solutely quiet. There Is no wordllness, 
no false statement, but Just that said 
which presents the power of an absorb¬ 
ing and all-conquering passion. Then, 
too, her literary work, her conversa¬ 
tion, her situations are remarkable for 
even an old playwright, not to mention 
one new to the art. The play, how¬ 
ever. would be strengthened by some 
glen in of humor. 

The scene where the page brings the 
daffodils shows both Mrs. Fiske and 
Mrs. Flexner at the'r best, (t is there 
that thft ladles bring forth their hand¬ 
kerchiefs. Of Mrs. Fiske the papers 
have spoken, of her magnetism, her art¬ 
istic sug^estiveness, her absolute mas¬ 
tery of h'r own emotional interpreta¬ 
tion of Miranda, but It takes seeing to 
realize her greatness. The scenery of 
the play Is almost perfect in detail, 
that of the Morocco desert being most 
real In its sandy beauty.

Two Young Actresses. 


My last was closed at Sklnnlnesakl, 
Japan, where I was telling you of our 
visit to Kyoto. This Is a suburb of 
Tokyo. Here we went to a Japanese 
hotel and met Mrs. MaCauley and Miss 
Gaines. The latter has been in Japan 
several years, so she knew all about 
their customs and was a great help to 
us. We reached there at 8:45 o’clock at 
night, dusty and tired from our ride on 
the train from Yokohama. We found 
Miss Gaines had thoughtfully ordered a 
bath for us. Now hot baths are one of 
the Joys of the Japanese; cold ones, too, 
for that mutter. They always have In 
their bath-rooms a large wooden tub 
In which the water Is heated by a pe¬ 
culiar little arrangement Into which 
charcoal is put. Then this Is put Into 
the water, and It is remarkable how 
quickly a big tub of water Is thus heat¬ 
ed. Then they have a stone or tile 
floor made with a slight grade and a 
drain pipe at the lower side. The pro¬ 
cess of the bath Is this: There Is a 
small foot tub In which you are suppos¬ 
ed to realty take your cleansing bath, 
splashing as much water on this stone 
floor as you choose. Then, when you 
are thoroughly free from dirt, you take 
a “plunge" In this big tub of hot water, 
out again, rub down with a coarse 
towel and pour the water out of the 
small foot basin onto the floor. The 
next person comes In. be he man or 
woman, dips some hot water out of the 
big tub In which you have taken your 
plunge, takes his or her bath, as the 
case may be. then plunges Into the 
same big tub of scalding water that 
you and many, perhaps, before you 
have used tn the same way, and so St 
goes on all day long. Miss Gaines said 
thera were no other guests In the hotel 
besides us, and she had tried to keep 
the baths Just for us. Nevertheless, 
none of our party ventured Into the big 
tub. yet we had to fill our small tub 
from It. Well, we had our baths, hop¬ 
ing no one had taken a plunge.

“When my time came I came down¬ 
stair* In my silk bathrobe and no shoes.

Now. it Is Just as Improper to go 
out Into the courtyard, which Is as 
clean as a floor, without shoes as it is 
to wear shoes In the house, bo this girl 
tried to put a pair of Japanese gaiters 
on me like those I sent you. To put 
that little strap between my big toe and 
my second toe and then to see me try¬ 
ing to walk about thirty feet on those 
high things was too funny. I had to 
have a Japanese girl on each side of me 
to help me along. I laughed and so did 
they, although we could not say one 
word to each other, for I did not know 
Japanese, nor did they know English. 
Finally I finished my bath, and a de¬ 
lightfully refreshing one. too. On re¬ 
turning to my room 1 found the bed all 
fixed. When I left the room It was 
perfectly empty, but for two small ta¬ 
bles about ten Inches high and a few* 
leather cushions on the floor to sit on. 
During my absence the maid had 
brought from the closet the heavy mat¬ 
tress. put it In the middle of the flour, 
put on sheets and comforts, then had 
tied a mosquito net up over the whole. 
The net was mihrie with a square top, 
the four corners of W'hlch were tied to 
weights or screws In the celling, which 
are only about seven feet high. The 
nets are made of green like we used In 
the windows In the country often, only 
It is much heavier. I think I hive 
forgotten to tell you that all Japanese 
floors ore covered with a Japanese mar- 
ting. heavily padded until It is soft, like 
an upholstered couch. You see, they sit 
on the floor, have no chairs and they

never wear shoes In the house to mark 
up or mar the looks of the floor.

“After leaving there we went to the 
factory where they make cloisonne. 
This cloisonne Is made entirely by hand 
and they sometimes spend years on one 
piece. The piece Is first made of silver 
or copper or even gold; then the design 
Is drawn on It. then this Is put on in 
gold or silver flat wire, the tiniest pieces 
at a time. You Just can’t imagine any. 
thing as delicate as this work. It is 
at! done in a email room about 15x16, 
with a little table In front of the worker 
on w'hlch hekepthls materinl* This wire 
is kept In place by a mucilage put on 
by the tiniest brush before the wire Is 
placed After this design In wire Is all 
finished, another man takes It and 
puts the colors on. These colors look 
like powder. He wets this sharp little 
Instrument and dips It Into the powder 
then proceeds to fill up each tiny space 
between the wires with the color desired. 
This Is, of course, very delicate and tedi¬ 
ous work After It Is done, the piece 
Is fired. 1 do not know’ how many tlm*a 
each piece Is fired, but at last It Is high¬ 
ly polished with a stone. They have two 
different kinds of stone with which they 
polish one piece, using the stones In reg¬ 
ular order. Now you can have some Idea 
why cloisonne Is so awfully expensive. 
Even If j'ou have always admired It 
much, you will do so more when you see 
them making It. We next went to see 
the Damascene goods. This place was 
even smaller than w-here the cloisonne 
was made—a small, dirty room with 
about a half dozen men at work. This 
work I was not familiar with before, 
at least by that name. Cigar casts, belt 
buckles, card casc*. Jewelry boxes, etc., 
are made. The foundation is Iron; this Is 
shaped, then with a small sharp Instru¬ 
ment and a tiny hammer It Is gone over 
and beaten four times; this is all over. 
Just as close a* they can do It; then a 
design is put Into these grooves with 
gold and silver wire beaten In. then 
where the Iron is still exposed after 
th»* design is put on It It Is covered with 
a very line lacquer, black, so that none 
of tne foundation iron is left exposed. 
TIUb is fine, delicate, beautiful work; 
you can have no Idea of It until you ste 
it made. It is entirely different In ap- 
pear a qop from cloisonne, bu some pre¬ 
fer it. Then we went to see them make 
same very fine porcelain which was dec¬ 
orated entirely by hand. Human labor 
Is s > much cheaper than machinery' that 
neurly everything is done by hand. We 
went In the afternoon to visit some tem¬ 
ples. Tht*e I will tell you about in my

EFFECT OF “RING RULE.” 


New York. Oct. in.—[Special.]—The 
total outlay, for alt purposes, of the 
New York City Administration during 
the last twelve months has reached the 
enormous sum of nearly $200,000,000. Th*s 
Is greater than the combined outlay of 
the fourteen other largest cities in the 
United States for the same period of 
time. As compared with London, it ex¬ 
ceeds the total expenditures for the gov¬ 
ernment of that city, for all purposes, 
by $130,000,000. More than $52,000,000 is 
spent In New York for salaries alone, 
and it has been found, by a careful In¬ 
vestigation that' fully half of that 
amount has beenXadded to the tax 
budget since Tammany's accession to 
the rule of the city four years ago, so 
that, in case Mr. Low’s election, at 
least $26,000,000 will be saved at one 
stroke. This is what the Tammany 
crow’d !s fighting for. the saving of $26,. 
000,000 for its own pockets, not to men¬ 
tion the millions of money which It 
collects on the side.

Well, John saw the per¬ 
formance and I was glad I had my 
basin In my own room, for It would 
have been all the same had I been 
there. By the time we had finished our 
toilets the bed had been removed and 
we were ready for breakfast They had 
our breakfast of foreign food sent In 
from a restaurant. We ate It sitting on 
the floor, eating from these tiny tables. 
There were six of us in our party. After 
breakfast we started out In double 
rlckashaws sight seeing. First we went 
to see some fine embroidery. Oh. It was 
magnificent, and I did wdsh for Mrs. 
Pugh. She does such lovely work her¬ 
self she could appreciate this. They 
had bed spreads of satin, embroidered 
all over, one in olive green, one In pink 
and yellow chrysanthemums, and I 
think he only asked flfty-ftve yen for It. 
Those silks, my, how elegant. One of 
our party bought a white corded w’ash 
silk, very heavy and beautiful, enough 
for a shirt waist, for less than two yen, 

I think, but I have forgotten the exact 
price. The silks and crepes were. oh. 
so beautiful. They had pictures, copies 
of water colors, embroidered so beau¬ 
tifully that ten feet away one could 
not tell whether they were painted or 
embroidered. A cat's head on one was 
perfect. 


As one of the direct results of the 
political rule there are more than 60,- 
000 school children now knocking In vain 
at the doors of the public schools for 
admission, who are shut out altogether, 
while there Is a still larger number 
which can have only a half day of 
schooling In place of the full day to 
which it Is entitled. The present situa¬ 
tion in New York is. In fact, fully as 
bad, or worse, than that which obtained 
In London previous to 1889, when tha 
London County Council came Into pow¬ 
er through an act of Parliament, purify¬ 
ing the corrupt administration of that 
city. English politics previous to that 
date were run upon a money-making 
basis, the same as now obtains In New 
York. Chicago, Philadelphia and other 
large American cities, when millions * f 
pounds found their way to the pockets 
of the rlngsters. As compared with 
those days the present government of 
London is a model. As compared with 
New York the London of to-day Is In¬ 
comparably better off than the metrop¬ 
olis of the New World has ever been, 
even at its best. 

• • • 

Cost of London's Government. 


The total cost of the London city gov¬ 
ernment last year was less than $70,000,- 
000, or about $15 per head of popula¬ 
tion. For the corresponding period it 
cost nearly $200,000,000 to run the New 
York City government, or about $60 per 
head of population. London raised from 
taxation last year to pay Its expenses 
about $50,000,000, while New York’s tax 
budget for 1902 amounts to $110,000,000, 
more than twice as much as is raised 
by th® larger city. 

• • • 

London's Advantages. 


It la impossible to grasp the meaning 
of these figures, and the difference be¬ 
tween the rule of the two cities can 
only be realized In part. W'hile New 
York expends millions more than Lon¬ 
don. It does not begin to provide as 
many conveniences for the general pub¬ 
lic, Including the care of the poor and 
the special provisions which are mqde 
for the lower and middle classes. Lon¬ 
don supports general housing schemes 
for the welfare of the poor that are 
not even diearned of by the present ad¬ 
ministration of New York City. It now 
has under way. In addition to the pro¬ 
visions which have been made for thou¬ 
sands of poor people in the past ten 
years, a still larger housing scheme, 
w'hlch calls for the erection of a city 
of 60.000 population upon at> estate 
whlcn has been purchased for that pur¬ 
pose. and which is located within con¬ 
venient distance from the center of the 
city. This plan alone will require an 
Investment of more- than $5,000,000 within 
the next five years. Ti|e park system 
of London Is far greater than that of 
New York, and the privilege which an* 
given to all classes in the fornfer city, 
such as playgrounds, band concerts, 
music festivals, baths, public libraries 
and the like, are incomparably superior 
to those to be found In the latter city. 
• • • 

Fire and Police. 


The contrast between the expense of 
governing the two cities Is now'here 
more noticeable than In the Are and 
police departments. London has a fire 
brigade more than double the size of 
that of New York. Including a larger 
variety of equipment. Instead of sim¬ 
ply providing quarters for the men and 
obliging them to find a home for their 
families elsewhere, the fire stations of 
London provide ample accommodations 
for the families of the men us well as 
themselves. In apartments over the 
fire stations, which are supplied with 
light, w'ater. heat, elevator service and 
other modern conveniences, a condition 
which is absolutely unknown in New 
York. While the London department is 
run upon thl» liberal policy, and while 
It covers a territory which Is twice the 
bIz© of thut covered by Greater New' 
York, it only costs $1,500,000 to run the 
department. New York’s fire depart¬ 
ment cost the city more than $5,000,000 
last year, more than three times ns 
much as that of the larger city across 
the water. 


City Departments. 


The game corrupt method« are em¬ 
ployed In the administration of the vari¬ 
ous departments of the city govern¬ 
ment of New York, nnd the contrast in 
the comparative cost of running the 
two cities Is equally startling. For ex¬ 
ample. the New York police force is 
maintained at an annual expense of 
more than $12,000,000, while that of Lon¬ 
don costs the city $7,000,000. The ter¬ 
ritory policed by the former include? 807 
square miles, while that of the latter is 
more than twice that number of square 
miles. The former city has about 7.000 
members on Its force, winlle the Jatur

Tills closes a second cir¬ 
cuit through the pair of electromagnets 
at the rear of the paper roll, and the 
magnets pull the bar supporting the 
type-wheel downward with sufficient 
force to Imprint the letter on the paper, 
the type having been previously inked 
by contact with the ink roller above 
during Its revolution to the proper 
point. The release of the key breaks 
tiie circuit and a spring returns the 
parts to their normal position. 


Power Shoveling Device. 

Economy of manual labor Is the main 
object of all machinery, and the great¬ 
er the number of men an inventor can 
displace the greater w'ill be the success 
of his Invention. The Invention shown 
in the cut is Intended to eoonornize in 
the number of men necessary to unload 
grain or other bulk material from barg¬ 
es and other vessels. Under ordinary 
conditions the grain must be handled 
several times to shovel It to the mouth 
of the “elevator leg" used for hoisting 
the grain .to the elevator. The new ap¬ 
paratus applies power to the scoop,

CAUSES OF THE FAILURE. 


Buffalo, N. Y.. Oct. 19.—[Special.)—It 
Is only a few days till the Pan-Ameri¬ 
can Exposition closes. Without doubt, 
it has been one of the most beautiful 
fairs the world ever saw. Of course, 
some have criticised tbe exhibits, aa 
presenting a sameness to those of the 
World’s Fair; but, while the progress of 
the country la great. It is not quite rap¬ 
id enough to insure absolute newness 
in all mechanical construction within 
eight years. The most any fair can do Is 
to give exhibitions of our material pro¬ 
gress. and of educational progress, that 
come up to date. 

There la one sad thing aHout the 
Buffalo Exposition the exposition has 
proven a great financial disappoint¬ 
ment. It cost, or was supposed to cost, 
seven millions of dollars to get the ex- 
pt^Ulun under way. It has cost some¬ 
thing to keep It under way. At present, 
the stockholders appear to have aban¬ 
doned all hope of seeing otie cent of the 
money they put into the enterprise; and 
considerable fear has been expressed as 
to the management’s ability to pay the 
bond*. 


Multitudes Havs Lost. 


Some have made money out of the 
exposition, but multitudes have lost; 
perhaps the majority, w'ho entertained 
hopes of realizing small fortunes out of 
the exposition, have been disappointed. 
The railroads have made money, and a 
great deal of it, out of the exposition. 
The hotels of Buffalo, those of tbe 
permanent kind, have made money. The 
street car system of Buffalo has made 
money. 


Hopes Ran High. 


Imagine, if you can, the high antici¬ 
pations of Buffalo people, and of mul¬ 
titudes of others who came to Buffalo, 
to make money, when the spring fever 
was on. It was estimated by men of 
experience In fairs, that there would be 
as many visitors to tbe Pan-American 
Exposition, as there were to the 
World’s Fair. Every thing pointed that 
way. In the first place, the times were 
good; the times were stringent during 
the World’s Fair. Chicago Is remote 
from other great centers of population; 
Buffalo Is not. Think of the milbons of 
people w ithin the radius of a few hours’ 
ride of Buffalo! Niagara Falls would 
prove a “drawing card” to people all 
over the country. And to add to all. It 
was confidently stated that no other 
fair had been as generally and as splen¬ 
didly advertised aa the Pan-Ainerican 
Exposition. 

Is it any wonder that real estate 
bounced clean above its usual rent 
values? Landlords saw their golden 
opportunity. Good tenants were dis¬ 
tressed over the alternative of paying 
double rents or of packing their effects 
for other quarters. Thousands did the 
latter. Houses that brought $35 a 
month were listed tit $50 or $70. Fur- 
nlshed homes were listed at round 
prtces for th‘- season. And even places 
which had ftothlng In their favor, ex¬ 
cept the prospective crowds who were 
sure to come, were rented as fast as 
listed. 


Women In Evidence. 


Women were specially In evidence; 
women from distant and nearby places. 
They filed In ut real estate offices, talk¬ 
ed confidentially among themselves 
over their plans, told how much money 
they were willing “to put In"—figured 
their prospects Into thousands. If they 
failed to secure places and were de¬ 
layed. they fretted and fumed. What 
a pity four-fifths of them did not lose 
heart and go home, and carry their 
money with them! One of the saddest 
spectacles of all the soliciting done on 
the streets of Buffalo for guests is the 
presence of tired women. Get off at the 
New York Central station and a dozen 
or two women, most of whom are poor¬ 
ly dre??ed. aorne of them very weak, 
and all hard-worked, hand out their 
curds to the annoyance of the visitors, 
and enter Into competition with men 
who curse them in undertone. Why 
are these women here? Many of them 
are heie to catch at the vanishing form 
of a fancied fortune. 


Pathetic Stories of Losses. 


Borne most pathetic stories are told 
as to the loFses sustained. For Pi¬ 
ttance, It Is said that a young man who 
had saved $1,500 from his earnings as 
school teacher was so impressed with 
the opportunity afforded by the Pan- 
American Exposition for making money 
that he took three bouses at a high 
rent. Invested $1,300. and after running 
about two months sold out for some¬ 
thing like $200. Another teacher re¬ 
signed his position as principal, bor- 
rowed money to run a place, and now 
finds himself in a most trying position. 

A lady who had Inherited a thousand 
dollars from her father’s estate cam© 
from Rhode Island, leaving her in¬ 
valid husband, and turned her check 
over to ;i catering company—the chetk 
for her share In her father’s estate— 
and that was \he last of it. She was 
practically thrown out early In the 
summer. It Is said that a woman came 
from Chicago, and expended $2,000 In 
fitting up a place. Several weary 
weeks went by bringing her only a few 
guests—Just enough to meet her run¬ 
ning expenses. One day about all the 
guests she had concluded to get nearer 
the grounds; so they left for another 
boarding place. Report has It that that 
woman became a raving maniac. It Is 
said thnt a man who had Invested In 
the rooming business became so de¬ 
spondent that he committed suicide.

OF PAN-AMERICAN EXPOSITION 
AND ITS RESULTS. 


MILLIONS WILL BE LOST. 


Why Is it the Pan-American has been 
so sltmly attended? There wore several 
visible causes; others are not so visible. 
May was really a winter month In West¬ 
ern New Y r ork. The May visitors saw 
the Exposition in a muddy, jumbled con¬ 
dition, and they went off to speak dis¬ 
paragingly of the -whole matter. This, 
no doubt, did harm to the Exposition. 
Then the railroads charged stiff rates 
through June, July and part of August, 
thus keeping people of moderate Income 
away. It also got Into the air that Buf¬ 
falo was “bleeding” ihe people by charg¬ 
ing too much. This was a great mis¬ 
take. for good rooms could be had for 
seventy-five cents and $t from the very 
Jump, and meals could be had for twen. 
ty-flve cents and fifty cents. Of course, 
the hotels charged good round prices. 
Did anybody suppose they would not? 

It Is said that the Sunday opening 
and the bad shows made an unfortunate 
Impression on good people. And It must 
be confessed that the whole question of 
Sunday opening was set on a money 
consideration and settled there. The 
will of the people, who felt that Sunday 
should not be desecrated, was ignored 
as though no such will existed. Tha 
only question that swayed the manage¬ 
ment was: “Will it pay?” When that 
was answered affirmatively, the mat¬ 
ter w^s settled. As to the bad show's. 
It seems to he a foregone conclusion 
that “Midway" Is synonymous with In¬ 
decency. The one moral blight of the 
Pan-American Exposition, the one su¬ 
preme blight, in the writer’s Judgment, 
wa? the exposure of women for the 
sake of money. 

• • • 

Indecent Shows. 


The poor heathen visitors to the Pan- 
American will have a few things to 
talk about on their return, as to the 
shame of men and women publicly ex¬ 
posed In this Christian land. Think of 
a man calMtg out a young woman, be¬ 
fore a number of spectators, and In¬ 
structing her to go through a muscle 
dance; then pointing a heavy stick at 
her. and telling her to go through In¬ 
decent movements! And it U to be 
recorded with shame that women act¬ 
ually pushed Into the abominable 
places to see the performances. It la 
no wonder. If men and women to whom 
the amenities of life have still a value, 
went home to speak unfavorably of the 
exposition. Perhaps nothing in the 
line of shows ever equaled In bad sug¬ 
gestion the performances witnesses at 
’’The Free Midway," Just outside the 
grounds. The company that brought 
the Free Midway Into existence met 
with all sorts of financial trouble, as a 
reward for Its efforts. 

It was felt that the loss of our Pres¬ 
ident at the exposition threw a damper 
upon the prospects of the fair; for in 
the spring when crowds were smaller 
than were anticipated, men looked for¬ 
ward to summer, and when the sum¬ 
mer attendance proved disappointing, 
they built large hopes on the months 
of .September and October. Beyond 
doubt, the death of President McKinley 
affected the attendance very material¬ 
ly. , 

It has been further argued, that ex¬ 
positions are getting to be too com¬ 
mon. that their novelty Is passing: and 
facts seem to warrant the conclusion. 


Brake On the Steamer. 

Many a serious accident on the water 
might be avoided if vessels were fitted 
with a device for bringing them to a 
stop a? quickly as possible when the 
danger appears. Louis Lacoste, of 
Montreal. Canada, has designed an ap¬ 
paratus for this special purpose, which 
we Illustrate herewith, the picture 
showing the central part of a steamer, 
with the brake mechanism attached In 
operating position. The brake proper 
consists of a hinged gate of consider¬ 
able width, attached to the side of ths 
ship to extend vertically downward 
from the water line. Normally this 
gate Ilea close against the side of the 
vessel nnd offers no resistance to tha

For a city of its size Louisville sup¬ 
ports very few social organizations, and 
it Is frequently the subject of com¬ 
ment that the metropolis of Kentucky, 
the State of States noted for Its horses 
should not have a riding school and 
that there should be so few good horse¬ 
women among the girls of this city. 

The old Riding School, which had Its 
headquarters In the southern part of 
the city back of the Auditorium, was a 
most popular organization, and Its 
membership Included most of the rep¬ 
resentative society element of Louis¬ 
ville. 

Rut the club went under about two 
years ago, and the present effort to or¬ 
ganize a riding class Is the first active 
step that has been taken towards n 
similar undertaking. 

As a beginning. It Is proposed to se¬ 
cure the co-operation of thirty girls 
who will pledge themselves to pay $10 
& month for three months, as a guaran¬ 
tee fund for the services of a riding 
master, whom Mr. Brent Altsheler will 
secure. 

This class of thirty girls will be 
taught two or three times a week at 
the Horse Show building, and as many 
as own horses will furnish them, though 
the $10 fee Includes the horse and rud¬ 
dle. 

The riding master will probably ar¬ 
range with some stable for the renting 
of horses, and he will bring English 
saddles to Loulsvitle with him. 

It Is not proposed to limit the class 
to the thirty girls who are to guar¬ 
antee Its organization, nor to girls 
alone. But the young women who are 
Interested In It think It best not to 
wait for men to Join, but will let It be 
optional with them to become members 
after the class is launched. If the elnss 
Is successful and Interest grows In the 
movement a riding club may be the out¬ 
come. 

A committee of girls composed of 
Misses Jessie and Edith Norton, Mil¬ 
dred Vaughan, Frances Duke. Elizabeth 
Hamilton Smith and Katharyn ('ox is 
working up the doss and Is endeavor¬ 
ing to create Interest In the undertak¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Brent Altsheler Is In correspon¬ 
dence with various riding masters, and 
several young married couples, among 
them Mr. and Mrs. Thruston Ballard 
and Mr and Mrs. Attilla Cox. Jr„ are 
talking the matter up. 

A meeting was held last week at the 
home of the Misses Norton, when the 
above plans were made, and a second 
meeting will be held this week at Miss 
Frances Duke’s to consider the matter 
further. If the class develops lessons 
will begin In November.

The real stamping ground of the 
shows, however, waa not downtown, but 
out near the expotifon. In the region 
known as the Free Midway. There was 
the audacious “loop-de-loop and an ag¬ 
glomeration of cutthroats and swindlers 
and pickpockets «xhiblted at the so- 
railed “Slug Sing Prison.'* There were 
“Tattle Egy'pts" and Oriental palace* 
and dancing pavilions without stint, and 
all within sight of the great whfte Elec¬ 
tric Tower. Vengeance pounced upon 
the Free Midway when the exposition 
was more than half done. The city 
closed the most flagrant of the shows, 
and a difference with the company 
which contracted to supply lights closed 
the others—but not until a murder and 
a record of Infamous proceedings be¬ 
longing to It had been transferred by an 
Ingenious press to the blameless Midway 
Inside the exposition gates. 

A big three-ring continuous circus 
which spread Its dirty gray tent as near 
the exposition as possible shared the fate 
of the Free Midway while the exposi¬ 
tion was still young Not so. certain 
astonishing saloons which appeared on 
Main street, managed by notorieties. 
The death of the first comor, Mr. Steve 
Brodle. put no blight on the business. 
His sign was promptly replaced by that 
of Mr. John L. Sullivan, and before 
many days that establishment was 
flanked by another under the amiable 
management of Mr. Eddie Bald.

City of Shacks. 


B uffalo, n. t.. Oct. is. — The 
city which woos and wins a 
great exposition gets consider¬ 
ably more than It bargained 
for. It Is prepared for Brobdignaglan 
feats of finance, for a mighty rush of 
preparation, for six months of high 
carnival and a crown of glory that fad- 
eth not away. It Is never ready t * deal 
with the by-product* of the expos.tlon 
Take the case of the Pan-American. 
BufTalonlans faltly tripped one another 
up In their rush to swell the building 
fund. When Congress went back on 
Its appropriation they set their teeth 
and bought up second mortgage b nds 
like brave little men. Nothing was 
grudged which could go to male* the 
Pan-American beyond (Omparison the 
greatest show on earth." This done, 
they set out to make their city fit for 
the entertainment of the universe. Tem¬ 
porary hotels were hastily knocked to¬ 
gether; shops and school buildings and 
apartment houses turned Into quarters 
for Pan-American guest-*. There was a 
perfect cloudburst of fresh paint; j 
streets tidied themselves up; white uni¬ 
forms replaced the rags of the stieet 
cleaners (till then “angcli*" In dlsguleel: 
parks and parklet.« were trimmed and 
brightened with flowers; the whole city 
flaunted Ptn-Atwriivn .hunting an! 

the good people leaned back In 
their chairs to await (he approval of 
their admiring countrymen. 

Almost Immediately arrived the sou¬ 
venir. small in compass, but big with 
menace—a symptom, prophetic of dip* 
ease. From the first Innocent little fry¬ 
ing pan bodge It spread and spread un¬ 
til ths town was disgraced with cheap 
tawdrlness and tinsel futilities and sym¬ 
bolic inanities from end to end. By mid- 
June the tables of them that eold sou¬ 
venirs had so choked the Bidew Gk* of 
Main street that the Common Council 
were driven to the extremity of enforc¬ 
ing the law to clear the streets. Swept 
from the sidewalks, the souvenir Infcct- 
•d the reputable business houses. Banks 
snd cigar stores and small stationers 
made breaches In their street walls to 
let In the souvenir standa Worse than 
that, legitimate dealers ordered hug* 
stocks of souvenir trash, and hung 
their windows full of Indian heads blaz¬ 
oned on leather and frying pan clocks 
and brass buffaloes and spar Jewelry 
till the city looked like a mere annex 
of bazar-ridden Niagara. The mere so 
as the cheap Niagara photograph had 
by this time blossomed out In all its 
glory.

The Slgii Board Nuisance. 


TWa la the tale of the souvenir, and 
before the city had made up Its mind 
that there was no remedy for the sou¬ 
venir habit there began to break out all 
along the route to the exposition, 
through the loveliest part of the resi¬ 
dence section, an eptdemtc of shameless, 
flaming signboards, big and bold and 
“Mercy on us!“ gasped the clti- 
•n* "This will never do!" But the 
billboards turned out to be not Isolated 
offenses, but ports of a comprehensive 
conspiracy against the city. Buffalo 
sent the Are board to chop down the 
seven-foot enormities. But. hydra-like, 
they thrived on opposition; they grew 
up again, not one, but two stories high. 
The Are board has not dared to chop 
them down again, lest, rising for a 
third time, they tower to heaven. So 
ths matter was turned over to the 
courts, and there the battle le on. Buf¬ 
falo Is still hopeful that the hlllhoard 
nuisance will be abated before Christ¬ 
mas. 

Along with the billboards came an erup¬ 
tion of signs, speckling the facea of 
hitherto respectable buildings through¬ 
out the business section of the town. The 
way to the railway stntlon, where the 
cut-rate ticket offices are. turned in a 
day a vile yellow color, blazoned in big 
black letters—a combination of distress¬ 
ing cheapness and vulgarity. Save that 
It would be unfair to New York, I 
should say it looked like the Bowery.

A little city at 
quick-lunch kiosks sprang up on that 
very corner: Moxle wagons and fru;t 
stands and unspeakably shabby booths 
for the sale of beer and sandwiches and 
the Irrepressible souvenir filled the 
whole countryside, obliterating the view 
of the exposition Temporary hot Is and 
perhaps even outside restaurants were 
a necessary evil. But Bohemian beer 
gardens were not. The city groaned In 
spirit as two mighty pavilions of the lat¬ 
ter class were run up within a thousand 
feet of the main gate of the fair. Dr* 
pile the attraction of beer served among 
mummied palms, one cf these places 
failed to draw, and it ha* been white¬ 
washed and relabeled the New England 
Kitchen. The other, orehid-llke, lives 
on air. 

Downtown and up. certain harmless 
little booths oner "Fan-American or- 
argeade,” or orange cider, or other per¬ 
nicious dyed drinks, grateful to the 
throat of the wayfarer, but scarcely 
grateful to his aesthetic sense. Fakirs, 
masters of their art. draw throngs uf 
curious people at every street corner, 
and hideous night lunch wagons prowl 
both day ami night. 

As if these were not enough, the 
overworked baggage expi # has 
pressed into Its service misshapen mov 
Ing vans, drawn by rojM»-tall«d mules, 
which go lumbering ubout. piled moun¬ 
tain high with trunks, hurting the feel¬ 
ings (»f citizens who are jealous for th»- 
city’s fair fame. These sensitive souls 
cringe because the Incoming travel* r 
has to make his way from th** station 
through avenues of clacking solicitors 
for rooming houses, because most of 
the privat*' dwellings the! are not la¬ 
beled “Rooming Bureau” are | lacaided 
with fanciful names. “The Bridal." 
"Exposition View," "The Clock;" and 
Immense signs are hung out every¬ 
where offering rooms. It hurts their 
feelings, too. to h&ve th** city trolleys 
filled with outlandish foreign folk, and 
to have the lips of the best as well as 
the worst of BufTalonlans tainted with 
select Midway slang It’s “Have a 
look!" and "You’ll have to hurry’” 
from newsboy and golfer alike; school 
commencements are "bnllyhoos.” ev¬ 
erything not strictly first class Is a 
“fake." You can tell a BufTalonlan In 
San Francisco by his slang. 

Graver manifestations of the pres¬ 
ence of an exposition came with the ad¬ 
vent of thief and confidence man Po¬ 
lice Inhospltnllty sent most of the 
swindlers on to Niagara Falls; but the 
thief Is not so easily discouraged. He 
assumes the gul*» of your gasman, 
your telephone tlnkerer. and your lock¬ 
smith His feminine accomplice ap¬ 
plies for moms and nabs anything she 
can lay her fair hands on on her way 
about the house she gets Into fiats 
with duplicate keys. Immunity from 
pilfering this summer means eternal 
all-seeing vigilance.

These are the mortifications of the 
BufTalonlans. They are only a part of 
the trying by-products of the Pah. 
American. Expositions come high, lr 
you want one you must not only sub¬ 
scribe for stock and buy unlimited tick¬ 
ets for youiseir arm your family, but 
you must pay an extortionate rent for 
your house, an extortionate price for 
your bread and butter. One of the very 
first symptoms of the approaching ex¬ 
position was a rise In the price of soda 
water.

If you are a mer¬ 
chant or a manufacturer, to give your 
employes a holiday every time there Is 
a special day at the exposition, and 
provide them with gate tickets so a< 
to sw’cll the attendance.

"Pan.** Whoever you are. you must 
submit to have your trolley system de¬ 
moralized so that you can't find your 
way about your own city Last, but not 
least, you must be prepared to enter¬ 
tain your frlendf from out of town un¬ 
to the third and fourth attenuation- 
the friends of the friends of the friends 
of your friends. 


had before In her whole history. Num¬ 
berless conventions keep the streets full 
of parades and the newspapers full of 
speeches. Opportunities to hear great 
men come thick and fust. The special 
State days at the exposition bring celeb¬ 
rities who represent every section of the 
country and every conceivable shade of 
political opinion. A religious service 
held near the grounds every night at¬ 
tracts famous preachers. Public char¬ 
acters of all sorts are as thick as Can¬ 
ada flFs. Moreover., social function* hi 
honor of distinguished strangers have 
kept life lively thnMjgh the usually 
stagnant months of summer. 

Besides, more than one entirely new 
business has sprung up In eonsequfnce 
of the fair. The booth builder hid rio 
field In Buffalo previous to May 1: nor 
had the official guide. The “Seeing Buf¬ 
falo Coach"—a grert lumbering, top- 
heavy affair, designed by Noah as a 
working model for the Ark—does a 
thriving business, for which there was 
absolutely no demand before the expo¬ 
sition. The trolley company Inaugu¬ 
rated a special ten-cent "Twilight Tour’* 
encircling the outer edge of the City 
of Light, and Introducing thousand* of 
passenger* to the Incomparable loveli¬ 
ness of the distant view of the Illumi¬ 
nation. It is scarcely necessary to 
mention the enormous Increase in the 
sale of cot beds and candy nnd soft 
drinks; those go without the saying, 
or. as the Frenchman said, "walk with¬ 
out talking." 

A few effects of the exposition will 
remain when the Pan-American comes 
to pieces. Of course, there will be & 
marble Art Gallery and a marble His¬ 
torical Society building, and a new 
boathouse nnd a handsome pork bridge. 
But among less material products will 
be a spirit of rampant commercialism, 
which, having pervaded the town for & 
year and a day. will go on pervading It 
after the Immediate stimulating cause 
Is removed- People who never before 
dreamed of such a thing have plunged 
Into the wag*-eamlng arena this sum¬ 
mer; housewives have tasted the sweats 
of room renting; lads and lasses have 
found that a dollar earned Is twice as 
big as a dolfar "allowed;" merchants 
and manufacturers have become Inured 
to high profits. All this cannot be done 
aw'ay In a second. The winter will find 
nn army of people bent upon making 
much money, and few there will be to 
pay them. Another lasting result of the 
exposition will be a fine crop of neigh¬ 
borhood feuds. There are parts of the 
fair city of Buffalo where the struggle 
for roomers has oome almost to blows; 
and enmities which touch the purse are 
proverbially slow to heal. And beyond 
these things there will remain a firm 
demand for queer foreign dishes, and— 
is the transition abrupt?—an entirely 
new Idea of Sunday. Not the oldv Puri¬ 
tan view, and not the lawiesa view of 
!*>.. picnicker, obtains In Buffalo as a 
result of the summer, but an Idea which 
Includes church in the morning and a 
frank pursuit of decorous amusement 
when church Is over. 

Incomparably the finest legacy of Che 
experience will be an awakened civic 
consciousness. Buffalo Is JUM about to 
find herself. Hitherto she has had no 
adequate Idea of what she could do If 
she tried. The summer has been a com¬ 
plete revelation. Better still, the rich, 
full life of the past six months, the 
abundance of music nnd superb sculp¬ 
ture and splendid architecture and 
painting; the rush and vigor of a thor¬ 
oughly lively town, are going to leave 
behind them a divine discontent with 
th#* old order of things. And that means 
civic regeneration.

Age No Barrier. 

In the Government office In Washing¬ 
ton probably 35 per cent, of the female 
employes are past middle life, and 25 
per cent, are over fifty years of age. 
There are hundreds of women In the 
departments over seventy years of age, 
earning from $900 to $1,400 and $1,600 a 
year. In no other field of labor are posi¬ 
tions paying such very high salarka 
opened to be filled by women of seven¬ 
ty. grandmothers In fact. 

During the past sevmteen years, 2.044 
w’omen have entered the service of the 
Government in Washington through 
the means **f the competitive examina¬ 
tions of the civil service alone. In the 
civil service there are no less than fif¬ 
ty-seven different examination* which 
are open to women. One-third or the en¬ 
tire force of the Government In Wash¬ 
ington is composed of women.—[Wash¬ 
ington Stax. 


Santa Fe is one of th* most Interest¬ 
ing cities In the United States, not only 
because of its quaint adobe houses. Its 
ancient churches. Its strange mixture of 
Mexican and Indian population, but also 
because of the many educational insti¬ 
tutions centered here. All these schools 
have to deal with the education of the 
Mexicans and Pueblo Indian*. The 
Catholic Institutions are large and firm¬ 
ly fixed In the affections of the people, 
and the Protestant schools have had 
many prejudices to overcome. Perhaps 
the most successful In doing this Is ths 
Presbyterian school for girls, supported 
by the Woman's Executive Committee 
of the Presbyterian Church. It began 
as a missionary day school In 1667 in a 
le&ky old adobe building. Now It has a 
fine brick s.iuclure capable of accom¬ 
modating seventy boarders. It Is al¬ 
ways filled tc It* utmost «*apaclty, and 
each fall, when It opens, girts have to 
be turned away who have driven or 
walked for miles to enter the school. 
They are so bitterly disappointed when 
told there le no room for them that 
they often alt down upon the doorstep 
and wcip. 

These Mexican girls come from houses 
as poor as those occupied by the In¬ 
dians. usually of mud, with a mud 
floor. Sometimes, In prolonged drouth, 
there will be actually nothing growing 
In the entire section. Water must be 
hAuled for miles for the use of the In¬ 
habitants, and after a shower the chil¬ 
dren may be seen dipping water out of 
puddles in the road. The housekeeping 
In these Mexican homes of the poorer 
class may be Imagined. Sometimes 
there Is scarcely a piece of furniture In 
the house. The Mexican girl learns to 
make the tortillas on a rack In the fire¬ 
place. and the family s»lt about on the 
floor and eat them. 

But In spite of their poverty, you will 
never seen them coming to school with 
their clothes In a little -bundle In their 
hands, as the Indians do. Their Span¬ 
ish pride forbids that. Each one brings 


a trunk. It may be an old leather af¬ 
fair. which has been in the family for 
generations, a veritable curio; or the 
little trunk which held the mother's 
wedding troueeau. worn and battered, 
with lock and hinges gone; or It may be 
only a pine box. fitted out with leather 
hinges. But thci* they all stand, a 
motley array, sixty or seventy big 
trunks In one room. When a new girl 
opens her trunk the teacher has learned 
to hold her handkerchief in convenient 
neighborhood to her noee. It js the 
adobe odor, mixed with that of soiled 
clothing, melons and lunch for the Jour¬ 
ney. Their efforts at outfit are pathetic. 
Here U* a muslin garment large enough 
for a woman—probably the motheria, 
and the only one In the house. Here Is 
a petticoat mude from ihe covering of 
an old umbrella, the points protruding 
painfully below the drew skirt. Here 
are two almost straight pieces of thin 
mueltn. bearing In large red and bhie 
letters the name of a well-know’n brand 
of flour, which might not be recognized 
as an article of underwear. Finally 
there is exhibited with great pride a 
bright "turkey red" cotton dres*. trim¬ 
med with much black lace, and a cali¬ 
co, with black velvet yoke and white 
lace. 

All these new girls are fitted with two 
new suits throughout when they enter 
school. In a little while the change in 
them Is so great that you would hardly 
recognize them. A look of intelligence 
beglngs to come Into their faces. From 
spiritless, sad-eyed little maid*, they be. 
come merry, romping girls Proper 
food, regular habits, and good rare do 
wonders for them. Girls who spend 
some years at this Presbyterian school 
become thoroughly Americanized. Many 
of the public school teachers of the Ter¬ 
ritory have come from this institution, 
and traveling men declare that they can 
tell a girl from this school as far as 
they can see her. It Is the brightening 
and Improving effect upon the students 
which hH* caused so many parents, even 
strict Catholics, to send their girls here. 
Ambition to eee their daughters educat¬ 
ed has conquered religious scruples. 
Miss Allison, who has had charge of the 
school for th*> last twenty years, has had 
a great influence In molding the char 
acter of the young girls growing up in 
New Mexico.

Clashing Races In Hawaii. 

The problem of competing races in 
Hawaii Is considered by B shop Potter 
In the September Century. 

Who they are who will ultimately be 
dominant In his place It Is not easy to 
forecast. At any moment the United 
States may close its Hawaiian doom 
to those rac*;s which, of the Eastern 
world, are neorest to the ls'ands. and 
which are now represented there by a 
large proportion of the population- 
some twenty-four thousand Japanese 
and fifteen thousand Chinese, w’ho to¬ 
day. In fact, taken together, make an 
element larger than that represented 
by the Hawallans themselves or any 
other peoples. Both these races have 
brought to the Hawaiian Islands forces 
and qualities which, originally, were 
foreign to the native people. As ths 
eye ranges the distant hillsides which 
flank the rear of Honolulu, It Is arrestea 
by the shining patches of ordered ver¬ 
dure which, terrace upon terrace, climb 
up among their elopes; and the Inquirer 
Is told, in every Instance, that there 
arc the farms and market gardens of 
the Japanese, who have In so mAny like 
places taught the soil to yield Ita In¬ 
crease where It never did before. Such 
qualities In any people are sources of 
power and wealth, and when It Is re¬ 
membered that lehlnd the Japanese 
have came the Chines?, whose thrlf In the 
Eastern world ,« a proverb lik*> that of 
th*» French or Gormans in the Western, 
It is plain that their Influence upon the 
future of the Hawaiian Islands ntu^t le 
deep and lasting. Already, In the case 
of the Chln»*K*. has their capacity for 
agricultural work revealed Itself In the 
vast eugsr plantations which American 
and other capital has acquired, and Is 
administering with characteristic shill 
and profit; and already there are token* 
of the wealth which, aided by this for¬ 
eign fcibnr, these can extract from a rich 
soil and from a singularly favorable 
climatic condition. 

So the problem le set; the mixture of 
races, energies. Industries and of the 
higher moral qualities which these va¬ 
rious strains, ancestries and activities 
stand for. There are other theaters in 
which the same drams Is being played 
out under much broader and. it may be, » 
more complex conditions, but not In 
w’hlch a more Interesting or Jaded dra¬ 
matic experiment Is being made, it will 
be for th* Government and the people 
of the American republic to d-mor s »n e 
that they are equal to a task in itself j 
so delicate, and In Ira consequences so 
grave and important. 


W E ARE now In the season of 
the West Indian hurricane. 
No other atmospheric phe¬ 
nomenon claims so large a 
toll of human life and destroys so great 
an Amount of property. The tornado Is 
swift and terrible, and its passage Is 
the path of slaughter; but It Is a rare 
visitor; Its rage Is soon spent, and the 
aiea of devastation Is narrow. On the 
other hand, the hurricane Is periodical; 
th** swath It cuts la a thousand, fifteen 
hundred or two thousand miles wide; 
and at the height of Its fury, as at 
Galveston, It slnys Its thousand where 
the tornado kills Its tens. Finally, the 
tornado Is often a by-blow of the hur¬ 
ricane. It rides on the wings of the 
greater wind, and attends It as famine 
or pestilence attends war. 

A few years ago these vast storms 
were technically called cyclones, though 
that term was also and erroneously ♦mi- 
ployed to designate the small, whirling 
storm, born of the “little black cloud 
no bigger than a man’s hand," which Is. 
properly speaking, the tornado. Why 
the name has been changed Is not clear; 
perhaps because the word “hurricane" 
has a more terrifying sound than "cy¬ 
clone." Originally the term “hurricane" 
was applied to storms of the West In¬ 
dies. Just as “typhoon” was associated 
with storms of the East Indies and the 
China Sea. It was purely a local des- 
IgnaUon. Now it is u>ed to designate 
all those widespread atmospheric per¬ 
turbations which move up from the re¬ 
gion of the West Indies, involving part 
of the continent of North America and 
the Atlantic Ocean. The hurricane sea¬ 
son Is from July to October, Inclusive. 
Extensive storms forming or moving 
over any part of North America at 
other seasons would be called cyclones, 
or aiea* of low pressure, although they 
might be as severe as most hurricanes. 

The West Indian hurricane originates 
or develops In the southern region of 
tne zone of easterly trade winds, gen¬ 
erally east of the Windward Islands, on 
the border of the Torrid Zone, or equa¬ 
torial belt of calms, which ranges close 
to ten degree* north latitude. The belt 
of calms, or doldrums, as they are fre¬ 
quently called, extends In August and 
September from three to eleven degrees 
north latitude on the Atlantic Ocean 
and from seven to ten degrees north 
latitude on the Pacific Ocean. The for¬ 
mation of West Indian hurricanes Is 
not fully understood. The information 
at hand, which forms a summary of the 
study, would show that these storms 
may be days or even weeks In form¬ 
ing; gathering in excessive moisture 
over a central region of excessive heat, 
thus gradually reducing the atmos¬ 
pheric pressure In the vicinity. Tow*ard 
this center the surface or lower strat¬ 
um of air starts to move from all 
points, and, being deflected, sets In 
operation a Spiral inward and upward 
motion, the movement being always 
from right to left. Similar storms in 
the southern hemisphere rotate from 
left to right. The excessive moisture 
carried by the upward flow of wind is 
condensed, the atmospheric pressure re¬ 
duced, clouds are formed and heavy 
rain results, thus liberating a great 
amount of heat utilized in tne process 
of evaporation. 

The inflow ing air currents blow hori¬ 
zontally, with Increasing force as they 
approach the center, gradually chang¬ 
ing to a vertical motion, and when 
finally near the center, to an upward 
spiral motion. With the tnci easing 
force or spiral up motion at the center 
the inflowing current at the surface 
becomes more marked until a vast re¬ 
gion of air Is brought under the influ¬ 
ence of an embryo hurricane. There Is 
an upper horizontal How of air from 
these disturbances which carries wltn 
It cirrus clouds. These spread far In 
advance and are the forerunners of the 
approaching storm. 

Several hours before these precursors 
reach the eye of the observer the at¬ 
mosphere becomes very quiet and hazy. 
Often almost a dead calm exists. The 
barometei begins to rise, and all con¬ 
ditions point to a period of fair weath¬ 
er. This Is the lure of the storm mon¬ 
ster to deceive the unwary shipmaster. 
The ocean's shores are lined with tha 
bones of ships that took no warning 
from that bright, dead calm and rising 
barometer. The experienced mariner 
In the tropical and semi-tropical seas 
becomes uneasy, keeps his weather eye 
out. pays close heed to his glass, and 
has all hands r*ady for an emergency. 
Soon the air becomes slightly hazy. 
Far aloft the flying scud of the lawn* 
like cirrus clouds streams up to the 
zenith. A surface breeze springs up. 
moving In the opposite direction from 
the flow of the spreading clouds. The 
breeze is being draw*n toward the cen¬ 
ter of the Impending storm. The wind 
brisks up; the barometer begins to sag, 
and presently ominous black clouds 
darken the horizon, and the hurricane 
Is In sight. 

It Is not long after the rotary motion 
of the central column of warm air sets 
In that the storm moves from Its place 
of formation In a westerly course. «*on- 
trary to the movement of storms In a 
more northerly latitude. The westerly 
movement terminates when the storm 
center reaches the neighborhood of 
25 or 30 degrees north latitude and 
comes within th“ Influence of the pre¬ 
vailing south and west winds. It then 
recurve* to the northeast The recurve 
may bring the center In the neighbor¬ 
hood of the West Gulf, or possibly to 
the east of Florida In the Atlantic The 
storm center then follows a course 
nearly parallel with the gulf stream 
and continue* that course northeast- | 
w'srd until beyond the region of obser¬ 
vation. It Is now an enormous whirl- [ 
po«d of wind, moving northward at ex- 1 
press train speed, sometimes taking not 
more than twenty-four hours In pass- , 
Ing from the Gulf of Mexico Into ths 
North Atlantic.

Pass Inland To the Lakes 

In some rases these storms pass In¬ 
land over the Gulf States to the great 
lakes and then out the St Lawrence 
valley, losing force In traveling over¬ 
land. It Is seldom that they retAln 
their power If the storm renter passes 
Inland to the west of the Mississippi 
river. They display their worst ele¬ 
ments of wind and rain on or near thf 
roast. They apparently exhaust them¬ 
selves before passing any great dis¬ 
tance Inland, and become mere atmo*. 
pherlc depressions until they reach the 
lake regions, where they are supplied 
with moisture and regain s**me of their 
former energy ana pass out tjie 8t. 
Lawrence valley cr over the New En¬ 
gland States to tne Atlantic coast with

considerable force. There is no port on 
the Atlantic coast that has not its ros- 
tnr of missing ships, victims of these 
great disturbances. 

Hurricanes are characterized by very 
heavy rainfall and great wind violence. 
Their greatest force Is experienced be¬ 
fore they recurve to the northeast. 
After this they Increase In diameter 
and their force Is accordingly dimin¬ 
ished. but extends over a larger area. 
Their progressive motion Is somewhat 
Increased by their conformation belr.i# 
broken In passing over the land. Ovei 
the ocean they retain their circular 
form, but their advance Is slightly di¬ 
minished by a greater rotary force. 
Wind velocities In well defined hurri- 
canesinay range from fifty to one hun¬ 
dred and fifty miles an hour; the high¬ 
er velocities generally occurring over 
the ocean. The diameter of these 
storms varies from a few hundred mile?* 
to fifteen hundred or two thousand 
miles. 

The center of disturbance or eye of 
the storm is marked by an extremely 
low atmospheric preesute During the 
passing of the center the barometer gen- 
I rrally shows a slight rise, the atm- s- 
| phere clears and there I* a comparat ve 
, calm. To all appearances the storm Fas 
passed. This condition may last an b* ur 
or two. when Ml of a sudden the wind, 
which has beeo In this brief period Id y 
shifting from one point to another, 
blows a gale from a southerly quarter, 
then rapidly shifts »o the west and Aral y 
to the northwest The storm center has 
passed, but the wind will probably blow 
with greater fury from the latter quar¬ 
ter than It did before the storm center 
was reached. This gale from the north¬ 
west may last for hours, according to 
the rapidity with which the barometer 
rises. The faster It gees up the more se¬ 
vere will be the blow, but the sooner !t 
will be over. Exceedingly heavy rain¬ 
fall marks the passage of these storms, 
and covers a very wide area of coun¬ 
try. The major part of the fall Is usu¬ 
ally deposited In the Southern States or 
along the Atlantic coast. 

• • • 

Popular Notion Wrong. 


The time of the autumnal equinox fon 
or about September 21) occurring during 
the season of these severe storms prob¬ 
ably leads to the belief, which has been 
steadfastly adhered to by many, that a 
storm always occurs at the time of the 
equinox. Such la not the case. There 
is no scientific reason that can be as¬ 
signed for calling any storm an equl- 
noxlal storm; nor Is there any reason 
that can be advanced why a storm 
should be sprung upon us when the sun 
crosses the Imaginary line of the equa¬ 
tor any more than when It crosses any 
other given point going north or south. 
It is a scientific fact that storma have 
no movement over the equator, and 
nothing but heavy local rain Is felt 
there; again, they have never been 
known to cross the equator, going north 
or south, but rage with great fury to 
the north of the boundary line of the 
belt of calms in the northeri. hemisphere 
and to the south of that line in the 
southern hemisphere. 

Besides the danger from the great 
wind force attending the movement < f 
hurricanes, there Is a secondary element 
which Is equally disastrous along the 
line of the At.’anic coast The wind for 
some time before the storm center ap¬ 
proaches blows strong from the north¬ 
east for a great distance over the ocean, 
hanking the wat*»r up on the coast to a 
considerable height above the normal. 
Inundating and destroying property and 
endangering life. These high tides may 
occur when there Is no storm In s ght. 
They have frequently visited the coast, 
giving the only evidence of a severe 
storm at sea, too far from land to be 
detected by Instruments. 

The serpentine course and erratlo 
movement of hurricanes make them 
very difficult, even for the most exp*rl. 
eneod and scientific forecaster, to pre¬ 
dict. Accurate warnings to mariners 
and people living along the gulf and At¬ 
lantic coast lines would be of Incal¬ 
culable vaue. Commanders of ocean 
craft cannot exercise too much care n 
navigating waters within the line of 
these sea monsters. E. B. DUNN.

C ONSPICUOUS among the nota¬ 
ble successes of Southern wom¬ 
en Is Miss A. Gertrude Orrlck, 
whose painting*. Ivory por¬ 
traits, are attracting meritorious atten¬ 
tion. On the paternal side Miss Orrlck 
Is descended from the Johnston family, 
of Virginia, which gave Maryland a 
Governor, to the Court of St. James an 
Ambassador, and to the Confederacy a 
military leader of great renown, Gen. 
Joiwph E. Johnston. Her mother was 
a Semmes, closely related to the Con¬ 
federate Admiral. Raphael Semmes. of 
world-wide fame, and other distinguish¬ 
ed Southern families. Miss Orrlck Is a 
mere girl yet In her teens, and has not 
yet made her formal debut Into society. 
In her old-fashioned home, surrounded 
by spreading oaks, magnolias and a 
wealth of flowers. In the very small old- 
fashioned town of Canton. Miss., she 
drew tier first Inspiration, and since old 
enough to handle a brush has displayed 
the artist’s touch and temperament. 
Capable critics pronounce It "genius;** 
certain It Is. her miniatures call forth 
surprise wherever seen.i A writer for 
a Chicago dally. In 1895, commenting 
upon the talent she then displayed, so 
In excess of her years, said: "Gertrude 
Orrlck. a mite of barely twelve, paints 
plotme* almost as perfect as any to be 
found In the studios of famous artists. 
She har. studied anatomy until her 
tre.itinent of the human form Is mar- 
velous. No lumpy-legged Cupids, or 
nweular Titanias, for her, but grace 
symmetry as faultless as nature ever 
bestowed upon a dainty humming bird. 
Her miniature work Is simply perfect. 
She mu«t take object lessons In color 
from wild roses, silver moon rises, 
pplas*hep of western sunset. All this 
from a child who paints oftenest lying 
flat on her stomach, with her feet In 
her father's slippers, waving to and 
fro like a gray-winged bat, and a song 
on her lips that bespeaks the child 
ra her than the student” Miss Orrlck 
Is self-taught, what she has accomplish¬ 
ed is entirely the result of unassisted 
efforts at home. She writes: 

"Some unfortunate people cannot quite 
gra«p. even with convincing evidence, 
the possibility of a person's power to 
accomplish anything of note with mere¬ 
ly God-given talent and perseverence. 
Ever since I can remember I have been 
possessed with a love for this work of 
mine, hut not until my thirteenth year 
did I begin to realize all that a serious 
acceptance of It might mean to me. It 
Is rather difficult to say *AU* that *1 
wish to do.* but I believe my one pa ru¬ 
men t desire always has been and Is. 
to make my work such as to gain by Its 
own true worth an unquestioned posi¬ 
tion tn the art world." 

Since fourteen years of age she has 
be«n painting miniatures jf people from 
all over the United States. Each pece 
has invariably drawn another. Her first 
visit to Memphis. Tenn., at th s age, won 
for her recognition. Then she was ad¬ 
vised to lengthen her skirts, or else 
people would not take her seriously. Suc¬ 
ceeding winters her visits have been 
crowned with greater success. She 
spends much of her time In Chicago. 
Marshall Field, the donor of the Field 
room In the Art Institute there, pro¬ 
nounces her pictures most unusual, and 
O’Brien, the picture expert, gave his 
opinion that she would rival Kussner. 
Just now she has ivory portraits on ex¬ 
hibition In New York City, concerning 
which the celebrated novelist and artist, 
F. Hopklnson Smith, says: "Miss Or- 
lick’s drawing Is wonderful, her tech¬ 
nique excellent, her brush work fine. 
Her pictures are very much alive.” 

Some of this young girl’s most beauti¬ 
ful pictures art miniatures of Madame 
Nordlca, the noted metropolitan opera 
singer; Mias Vance, of Memphis, paint¬ 
ed after the style of Queen Louise of 
Prussia; Mrs. Rldgely, of Chicago; a 
very fine one of Miss Voorles, of New 
Orleans. In the costume worn Mardl 
Gras as maid of honor to the Queen of 
Proteus. 8he has also made miniatures 
of Madame Nordlca. and an exquisite 


bibelot of a Charleston. S. C., < Id-lime 
belle, framed In pearls, with others, were 
exhibited at the Tennessee Centennial. 
Miss Orrlck’s own deep appreciation of 
her talent, together with an indefat¬ 
igable energy, ambition and application.

A GUt Edge Camera, 

In an English exchange Just come to 
hand there is a description of what are 
possibly the most costly cameras that 
were ever built. It seems the Sultan of 
Morocco has become Interested In pho¬ 
tographic art—a fact, by the way. that 
la very Interesting, seeing that the Mo¬ 
hammedan religion forbids, like the 
Jewish, the copying of anything that is 
In the heavens above or In the earth 
beneath or In the waters under the 
earth—and has become so enthusiastic 
that he Is spending money lavishly on 
It. A plain everyday camera apparent¬ 
ly Is not good enough for his royal nibs, 
and so he has blown himself to the tune 
of 810.000 for a 3H by 4V5 Instrument, all 
of the metallic bits of which are of 18 
karat gold. He has also had a 41* by 
6H Instrument constructed In which 
silver Is employed, this little extrava¬ 
gance footing up the respective total of 
85,000. Sheathes, shutters, lens mounts, 
screws, everything. In fact. Is made of 
gold or silver, as the case may be. 

Several months have been occupied 
In the production of the cameras, which 
carry Zeiss convertible, anastfgm&t 
lenses, and It is superfluous to add that 
they are superbly finished. Something 
like ten pounds of pure gold have been 
used In the one-quarter plate instru¬ 
ment which weighs all told about thir¬ 
teen pounds. 

This Is barbaric extravagance with & 
vengeance. It Is to be sincerely hoped 
his royal highness will not get mad 
some day over the Instrument and put 
his foot through It. which will then 
cost him 810,000 or 85,000 a kick, depend¬ 
ing upon the Instrument that causes his 
Ire. _ _ 

A Diet of Stones. 

Crocodiles, like ostriches, swallow peb¬ 
bles and small stones, which serve the 
purpose of grinding their food. The na¬ 
tives assert that It Is possible to tell the 
age of a crocodile by the number of 
stones In It* stomach, for they swallow 
one each year. In point of fact, fifteen 
stones have been found In the stomach 
of a crocodile twelve feet long, whereas 
the average number for younger onea 
varies between four and eight.

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GETTING IN THE TOBACCO 


Interesting Phase In the Production of the 
Great Staple. 


Bad Results of the Tobacco Tenant System In Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky. 


A 8 the days grow shorter and the 
sun’s rays become hazy an the 
night shuts down, the tobacco- 
grower begins to watch hla 
patch with increasing Interest. He Is 
anxious to cut his crop at Juat the right 
time to gain color and weight In the 
leaf. To the uninitiated It Is very hard 
to realize how much fine Judgment Is 
required to grow and handle really fine 
teaf. 

When he decides that the leaves are 
ripe enough te cut. the "etlcka" are 
hauled and pQed along the edge of the 
patch. Oreat care must be exercised 
to see that there are no worms or eggs 
on the tobacoo before It Is cut and 
housed. For several days before they 
begin cutting, all the hands are busy 
In the patch searching the under side 
of each big leaf for worms and eggs. 

To show* how essential It Is that the 
worm* shall be taken from the crop be¬ 
fore It Is housed. 1 cannot do better 
than tell the following story. Several 
years ago. 1 decided that I would raise 
& small crop of tobacco on a bit of new 
land which had Juat been cieoree. - 
grew well and was very good tobacco 
and when It was ready to cu* I con¬ 
cluded that It was a waste of time to 
"worm" It as the worms would not 
probably chew cured tobacco. Accord¬ 
ingly, the tobacco was cut and housed 
with a great number of eggs and young 
worms upon It. Late that fall when 
the tobacco was ready to be "stripped” 
and put In hogsheads, the worms had 
made lace work of the leaves. They 
had chewed the ripe and cured tobacco 
as they could get none that was green, 
and had ruined the crop In fact, the 
whole crop only sold for about $3i> when 
put on the market; the worms had 
chewed up &U the rest of the money 
value of that crop. 

Before the lsborcr begins to cut the 
tobacco he drives the end of the to¬ 
bacco stick loro the soft earth, in cut¬ 
ting the tobacco he splits the stem from 
the top nearly to Its has*' before he 
severs It from the root® Then the plant 
Is straddled up the stick by opening 
the split in the stem, one half of the 


stem and leaves being on each aide of 
the stick. The sticks, with the plants 
upon them, are left In the patch for & 
short time to allow them to wilt. They 
are then taken to the tobacco barn or 
to the "frames." These "frames’’ are 
rude racks made Just In the edge of 
the shade of the timber for the final 
wilting of the plants before they are 
taken to the barn. They are, usually, 
made of long poles cut In the woods and 
placed upon forked sticks set In the 
ground. Here the tobacco Is allowed to 
wilt without any danger of being sun¬ 
burned. The rude construction of a 
"frame’’ can be seen In picture No. 4. 
It show a one corner of a "frame" hang¬ 
ing full of tobacco; the sticks of to¬ 
bacco are crowded close together to 
keep out the strong sunlight of the mid¬ 
day sun. Often if the sun becomes very 
j warm, the men place long bovghs of 
, fresh green leaves about the sides and 
I over the top of the "frames." 

The tobacco Is hauled to the barn as 
fast as It has wilted enough In th* open 
; air, and Is there hung up for Its Anal 
| curing before helng "stripped." The 
• large modem bams are provided wdth 
long hinged plonks, which open the 
w'hole height of the barn, allowing per¬ 
fect ventilation. Here, again, the to¬ 
bacco man must use his Judgment. He 
must know when to open and when to 
close these doors that hts crop may 
oure a bright clear color, which Is es- 
*vr. rial tu high-priced "wrappers.” 

handling at this time may ruin 
all his previous good work Quits 
often you may hear tobacco men say: 

"Y^s. he might ahad a good crop. If 
he hadn’t let It house burn * ‘ 

This "hou?** burning’* Is very largely 
caused by Lek of Judgment in the ven¬ 
tilation of the tobacco as If slowly 
losro Its moisture in the barn. 

• • • 

Bringing In the Crop. 

Throughout (Votral Kentucky, the 
long wagons with from two to four 
hogsheads loaded are everyday features 
during the winter about the small rail¬ 
road stations. As the tobacco growers 
come Into town with their crops they 
have a relieved look, and small w'ond>r. 
The raising and marketing of a crop 
la a very great undertnk ng. as It re¬ 
quires from ten to thirteen months’ 
time. IT the weather Is propitious, the 
growers can "strip" their tobacco quite 
rorly In the fall and winter; but If the 
weather remains dry or very cold the 
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grower has to wm.lt. Tobacco can not 
be "stripped" unless it Is "In case." 
That Is the leaf absorbs moisture from 
the atmosphere and becomes limp and 
Is not easily tom or broken; In this con¬ 
dition tt CAn be taken from the stick 
and the leaves stripped from the heavy 
stems without danger of damage. As 
fast as the leaves are taken from the 
stems, they are sorted and graded ami 
tied In ’hands” and packed in huge 
piles. These piles are so solidly built 
that the moisture Is retained and the 
"hands" remain "In case" so they may 
be packed In hogsheads at any time. 

• • • 

The Tobacco Tenants. 


The vast majority of the tobacco men 
or tenants In Central Kentucky are 
people from the hills. I do not mean 
that these people are from the moun¬ 
tainous parts of the State, but simply 
from the rough, hilly counties. Their 
capital usually consists of a poor pair 
of horses, a cow, a sow and pigs and a 
simple equipment of tobacco tools. 
They are very primitive people and 
they live very much as did our early 
pioneers In Kentucky. In the past five 
years. I have seen the A*omen in these 
families "carding and spinning" the 
wool which had been sheared and 
washed on the place. In some of the 
cabins you will still And a big rag 
carpet loom, making a heavy, booming 
noise as the long strings of plaited rags 
are fed to Its clumsy machinery. These 
looms and an occasional big spinning 
wheel, butzlng merrily as the tall, spare 
woman moves slowly back and forth 
with her hand poised high, holding the 
yarn, make the cabin seem part of 
the past. 

These tobacco tenants are, as & rule, 
rather shiftless and unreliable. The 
contracts under which they grow their 
crops tend to make this state of affairs. 
They become careless not alone con¬ 
cerning the crop, but also about the 
care of the land Itself. The usual con¬ 
tract Is that the tobacoo tenant gets 


one-half of the proceeds of the crop on 
the market. If he has had to clear the 
land from timber he receives the whole 
of the sale money. As the tenant us¬ 
ually has no means, and it requires 
about a year to grow and market a 
crop, the owner of the land 1 
his bills at the grocery. If the tobacco 
crop would allow* him to do any other 
work worth mentioning he would not be 
so dependent upon the land owner; but 
the tobacco takes practically all of his 
time. When the crop Is sold the own¬ 
er has to pocket all the money to settle 
the bills which he has paid during the 
year, and thus the tobacco tenant has 
to he helped again for another season 
while he makes a crop This feeling of 
Indebtedness probably has a great deal 
to do with the loose, shiftless manner 
of their whole lives. 

• • • 

System Produced Bad Results. 

This method of caring for the tenant 
while he grows and markets a crop of 
the weed has produced very bad re¬ 
sults over a very considerable portion 
of the State. It has caused a great 
many men to pose as expert tobacco- 
growers who really know nothing 
about the crop. This is done that the 
land-owners may take care of them for 
a whole year and take the chances on 
being paid by the crop at the end of 
the season. The tenant has absolutely 
nothing to lose by this, and gains a 
living. The owner has the bad end of 
the bargain, having furnished the ten¬ 
ant his living and now* having a worth¬ 
less lot of tobacco on hts hands. The 
main reason the land-owners of this 
State persist in trying to handle the 
tobacco tenant is that tt seems to him 
a very* easy way to make the farm pay 
without much laboi on his part; sim¬ 
ply let some one grow the crop and get 
half the money. 

Outside the actual money loss In 
Kentucky from shiftless and lazy ten¬ 
ants. the annual loss in fertility by 
poor farming is something which can 
never be computed. JAMES STEED.

S INCE the discovery and exploita¬ 
tion of the gold mines In the far 
Northwest of the continent has 
scattered over the Interior of 
Alaska small and far divided settle¬ 
ments of American citizens, the prob¬ 
lem of the Government has been to es¬ 
tablish and preserve the usual lines of 
communication. It has been a principle 
of the Post-office Department that 
wherever there is an American settle¬ 
ment on American soil, there shall be 
a mall service. 

But the carrying out of this principle 
was beset with astounding difficulties 
In a country where for half of the year 
all trails are blotted out of existence 
by ten feet of snow. Horses are abso¬ 
lutely useless under such clrcurmt m es. 
Dog teams were tried with only par¬ 
tial success. Sometimes they reached 
their destination with the precious mail 
bags safely and on time. More often 
they w*ere days, or even weeks, late. 
Sometimes they didn't come at all. At 
the best the system was not a success. 
The Government cast about for a sub¬ 
stitute for the dog and hit upon the 
reindeer. 

At first the Idea was hailed with 
de.islon by the Klondiker*. Reindeer 
wouldn't do the work, they declared. 
The animals couldn't get through the 
unstable Alaskan snowdrifts. They 
would fall an easy prey to wolves and 
mountain lions. They would kill them- 
selves with the dried, poison grass that 
grows along the mountain passes. No 
white man could manage them. They 
would balk, they would kick, they 
would tire out. He down and die, and 
so on. to limitless extents of criti¬ 
cism. All of which was based on the 
rather unsatisfactory results of an 
importation of reindeer several years 
before. Having once became Interest¬ 
ed In a project, the Government Is not 
easily discouraged by criticism. A 
test was determined upon and the out¬ 
come forever established the pre-emi¬ 
nence of the reindeer for Arctic mall 
delivery. 

A reindeer team with & Lapp driver 
was selected to carry one of the mall 
bags ov*r the Nome route, and to re¬ 
turn with the outgoing mall, the rou:i 1 
trip being about 500 mil* s. Two days 
before the reindeer started three well 
equipped dog teams started. The 
route lay through a country without 
road or trail, and the conditions were 
as harsh as heavy snow falls could 
make them. Early on the fifth day 
out the reindeer team caught up with 
the s!ow:r of the dog outfits. In a 
stretch of soft, drifted mow. In this 
the dogs had been benured. and their 
dtsperats flounderlngs had so weakened 
them that they weie making but lit¬ 
tle progress. Thc powerful reindeer 
plowed through the drifts with little 
difficulty. Thar afterreon they passed 
the a *cond dog team. The Lapp 
brought hls mail Into the terminus, 
rested hls deer thirty hours, started on 
the return trip and fifty miles out 
met the foremost of Ms competitors. 
Even more remarkable was a mall- 
trip of 1,240 miles through a trackless 
wilderness made by reindeer, the teams 
making as high as 110 miles a day un¬ 
der the most favorable conditions. Now 
that the value of the animals has 
been fully established the United States 
has entered upon a new and curious 
field of Industry and has become an 
Importer and breeder of itodK and will 
bring In the next few years thousands 
of reindeer Into Its northernward pos¬ 
sessions. There are now In Alaska eight 
herds comprising about 8,500 head. By 
January this number will be Increased, 
through importation, to more than 5,000 
head. 

• • • 

Reindeer Hard To Procure. 


Getting possession of these draught 
horses of the northland Is by no means 


an easy matter. In the first place, 
money will not buy them. It will not 
buy anything In that part of Siberia 
where the finest reindeer are found, 
for the simple reason that the Siberian 
Is too prnetlral minded to care any¬ 
thing about money. That hard, cold 
bit of rounded metal, or the flimsy 
green paper that represents so much 
to civilized man means nothing to him. 
For what he gives up he wants a re¬ 
turn in obviously utile form; so bar¬ 
ter Is the only method of getting hts 
reindeer from him. and bolts of cloth, 
knives, canned foods, and various 
utensils must be shipped up there aa 
medium of exchange. Even then he 
parts reluctantly with hts domestic an¬ 
imal. To the Siberian the reindeer Is 
friend, milch-cow, and railroad all In 
one, when alive; and a hundred other 
things when dead. There was a gener¬ 
al expression that the beast would not 
survive a sea voyage, but the first ex¬ 
periment showed that they throve on 
It. and large exportations from Sibe¬ 
ria followed. 

At first the whites In AlaskA were 
not successful In handling the animals. 
They are scarcely comprehensible by 
the Caucasian. The reindeer Is easily 
frightened and easily offended, and It 
Is Impose!hi'* to tell how he will behave 
in either cast*. Sometimes he will rush 
m t.i- ending person and strike him 
down with hls sharp powerful for •- 
hooves, or endeavor to rip him o} n 
with a quirk descent of hls formidable 
antlers. Again he will balk, sull< 

and the reindeer there exists a sort of 
affinity; the animal will obey hls ac¬ 
customed master when a whlte-sklnned 
man can do nothing with him. So a 
number of herders wer* brought qver 
from Siberia, and young Alaskan Es¬ 
kimos put under them to learn the 
business. The Alaskan natives have 
taken the greatest interest in the In¬ 
troduction of the reindeer and on many 
occasions delegations have traveled 
from 800 to 400 miles to Inspect a herd 
which is looked upon as oiK.-nlng a 
new avenue of wealth for them. For 
a time It was fror^d that the Alaskan 
dogs, unless checked, would manifest 
a disposition to scatter and destroy the 
reindeer herds, but the herders were 
armed and had strict orders to Are 
upon any dog interfering with a herd 
and after a number of meddlesome 
dogs had been shot down this source 
of annoyance disappeared almost al¬ 
together. A few reindeer are killed each 
year by wolves.

The Expert Laps. 


Even more expert than the Siberians 
In the care and training of reindeer 
are the natives of Lapland. Accord¬ 
ingly a score of full-blooded Lapps 
have been induced, by liberal offers, to 
lmlgiate to Alaska, where they form 
a little colony. With them have come 
a number of their dogs, remarkably In¬ 
telligent animals, w*ho not only herd 
and guard the reindeer, but also assist 
In training and breaking them to har¬ 
ness 

Reindeer have been the real heroes 
of tlu* most thrilling enterprises In the^ 
history of Aloske One was the ■ 
lng of relief supplies to the destitute 
miners In the Yukon Valley when un¬ 
told hardships and privations were en¬ 
dured In driving across an unknown 
wilderness without roads or trails or 
guides. The reindeer were frequently 
stampeded by wolves and mountain 
Hons, but In the end they accomplished 
a Journey which could not possibly 
have been made with either dogs or 
horses. In conjunction with the rev¬ 
enue cutter Bear—which vessel, by the 
way. has been employed more exten¬ 
sively than any other In the transpor- 
tatlor^of reindeer—three hundred deer 
carried supplies In the famous relief 
expedition to the whAlers Imprisoned 
In the ice near Point Barrow. In this 
case the overland Journey exceeded 
1.500 miles In length. 


SIX-FINGERED PERSONS 

NOT DIFFICULT TO FIND 


Abnormal Hands and Feet Frequently Seen, Says 
Prof. Starr, of the Chicago University. 


The old saying: "Every lady tn the 
land has twenty nails; upon each hand 
five, and twenty upon hands and feet." 
la decidedly erroneous^ As a matter of 
fact, there are some persons who pos¬ 
sess twenty-four fingers and toes, while 
a number have twelve Angers, and one 
girl has nine toes on each foot. Prof. 
Starr, of the University of Chicago, ha* 
a collection of plaster casta of abnormal 
hands and feet, comprising 410 speci¬ 
mens, and he claims that the person 
with extra fingers and toes Is not a 
rare freak. The double thumb and 


double little Anger, says FYof. Starr, 
are of comparatively frequent occur¬ 
rence. 

One of the moet Interesting specimens 
In hls collection Is the oast of a Mexican 
girl’s foot which has nine toes. The 
members begin with a regularly-formed 
big toe, and then follow the usual num¬ 
ber of smaller toes In regular order. 
The second series begins with the 
ond toe, and three more follow in 
quence, making the front of the foot of 
ususuaal width. 

Another specimen Is that of a hus¬ 
band and wife, who have twenty-four 
fingers, while the man also has two big 
toes on each foot. 


MODERN WRECKERS AND THEIR METHODS. 


Although the work of destroying der¬ 
elicts at sea falls upon Government 
shoulders, It Is not a little remarkable 
that the work of salvage—the work of 
raising wrecks and of rescuing dere¬ 
licts. when possible, from destruction— 
Is entirely In the hands of private cor¬ 
porations. 

It Is an Interesting experience to 
spend a morning in the offices of one of 
the great salvage or "wrecking" com¬ 
panies. which have now become so es- | 
sentlal for the welfare of a maritime 
nation, not only because they save the 
majority of fine vessels that are driven 
Into positions of peril, but because they 
keep clear channels In all the world’s 
pofts. 

On one of the wall* a large slate will 
be noticed which tells the exact position 
of every ship that has recently been dis¬ 
abled. If the day happens to be stormy, 
with great seas rolling outside the har¬ 
bor, the telephone and telegraph wires 
are kept busy. 

Instructions flnsh over the wires; 
specially constructed boats, fitted with | 
every necessity, from divers to derricks, ' 
are dispatched with all haste to the 
scene of the accident; offirl tls hurry to 
the fatal spot, while the company’s 
photographer puts hls traps together to 
be able to provide plctoral reports of the 
work as It progresses. 

From rendering assistance to harbor 
tugs which have run aground—a task 
which occupies only a few* hours—the 
work ranges to saving great Uners or 


disabled ships of war. Involving opera¬ 
tions on gigantic scales, not likely to 
be completed within weeks or even 
months. 

The old-time word "wreckers" has to¬ 
day completely lost Its original mean¬ 
ing and fascination. The wreckers of 
romance and history lived by plunder¬ 
ing wrecks, for w-hlch they themselve* 
were responsible as often as not. Tha 
wreckers of to-day live by an honora¬ 
ble calling, for the wrecking of a ship 
now means the saving of ship and car¬ 
go for the benefit of her lawful owners.

W ASHINGTON. Oct. 19—The 
centennial of the organiza¬ 
tion of the Supreme Coun¬ 
cil of the Southern Jurisdic¬ 
tion, U. S. A., Scottish Rite Masons, 
the most unique fraternal society in 
the world, will be celebrated in thD 
city next Wednesday. Thirty-third de¬ 
gree Masons of every State south of 
the Ohio and w'est of the Mississippi 
are vitally interested In the meeting 
At that time the Hon. James D. Rich¬ 
ardson. minority leader In the national 
House of Representatives, will be elect¬ 
ed and Installed for life ns Sovereign 
Grand Commander of the Supreme 
Council for the Jurisdiction, a position 
In which he will rank King Edward 
VII.. of England, and Piesidrnt Diaz, 
of Mexico. At the centennial there will 
be unveiled a 115.000 statue erected to 
the memory of Gen. Albert Pike, fore¬ 
most Masonic student and writer of the 
last century. 

Upon the death of Thomas H. Cas¬ 
well. of San Francisco, a few months 
ago, Mr. Richardson, as Deputy Grand 
Commander, assumed the active duties 
of the exalted position to which he will 
be formally elevated next week The 
office is one for life. The Supreme 
Council of the Southern Jurisdiction Is 
the mother body of the world, and Its 
highest officer has attained the great¬ 
est honor the Masonic fraternity has 
power to grant. 

The regular biennial session of the 
Supreme Council is to be held in con¬ 
junction with the centennial celebra¬ 
tion.

American Enterprise Even There. 

It Is entirely In line with the recent 
trend of events that even In far-away 
and British Pitcairn Yankee enterprise 
should step In and help the island folk 
out. Although the Colonial Office has 
been trying for some time to arrange 
this matter, the British Consul at Ta¬ 
hiti has Just reported that a service Is 
to he established during the next few 
months "by vessels sailing under the 
American flag." 

Fortunately for Pitcairn, the able Mr. 
McCoy, who is now President of the 
community of 142 souls, seems to be 
made of good stuff, and until he die* 
affairs In the Island probably will go 
well. Soma time ago President McCoy 
was obliged to be away from the Island 
for nearly a year, and during that time 
things went rather badly—a murder oc¬ 
curred. the first one since the Island’s 
settlement—but when the President re¬ 
turned It took him only a short time to 
set matters right. To Illustrate the 
pluck of the man, the Pitcairn folk tell 
how he went on board a burning ?-hlp 
and himself piloted her to Mangoreva, 
in the Gambler IsEand. a thousand 
miles aw'ay. and beached her there, 
rather than to allow her captain to run 


her ashore on Pitcairn Island, as he 
had intended to do.

A Parliament of Seven. 


With such a man for their President 
It It not surprising that there Is re¬ 
markably good discipline In the Island, 
especially as McCoy Is well hacked up 
by the other members of the funny lit¬ 
tle "Parliament" of seven, elected by 
the people. All the male adults have 
to give half their day’s w*ork to public 
enterprises. They get up at 5 In the 
morning, have breakfast and work un¬ 
til 2 In the afternoon, which Is dinner 
time. After dinner every man’s time 
is his own. and he spends It in garden¬ 
ing, repairing his boats or shooting wild 
goats for food. The women, besides do¬ 
ing the housework, smooth and paint 
cocoanuts in an odd way. or make dif¬ 
ferent plaited things to sell to the crews 
of ships which anchor off the Island 
to take fresh water. These average 
about thlrty-ftve a year, but th* PR- 
calm folk are rather strict about let¬ 
ting their crews land for fear of dis¬ 
ease. as a w'recked ship’s company cast 
up on the Island ln/1894 brought typhoid 
fever and started an epidemic that 
came within an ace of wiping out the 
little community. 

The oldest man In the Island bears 
the euphonious name of Thursday Octo¬ 
ber Christian, possibly In celebration 
of the day of hls birth. H* Is a grand¬ 
son of the master's mate of th*» Bounty, 
one of the mutineers, and is now* 


eighty-six. Two others of the men are 
more than seventy-ftve. while the eldest 
of the women Is seventy-two. 

The Pitcalrnltes are ail Seventh Day 
Adventists, and although they are not 
as Intensely devout as their ancestor® 
became under the influence of the con¬ 
verted sailor. John Adams, there Is little 
or no Immorality among them. The 
captain of the Icarus, after studying the 
people carefully, found only three fea¬ 
tures of their condition thut he thought 
did not promise well for the future. 
There Is no one of the men of early 
middle age on the island who seems 
quite capable of taking up the Presi¬ 
dent's work and carrying It on as In el- 
llgently. Also, as Is almost always the 
case In small and secluded communities, 
the surplus of girls over boys among 
the children Is great. But (t Is hoped 
that as some of the girls grow older 
they can be Induced to leave the island. 
The third difficulty is less serious, being 
simply the adoption among the Island¬ 
ers of what Is practically a new lan¬ 
guage-a sort of dialect or pigeon Eng¬ 
lish, the result of slurring or clipping 
Anglo-Saxon words. This has now gone 
so far that some of the people are really 
slow about understanding when ordi¬ 
nary English Is spoken to them.

The Mutiny of the Bounty. 

It was In 1789 that the British war¬ 
ship Bounty sailed from Splthead for 
the Island of Tahiti, where she was to 
be stationed for bIx months and then 
sail for the West Indies. Nothing spe- 


The sides of the room—In the rear of 
the the desks used by the active mem¬ 
bers—are lined with benches, set on 
platforms.

Some of the rarest books 
of Oriental philosophy and literature 
are to be found in it Antiquities of all 
kinds and thousands of dollars' worth 
of relics, purchased b> Gen. Pike, are 
on exhibition in a building adjoining 
the House of the Temple 
The Supreme Council of the Southern 
Jurisdiction was organized May 31. 1801. 
at Charleston, S. C. While degrees 
were conferred by Scottish Rite Masons 
long before this, yet there was no 
"head” to any Jurisdiction, and the 
formation of this Supreme Council on 

cla! happened on the voyage out. and 
when the ship anchored at Tahiti all 
hands started In on a lazy, luxurious 
existence that was much to their taste. 
There was little or no work to be done; 
the weather was balmy; fruit and other 
good things w^re plentiful, and the men 
of tin Bounft' were In high feather. 
When the time came to leave the m-n 
were disposed to grumble at the pn s- 
pect of sea fare and sea work again, 
and there was a pretty general feeling 
of sullenness In the forecastle. To make 
matters worse, the commander. Capt. 
Rllgh, was a man with a short temper 
and a sharp fonguc. and soon there we e 
stormy scenes on board. 

Capt. BUgh had a rude awakening one 
morning and found hls bunk surrounded 
by his armed crew. Already one of the 
ship's boats had been dropped astern, 
and In It sat eighteen men, who t ad re- 
fuaed to Join the mutineers. Capt. Bllgh 
was for< ed over the side and Into the 
boat and a small supply of provisions 
and water lowered after him. Then the 
men cut the painter and the ship was 
g«»i under way. 

Bllgh was a blunt man. but he was a 
brave and a determined on«* and he 
made a plucky fight for life. He won It, 
too. for after a terrible cruise In the 
open boat he and those of hls men who 
had not died of privation or leaped over¬ 
board tvblle crazed with hunger arrived 
safely at the Island of Timor, and soon 
after took ship for England. There he 
told the story of the mutiny, and almost 
Immediately a ship set sail for Tahiti, io 


the date given authorizes Its title of 
"Mother Council of the World." It has 
Issued charters to the Supreme Councils 
of the Northern Jurisdiction of the 
United States—the only other one in the 
Union—and to all of the Jurisdictions of 
European and other foreign countries. 
The regular biennial sessions of the 
council being held In October, the cen¬ 
tennial celebration was postponed from 
last May to this month. 

While the territory In the Southern 
Jurisdiction embraces every State and 
Territory In the South and West, still, 
with this tremendous population to 
draw from, there are scarcely 400 
Masons of the honorary thirty-third de¬ 
gree In this Jurisdiction Every thirty- 
third degree man Is entitled to admis¬ 
sion to the sessions, and Masons of this 
exalted rank will travel to this city 
next week from all sections of the ter¬ 
ritory embraced In the Jurisdiction. 
The members of the Supreme Council 
are divided, however. Into two distin- 
J gulshlng branches, active and honor¬ 
ary. 

Of the former there can never be 
more than thirty-three at one time. 
There are now only twenty-three. They 
are elected for life. Their power In the 
government of the organization Is su¬ 
preme. From their number they elect 
the Sovereign Grand Commander and 
hls deputy. They also elect their own 
members. As stated, there can never 
be more than thirty-three members, one 
from each State In the jurisdiction. It 
is doubtful whether In the 100 years 
of Its existence the Supreme Council 
has had thirty-three active members 
serving at the same time. On the oth¬ 
er hand, the active membership may 
dwindle down to a single Mason. He 
would have power to perform all of the 
customary functions of hls position. 

Any Mason who has taken the thirty- 
second degree and served two years ap¬ 
prenticeship at Knight Commander 
eligible to election as an honorary 
thirty-third degree man. While this 
may occur at any time after he has 
reached hls majority, he cannot, how¬ 
ever, receive the degree of thirty-third 
until he has reached the thirty-third 
year of hla age.

To the public In general the unveil¬ 
ing of the statute of Gen. Pike will ap¬ 
peal as the most interesting feature 
connected with next week’s centennial. 
This handsome marble and granite mon¬ 
ument to the memory of an Illustrious 
man will be located within a block of 
the Holy House of the Temple. 

Gen. Albert Pike, the most remarkable 
figure In the Masonic history of the 
United States, died April 2. 1891, it the 
age of elghty-one years. Of a powerful 
physique, with & face and head "the pic¬ 
ture of Moses." the la#»t illness of this 
man was hls first. He was born In Bos¬ 
ton, and attended Harvard. In 1831 he 
traveled by stage to Cincinnati, later 
visiting Nashville and St. Louia In 
company with thirty-nine others, he 
started Ip a caravan from St. Louis for 
Santa Fe. N M Hla horae ran away, 
and he walked the remaining distance 
of 500 miles. 

He returned from the Far Southwest 
to Fort Smith. Ark., where he taught 
school, and In 1833 became editor of the 
Arkansas Advocate. He read law. In 
1846 he raised a cavaliy company ami 
participated in the Mexican War. About

Off For Pitcairn. 

The Captain had guessed right, and 
when the punitive expedition arrived 
at Tahiti they found that m«»st of th*- 
mutineers were there. Three of them 
went aboard and gave themselves up. 
eleven others were captured, two were 
known to be dead- Thus all but nine 
of the men were accounted for. Most 
of the crew had been eat It fled to set¬ 
tle down again where they were and 
run the risk of the Captain s having es¬ 
caped to report them as mutineers. But 
the other nine had been wiser. Taking 
nine Tahitian women us wives and six 
Tahitian men as servants, they went 
on board the Bounty again and set sail. 
Where they had planned t*» go. or what 
had become of them nobody knew. 
They were starched for without suc¬ 
cess. and then the Pandora, ou w’hlch 
the “punitive" expedition had sailed, 
with her prisoners on board, started 
back for England. When the muti¬ 
neers got there several of the ringlead¬ 
ers were hanged, the rest imprisoned 

All the world supposed that the 
Bounty had gone down, and It was 
twenty years before all the world was 
undeceived. It was an American ship 
that discovered the retreat of the mu¬ 
tineers. She had stopped off the Island 
that Is now known as Pitcairn for 
water, and her rrew were thunder¬ 
struck at being hailed from the shore 
In good English, and even more aston¬ 
ished to find on landing that the halier 
was the only survivor of the nine un¬ 
captured men of the famous Bounty.

O N the ehore of Sheeng-wauk 
lake, In North Ontario, there 
Is a village of half a hundred 
whitewashed houses not much 
bigger than dovecote* and a stuccoed 
church not big enough by many cubic 
foot to oont&ln the people of the par¬ 
iah. Behind the village stand some 
square miles of gray, raln-sooured 
ram pikes, branded with black soars— 
ghortJy In the moon glare and de¬ 
pressing at any time—all that the fire 
left of a vast and anolent forest of 
pdne. 

The name of the village was Saint 
Genevieve for fifty years, but since the 
amazing thing that happened to the 
place four years ago they have called 
It Little Venice. Ma r s ty u Pollough- 
CoR-ue, the Canadian author, tells here 
. what that thing was and how It came 
ab< t. 


That night it was impossible for even 
a very weary man to sleep, and. though 
you would have required logarithms to 
calculate the sum of our fatigue* Boyd 
and I* In the thinnest pajamas, wal¬ 
lowed in deep basket chairs In the deep 
veranda of Boyd's ootlage, and the 
woven, spiny rattan rasped our sweat¬ 
ing backs and hips; but that was not 
why we were uncomfortabla The night 
' was as stifling as an August night can 
l bs in North Ontario, and we Inhaled 
J the reeling cinnamon-colored smoke 
I box* that was all the atmosphere avail. 
jaWa But It wa.« a shade cooler on the 
I veranda than In the smothering rooms 
|beh)nd. so we sat there far into the 
Dlgbt rubbing our *yea, which the acrid 
gwood smoke Irritated. 

The heat had spoiled our tempers, and 
Fnaturally we talked satirically about our 
rsry good friends, and later we 
based ourselves and gossiped lmpertl- 
Inently about their women. We smoked 
kteadlly, though we could not discern 
|the tobacco smoke in the umber dark. 

and we drank several bottles of tepid 
i brer. 

For four weeks no rain bad fallen and 
Ino wind had stirred the air, and the 
fccorching heat of the flaring sun was 
king and blistering North Ontario. 
The worst forest Are within the mem ry 
lof the oldest lumberman was flaying 
ithe French River country. It ravaged 
■light and day; it devoured square miles 
lof standing timber every hour; It ate 
Ejk village every round of the sun; avidly 
St reached out dumb, flicking tongues 
Scross settlers* clearings, futllely plowed 
wto restrain Jt, and licked up houses and 
Borns; It had caught even two st-am- 
Boats and a railway train, and had dls- 
Burbed traffic over a great transconti¬ 
nental railroad for a week. It had 
bared all the width of land between 
two drawn parallels of latitude. Blar- 
Ing and roaring, it leaped and bounded 
southward, blanking the map of North 
Ontario, a visitation worse than war.

■he lives of men, women and children. 
Ttnd the wild birds and beasts that lived 
Jn the trees and under them nished be- 
f the red terror In flocks and herds, 
;knd the hindmost were caught and 
■Mtcn. 

The brown mattress of smoke thgt 
bung over Bowchink had swayed and 
pillowed across In front of the Are. 
drifted across Bhcengwauk Lake and 
■draped the village. The Are Itself was 
■pnly twenty miles away, and that night 
Bths great pine fores across the narrow 
■ake. the most valuable timber left 
■f&nding In the country, worth at least 
o*lf a million dollars, was menaced.

vieve, including the very little rough¬ 
cast church, within which the good 
Father Fall an cs was praying for the 
preservation of the village. The one- 
story cottages were diffused along the 
level shore opposite Bowchink. and not 
further than a buck can leap from the 
spruces and juniper bushes that fringed 
the forest The cottages were not very* 
picturesque, but they gave pleasure to 
a man endowed with a color sense. 
They shone snow-white In the staling 
sun glare against the deep and gloomy 
colors of the dark pines, and glimmered 
dimly at night against their black back¬ 
ground.

The sleepy-eyed men who pulled at 
their pipes outside the door had seem¬ 
ed quite Indifferent about the Are; bo 
much so that they had not even been 
talking about It, though it concerned 
them much, and was likely to concern 
them more, for nearly all were In the 
company's service. But they were Im¬ 
pressed by this telegram. The heat had 
drained the energy out of them, but 
they roused themselves and wondered 
what the president wanted to use the 
"alligator" warping tugs for, which 
was not manifest. His plan was so 
bizarre and strange that it did not oo- 
cur to anyone, but all had a deep re¬ 
spect for Sir John Hamilton's "little 
schemes."

Overcrowding is an evil which is 
dreaded by plants os much as by any 
Dth»*r organism endowed with life. So 
|lt Is that whan the time comes for the 
■weds of a plant or tree to start life on 
Ihetr own account, they are seldom al¬ 
lowed to remain In too close proximity 
their parent; but each la furnished 
rlth some means of transport to carry 
|t far away In search of a new home. 

And as we have long ago found out 
|for ourselves in dealing with the wind, 
rings and parachutes are two of the 
^hlef methods of utilizing It as a trans¬ 
port. It is true we have not been par- 
joulsrly successful with either our¬ 
selves. but the plants have been clever¬ 
er than we, and have found that, prop¬ 
erly manipulated, these flylng\ appli¬ 


ances give every satisfaction, though 
this happy result has not been attained 
without very skillful contrivance. 

Look, for Instance, says a writer In 
the October Pearson's, at that most 
beautiful parachute belonging to the 
rather ugly weed. John-go-to-bed-at- 
noon or tragopogon. It Is, Indeed, a 
most perfect piece of workmanship. 
The yellow seed containing the young 
plant forma the handle and gives the 
necessary weight. The ribs are of the 
finest, radiating from the center, and 
the daintiest cobweb covering winds In 
and out between them. 

The parachutes sway on high in the 
breeze, carried hither and thither by 
the lightest breath, and then at the 
first dead calm they fall like darts to 
the earth. The upper part becomes eas-

fly detached and the seed lies where it 
has fallen for good or evil. 

These fairy parachutes, to whose 
beauty no picture can do Justice, have 
tops about an Inch across, and are orig¬ 
inally all folded up as neatly ns a para¬ 
sol might be. and attached by the seed- 
end to the head of the flower stalk. 
Then there comes a dry day with warm 
sunshine, and the parachutes fly open 
altogether to form a head ns big. may¬ 
be. as a small orange; then comes a 
puff, and away they fly In all direc¬ 
tions carrying the little seed for out of 
sight on Its voyage of discovery. 

The thistle shows a variation. The 
hairs are long, the stem suppressed and 
the seed Is a parachutist, whose hold 
on its parachute Is of the lightest. In¬ 
deed. ns the down is borne along on the 
wind, the mere fact or Its striking an 
obstacle la sufficient to loosen this gen¬ 
tle clasp, and then, while the feathery 
hairs still go floating on. the seed falls 
straight to the ground, there to lie 
where chance has thrown It. 

Some plants Inclose their seed para¬ 
chutes Inside a pod with n tough skin, 
the better to shield them from adverse 
Influences, and that they may not be 
hustled Into beginning their Journey 
prematurely. Here the seeds, each fur¬ 
nished with a crown of long silken 
hairs, are packed carefully away in & 
strong, hard pod. The pod fails from 
the plant and Is. perhaps, carried far 
away; but it ts not until a suitable sea¬ 
son, when the conditions are favorable 
for the travelers within, that the box 
flies oj»en. Then the seeds with their 
silken crowns are free to go where they 
will, the wind blows, they rise from 
their warm bed and fly away to And 
new homes. 

Before turning from the parachutists 
to the seeds that travel by means of 
wings, one plant—a species of clematis 
—that provides Its offspring with a cu¬ 
rious screw-like apparatus. Is worthy 
of mention. The s*ed, when turned 
adrift, moves with a twisting movement 
— in the seine way n« a screw moves 
when being driven Into a piece of wood. 

Of plants with winged se<*d« the trop¬ 
ical Mezonourum plerygosphcrma is 
perhaps the most remarkable. The 
seed case consists of a long, thin, tri¬ 
angular pod. divided within into a 
dozen or more three-sided cupboards. 
E tch of these contains a neatly-packed 
seed provided with three wings, which 
fit so closely into the three corners that 
there Is not a particle of waste space,— 
[Pearson's Magazine,

utes after 1 o'clock, howling like a 
banshee. The old man stepped from 
his private car Into a crowd that would 
have closed around him and asked a 
hundred questions If he had not waved 
It back with a fat hand, upon which 
a diamond of great price flashed In the 
strong electric light. Perhaps the crowd 
was awed by the fifty-thousand-dollar 
Btone.

thing In the dark. In a fewr minutes 
the flotilla reached the village. 

The deep-throated whistles bellowed, 
and all the Inhabitants of Saint Gene¬ 
vieve who were loading their house 
furniture on to a lumber scow that 
lay alongside their w’harf dropped their 


loads and came to where the "alliga¬ 
tors" were crawling up on the smooth 
beach of red sand. 

These villagers were filled with curi¬ 
osity, which deepened when the hun¬ 
dred men with hand-spikes In their 
hands and skids on their shoulders, 
who knew Just what to do, having been 
told, leaped ashore, broke up without 
confusion into gangs of ten, and ad¬ 
vanced toward the whitewashed 
houses. The population of Saint Gene¬ 
vieve made inquiries In two languages, 
every man speaking at once, and when 
the beneficent intention of the men 
from Bowchink was explained to them 
they were a little dazed with surprise, 
but remained calm.

Therefore not 
much more than two hundred feet of 
each of the wire hawsers. which all

Thr n th^ wnrplng tug 0 cr^pt like hugs 
crawfish up into other positions oppo¬ 
site other cottages, and the same skid¬ 
ding and winch work w'as done over 
ACTln with assorted whoops and ths 
measured "hoy-yoe" of men heaving all 
together with bending hand spikes, 
many arms and backs always assisting 
the winding w Inches. Fo the work want 
on. and twelve of the cottages were as- 
chore*! in a row two hundred yards 
from land before the dawn came steal¬ 
ing over the round-flanked Laurendaa 
Hills on the eastern land line.

It was In this hour that the Are. havw 
ing devoured the cedar swamp, reacted 
out its red fangfl ajid took hold of ths 

dark, still pine forest, and bit Into th 
Afterward with deep roaring and crack- 
Hug and smashing sounds loud and 
sharp, the Are rolled towoi'ds Gheen#- 
wauk Lake, a tidal wave of flams «»- 
gulfing the wood a And billows of fit 
black smoke tossed and Shouldered 
above the Are. And through the smoke 
Mazing brands and embers and sparks 
were spewed end spat upward, and fed 
in a continuous red rain. 

The worker* at Saint Genevieve did 
not behold the fire until two hours 
after sunrise, but they smelt It while It 
was yet a far way off. Near T of tbs 
clock those whom business ft was to 
anchor the bouses off shore enjoyed a 
view of the Are, sulphur-yalkrw eod 
damask -red. ail along the sky above 
the wood* They Shouted to ths bogy 
men on shore, but these dM not work 
any hander or tester, bsoaoss they 
could not. Neither steam nor >*«""*«* 
energy was capable of higher pr—snrk 
There was two hundred pounds Id da 
boiler* and the men heaved and pasted 
mightily, and the sweat ran Into their 
eyes. But the work was slmnaf fin¬ 
ished. 

All but four of the oottages floated in 
safety off shore, and the power of all 
the chattering winches together h*fl 
torn the church, which was a wooden 
building, plastered on the outside^ off 
the four cedar posts it rested upon. It 
was what builders call a rough-oast 
edifice, and much more heavily framed 
than the houses, and It was Impossible 
to get skids under it. So the boats took 
positions abreast opposite It, and all 
four cables were made fast and with 
the four hundred indicated horse-power 
available they dragged the enuroh 
down to the water, while the men, har¬ 
ing cut away the base-boards with ax¬ 
es. pried with long poles to ease the 
building over lumps and roughness In 
Its path. With cheering that went far 
up through the smoke-bank that was 
heaping down and folding them around, 
they got the church afloat, and Father 
Fallance, who had done good work with 
a hand spike that night, said that Qod 
had ordered it all.

They 
found them, for they stood behind the 
church yard. In which the bones of 
many coureurs de bols lay disintegrat¬ 
ing. and the cottages were dragged 
over their grave* which was desecra¬ 
tion. but the living men we r e In hast* 
It was their last hour of time; they 
could hear the roar of the flame* and 
It was like the bellowing of a thousand 
mnd bulls. 

The brown drapery, of the smoke wag 
so thick that the engineers of the warp¬ 
ing tugs started their dynamo* again. 
But the search rays would not pene¬ 
trate the smudge. The much-enduring 
workers could not see, and the wood 
smoke was choking them, but they fin¬ 
ished their Job Just as a shower of Wag¬ 
ing chunks descended through the 
smoke upon the townslte of Balnt Gene¬ 
vieve.

Ten minutes afterward the M aIT1gat©f'“ 
boats were steaming at speed toward 
Bowchink, crowded with weary men 
whoee most pressing need was break¬ 
fast. After breakfast they would re¬ 
quire much sleep. They talked in 
French and English, and mentioned a 
strange thing that had happened after 
the smoke had closed around them dur¬ 
ing the last hour. They had seen noth¬ 
ing In the smoke, but they had heard

years he held a lucrative position.

Remained in Philippines. 

Bo he remained in the Philippines and 
his friends declared he was ruining his 
prospects for the love of a native girl. 
They called him a fool, and he. dis¬ 
gusted by their treatment of him and 
tils wife, left Manila for the country of 
the igorrates, with whom he soon be¬ 
came n power for good. 

Th»»n came ihe greatest blow of bis 
life. The woman for whom he had given 
up so much left him. She longed for the 
gay scenes of Manila and the quiet of 
the highlands had no attractions Tor 
her. Her husband and h eon and daugh¬ 
ter wore not sufficient company. The 
woman's departure left Scherer more 
of a pessimist than before, and, with 
hla two children, he lived apart from 
the other members of the white raoe, 

• • • 

Coming of Americans. 

It seemed that the coming of the 
Americans might solve for Scherer the 
problem of his future and the future 
of his two children, whom he has edu¬ 
cated afp»r the manner of Europeans, 
but his quarrel with the American Gov¬ 
ernor has caused him to retum to his 
old abode, and it Is said he has sworn 
to remain among the savages aa long 
as the white men are in eontiol of the 
Islands. 

If he keeps his vow there Is little In 
store for his children. Although Scherer 
Is a well-educated man and a linguist 
of ability his influence may not be suf¬ 
ficient to counteract the effect of the 
life among the "head-hunting" Igor¬ 
rates. His self-imposed exile would also 
be s blow to the American Government, 
for It would lose the services of a man 
who hos preached peace to the Filipinos 
and has time and again exerted his In¬ 
fluence to establish friendly relations 
between the natives and Ihc admlnis- 
tiailon of the island* 


RUDYARD KIPLING’S CHECKS. 


It is related that when Rudyard Kip¬ 
ling lived In America he tried a system 
of paying all household expenses l»y 
checks. Naturally those checks varied 
In amount, most of them being amalb— 
the majority were about a lollax or t>o. 
Butcher's bills, grocery bill* were set¬ 
tled promptly in this fashion, and. of 
course, Mr. Kipling's check book at 
home provided him with in accurate 
account of expenditure. *3ut when he 
sent in the bank book monthly to be 
examined the result w’ould never bal¬ 
ance. He invariably found that the 
amoufit to his credit was greater thnn 
It ought to be. and he tried to porsutie 
himself that this was owing to fils owm 
defective bookkeeping or to hta own bod 


head for figures. It was only by acci¬ 
dent that he discovered the secret. 
Many of the small checks were never 
presented at all—their value ns auto¬ 
graphs was greater than their bank 
value. Tradesmen sold them to cus¬ 
tomers at a profit. Instead of finding 
their way to the bankers the «hecks 
were carefully treasured. v’lslMag at a 
gentleman's house KlpUng hAd the 
pleasure (or the reverse) of seeing one 
of his checks banging framed on the 
wall. It was a check given for o case 
of bottled beer. No wonder the novel¬ 
ist's book* would not balance. Indig¬ 
nant at thl* discovery, he Is said to 
have burnt Ills check book and In fu¬ 
ture paid all accounts In hard cash^-

father-in-law at that time was badly 
frightened by the news, and Melville 
was the man to reassure them. He d d 
It so well. In fact, that King Christian 
decorated him with the Order of the 
Danebrog. 

The detective had a lot to do at home, 
but when the King decided to go to the 
Continent he particularly Insisted that 
Melville In person should go with him. 
and so "the Special and Political De¬ 
partment of the Criminal Jnvestlg.it Ion 
Department at Scotland Yard" had to 
get along as beet It could without Its 
famous chief. * 

That department with the long name 
Is used to the chief's absence, however, 
for the King rarely makes any Import¬ 
ant Journey without taking hla especial 
protector along, usually In the same 
compartment of his train or In the ad¬ 
joining stateroom of his steamer. The 
detective was an ordinary policeman 
not long * ago and never had much 
schooling, but he Is good looking, quick¬ 
witted, fits the clothes tpat one of the 
most fashionable of London tailors 
makes for him. has a beautiful toucb of 
Irish brogue and Is an entertaining com¬ 
panion. Aa a result, the King rather en¬ 
joys bis guardian's society, and many 
are the games of cards they have played 
together whan there was nothing better 
to do on a long Journey.

LIBRARY’S TEMPORARY QUARTERS. 


s«»ll. Resides the King and Qu*rn of 
Rngland there were at Fred'»lBeb'>rg the 
Uzar and Czarina, the King and Queen 
of Greece, the King of Sweden, three 
Crown Princes and some twenty lessor 
royal highnesses, and as the topic nat¬ 
urally uppermost In the minds of atl 
of them was ehe topic on which Mel¬ 
ville la eupposiwl to know more than any 
other man living, the chief was In great 
demand. 

This detective’s rise from the ranks 
has been extraordinary. Th* Irlsn dy¬ 
namiters brought him Into pr -mlnerne 
| In '84 when he was scarcely thi rty. The 
I alleged attempts to nlow up ihe ll-iuse 
of Commons and the Tower Bridge and 
the dynamite expl »slon at the old Scot¬ 
land Yard gave him hie chance, and 
| he caught and secured the conviction 
of most of the men Implicated In the 
plots, including Daly, who la now Mayor 
of Um-yiT.ek. He was bitterly charged 
at the time with lmvlng "planted" the 
whole conspiracy fi r his own glorifica¬ 
tion. 

Hla reputation became secure when 
he dug up a nest of anarchists who 
were manufacturing bmnbs at Walsall. 
One of the lot had set out with some 
bombs to blow up Greenwich observa¬ 
tory, but accidentally blew himself up 
h stead, and was found scattered about 
in small pieces in Greenwich Park. Mel¬ 
ville made a specialty of anarchists and 
monarchs after that, and It Is asserted 
that he now knows, at least by sight, 
every anarchist of any consequence In 
England and most of the Important 
ores on the Continent and can lay hla 
hand on them at any moment Nat¬ 
urally enough, he Is declared by the 
brotherhood to be utterly unscrupulous 
and ready at any time to sacrifice any 
one of then) to his own ambition. They 
have for him a hatred that speaks well 
for William Melville. 

The chief’s position In *the detective 
service Is rather peculiar, as the placo 
that he now holds was especially cre¬ 
ated for him. The detective depart¬ 
ment. under the supreme control of Sir 
Edward Bradford, now' consists of two 
branches. One, under Superintendent 
Donald Swanson, look* after burglars 
and pickpockets and the ordinary run 
of criminals. The special and political 
department, of whlrh Melville was late¬ 
ly made superintendent, has the more 
glided and picturesque end of the busi¬ 
ness. dealing with State affairs.

Irishmen Guard the King. 

It Is an odd fact that nearly every 
man In this department Is. like Mel¬ 
ville. an Irishman and a Roman Cath¬ 
olic. About five years ago the propor¬ 
tion of Irishmen became so large that 
recruits from the Emerald Isle were 
barred. I am told, on Irish authority, 
that as a result of this rule the eificien- 
cy of the special department became so 
seriously Impaired that the order had 
to be relaxed suddenly. 

It might be supposed that a body of 
men whose business required them to 
be so chummy with royalty might con¬ 
sist largely of those chosen partly be¬ 
cause of education, breeding and social 
address, but as a matter of fact mo9t 
of them have been ordinary policemen 
at $10 a week. Many of them get pre¬ 
cious little more than this now. and 
snlaries. nl! the way up to that of Mel¬ 
ville. who gets $6,000 a year, are low 
from the American viewpoint. This Is 
a sore subject with the Scotland Yard 
detectives, and on one or two occa¬ 
sion? within the last few years It has 
threatened serious trouble. 

• • • 

Guarding the Boyal Person. 

When the King Is In London he can 
scarcely s ir out of the house without a 
detective at his heels. He takes It good- 
naturedly enough, often chats with his 
keeper, arid on ocaalon has been known 


to pluck from his waistcoat pocket and 
pass over to the detective one of those 
huge black dollar cigars he always 
smokes when the circumstances permit. 
He may not even step around the cor¬ 
ner to his club, the Marlborough, with¬ 
out having one of his equerries Instruct 
a detective to stand at the club door 
and watch out for suspicious charac¬ 
ters. If he a* tends a private dinner 
party one of Melville’s men Is In the 
hailw’ay or lurking about the place. If 
he takes a run on his automobile the 
route Is kept secret and usually is cov¬ 
ered In advance by an emissary from 
Scotland Yard. Another detective eith¬ 
er travels with the King or follows him 
and keep* him In sigh . Furthermore, 
Chief Melvble has the right of entree 
at any time without Invitation at Marl¬ 
borough House, or wherever the King 
may be at any hour of the day or night. 

When the King Is to go board a yacht 
the vessel is Inspected from s em to 
stern by officers from Scotland Yard In 
search of explorfves or any other signs 
that the vessel has been tampered with. 
When he goes out riding his horse Is 
carefully overhauled by a veterinary 
surgeon to make sure that no one had 
Interfered with the animal. When pos¬ 
sible Information is given before hand 
as to what horses His Majesty will re¬ 
quire. and that night some trusted em¬ 
ploye of t},,% stable is lodged In a room 
directly over them.

The Care of Other Monarch*.

F OR almoet a year, or, to be ex¬ 
act, until August SI, 1802, pat¬ 
rons of the Polytechnic library 
must seek the condensed quar¬ 
ters at 316 West Walnut street, where 
the library has been temporarily set up 
until the completion of the new build¬ 
ing. In reality, the members of the 
society are benefited by the change, 
for the members* reading quarters on 
the second floor are an Improvement in 
every w'ay over the place In the old 
building. The people, however, who 
have no membership are the onea to 
suffer. The cramped condition has 
done away completely with that queer 
class known as "library habitues." 

In the temporary building, on Wal¬ 
nut street, between Third and Fourth, 
as one enters the front door he finds 
himself In a small hall that is almost 
completely filled by two tables. This 
hall Is the only free reading spot. Here 
the library fiend can read the dally 
papers or consult reference books, but 
beyond that he Is barred, for no fiction 
Is given out In the free reading room. 
On the right of the hall Is the wicket 
gate through which the books an* 
handed. This house Is half of an old- 
fkshloned three-story "double-box" 
building and In the two rooms on the 
light of the hall the books of history, 
literature and fiction are stored. Alto¬ 
gether there are 35,000 of them In three 


rooms, and fat man’s misery between 
all the cases. 

Back of these rooms is the office of 
the librarian. 

IWstalrs. on the second floor, the vis¬ 
itor comes to the members* reading 
quarters. There are two rooms, well 
lighted, quiet and In every way desir¬ 
able. Back "f these is the class room. 
The top story Is used as a storing place 
for the books for which there Is not 
room downstairs. Here are many 
Greek and Latin books, with all the 
French and German works the library 
affords. In one room, stacked up. cov¬ 
ering half the floor, are books to the 
value of 840,000. In another room are 
more books worth almost as much, 
though fewer In number. 

The statuary of the society, valued at 
$16,000, is stored In the Haldeman ware¬ 
house. One statue of Ilebe Is valued 
at $10,000. while another, of Venus, Is 
considered to be worth at least $5,000. 

Of the pictures ow ned by the society, 
a dozen are displayed on the walls of 
the temporary quarters, while many 
others are stored. 

The mineral collection, which Is very 
valuable, has been securely put away 
In the cellar of the building. 

Taking everything Into consideration, 
though the quarters are very small, 
yet the Foelety Is well lodged until the 
new building shall be ready for occu- 
i pancy.

While EmpeTor Wilhelm w*ns at the 
castle of Rominton recently every road 
leading to that royal residence waa 
patroled by two oompanfcs of Infantry, 
to say nothing of a strong force of 
police, authorized to arrest any sus¬ 
picious characters without formality. 
A few days ago two foreigners were 
taken In charge and were found to 
have Russian Anarchist literature in 
tlielr possession. They were promptly 
sent to prison an.! four peasants who 
had given them lodgings were quickly 
se n t to Join them. 

Naturally the Impulsiveness of the 
Kaiser makes It no Inzy man’s Job to s e 
that a proper guard accompanies hlim 
on hla different sudden expeditions; and 
the same thing applies to the King of 
Belgium. Leopold II. frequently darts 
off so unexpectedly that his bodyguard 
is left behind altogether.

It can be built by a car¬ 
penter. and painted bv a <m** member <>f 
the family Its drawers are for the h* 11- 
rng of towels. Ironing sheets, work 
Ninons, etc., while rhe shelve* supply a 
place for pref^rves, pickles and dainties 
L for winter use. 

The perfect kitchen boasts of three 
[ tables, a largo, substantial one of pine, 


Ing tray, where dishes from each course 
are placed when taken from the table, or 
desserts kept up to the point of serving. 

For dressing the closets narrow oil¬ 
cloth In* black and white pinked on the 
edge Is best, because when soiled it can 
be washed. It should be adjusted and 
tacked on all edges except the front 
so It will not roll up. 

Among contrivances of a useful nature 
Is an ironing board which, when not In 
use. becomes a seat. It may have a large, 
roomy drawer for the kc-eplng of hold¬ 
ers, wax. etc. 

Among new designs Is the kitchen cab¬ 
inet. or portable closet, full of pigeon¬ 
holes for apices, bins for flour and meat 
and other Ingredients used In cooking. 
In some of these portable affairs there is 
a wooden shelf which forms a table, and 
closes when not in use. These closets 
take up but little space and are movable 
anywhere 

For*the keeping of meats, milk, butter, 
lee. etc., the tiled refrigerator surpasses 
anything yet invented. It Is lined with 
pure white tiles, inside and out. and 
fitted up with all the conveniences re¬ 
quired. 

Yet with all these new additions for 
excellent housekeeping there Is still a 
homely, fascination in the old-fashioned 
farmhouse kitchen, with Its rag carpet.

For 
the cheese, which xotiu- aa», cotta nd others "smearcase," set two quarts 
of milk that has Just turned sour in a pan placed on the hack of the 
range; put an Iron ring, a trivet or half a dozen nails under the pan to 
keep It from direct contact with the range Heat the milk slowly until It 
reaches a temperature of about 100 degrees. A thermometer for testing 
liquids Is a convenience, but la* king this, use the Anger for testing. The 
clabber should not be much tuoic than lukewarm; set a wire strainer over 
a pan or bowl, lay In a large Mjuare of cheese cloth and turn In the heated 
milk or clabtn»r; tie and hang up for several hours so that the whey will 
dtaln off. Season with salt, *\v* et cream or softened butter, beating well until 
the curd Is broken thoroughly and seasoning distributed. Form into small 
rolls or balls and chill before serving 

Prepare cocoa with one-third milk to two-thirds water. Dissolve the cocoa 
In half of the water and add to the hot milk and water. Cook flve minutes. 
It Is improved by whipping like chocolate. A spoonful of whipped cream ou 
each cup Is a pleasant addition.

Being Told By Caleb Pow¬ 
ers Under Oath. 


MAKES A GOOD WITNESS. 


Ko Need For Attorneys To 
Ask Questions. 


HIS DENIALS ARE EMPHATIC. 


JOHN W. RAY. LAST WITNESS 
TOR STATE, IMPLICATES 
LEANDER GUFFY, 


WHO FORETOLD THE SHOOTING 


Georgetown, Ky.. Oct. 19 — [Special. 
The Commonwealth to-day closed Its 
case against Caleb Powers for complic¬ 
ity In the assassination of Goebel. Jere 
Morton, of Lexington, made the open¬ 
ing statement for the defense and Pow¬ 
er* * took the witness stand to testify In 
his own behalf. It Is not expected that 
he will finish hls direct examination be¬ 
fore Monday at noon. Then he will be 
subjected to a searching cross-examina¬ 
tion by the counsel for the Common¬ 
wealth. The examination of Powers is 
being conducted by R. C. Klnkead, of 
Louisville, but the attorney has not 
asked but eight or ten questions since 
the prisoner has been on the stand. 

The court Is allowing Powers to give 
hls testimony in a connected statement. 
He speaks emphatically and earnestly, 
and Is very deliberate In his testimony. 
He admits nearly every meeting and 
conversation detailed by Culton and 
Golden, but makes a sweeping denial of 
all their statements relative to the kill¬ 
ing of Goebel or members of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

• • • 

R*y Implicates Leander Guffy. 


John W. Ray. secretary to Appellate 
Judge White, was the last witness for 
the State. He swore that Leander 
Guffy. tipstaff of the Court of Appeals, 
told him an hour before Goebel was 
shot that “Goebel will never be Gov¬ 
ernor. He will be killed before the 
General Assembly convenes this morn¬ 
ing." 

Guffy said steps had been taken to 

keep harm from coming to Taylor. 

• • • 

Effort To Finish This Week. 


An effort Is being made by the State 
to finish the trial by the end of next 
week, but the defense Is still inclined to 
delay, and It Is a matter of doubt as to 
whether a verdict will be reached be¬ 
fore the term of court expires. How¬ 
ever, It Is the general opinion now that 
the case will be tried and a verdict 
reached before the session ends. 

Judge Cantrlll, who hns been 111 for 
some weeks, was not so well to-day. 
and It was plain to all persons In the 
trial room that he was suffering great 
pain. The Judge's general condition Is 
no worse, nowever. and he has been 
better since the trial started than he 
was before. 

• • • 

Commonwealth’s Lost Witness. 

When court convened this morning at 
9 o’clock the Commonwealth called 
John VV. Ray to the witness stand. Mr. 
Ray salJ he was secretary to Appellate 
Judge* White. 

“Do you know Leander Guffy?" asked 
Mr. Franklin. 

“I do.” replied Mr. Ray. 

“Did you have any conversation with 
him relative to the killing of William 
Goebel?" 

The defense objected, but the court 
overruled th** objection. 

“I did, sir." 

"Where and when did you have that 
conversation?" 

“It was Just about an hour before 
Mr. Goebel was shot, on Tuesday. Jan¬ 
uary' W. I was in Judge White’s study 
when Leander Guffy came In. He asked 
me what I thought cf the contest for 
the governorship. I do not know what 
I sold, but ho said. ‘Goebel will never 
be the Governor. He will be killed be¬ 
fore the General Assembly meets this 
morning.’ 1 asked him If Taylor would 
not be In danger, too. ami he replied: 
•No: provisions have been made to pre¬ 
vent that.* It was Just about an hour 
later when I was told that Mr. Goebel 
had been shot." 

At 9 25 o’clock Mr. Franklin arose 

and said: 

“The Commonwealth now rests Its 
cns*\ but we desire to have this Jury 
visit the seer.:* of the tragedy before 
any argument Is heard.” 

Th* Judg« said he would consider that 
later. 

• • • 

Defense Opens Its Case. 

Power*’ attorneys retired for a short 
consultation and at ? 35 o'clock Jere 
Morton, of Lexington, began to make 
the opening statement for the defend¬ 
ant. Judge Cantrlll allowed the State 
thirty minutes in which to state Its 
case, hut the court announced that he 
would pinc« no limit on the defense, 
providing a reasonable length of time 
wns taken. 

Mr. Morton began by paying a high 
tribute to the ability of William Goe¬ 
bel. He said Goebel wda the leader of 


the Democrats, while Caleb Powers 
“most ably led the Republicans." 

He Raid Powers wap a brilliant and 
ambitions young man with a great fu¬ 
ture before him. The *peak*r went 
bark to the .Music Hall convention 
which nominated Goebel, and spoke of 
the Intense bitterness between the two 
parties clear up to the time that the 
Legislature convened In Frankfort. 

The State objected to this line of 
speech, and Mr. FrAnklin said: 

‘The counsel la making nothing more 
nor less than an argument. He has the 
wrong conception of an opening state¬ 
ment." 

The court overruled the objection, and 
the speaker proceed' d. He compared 
the killing of Goebel to the killing of 
Clayton in the Clay ton-Breckinrldge 
contest for the governorship of Arkan¬ 
sas He said many persons during the 
heated excitement of those days thought 
Breckinridge ruluht have had something 
to do with the shooting of Clayton, but 
nfter the bitter feeling subsided no one 
thought that a man of Breckinridge’s 
high character could have been guilty 
of such a crime. So It was, he said, In 
the case of Caleto Powers. 

• • • 

Attacks Reward Fund. 

“In trying this case, gentlemen of the 
Jury, you should keep twe facts con¬ 
stantly before you. You should recall 
the storm of passion raging In Frank* 
fort prior to the shooting of Goebel. 
The air was filled with threats. Nearly 
all men made them. The second Ls that 
you should not lose sight of the fact 
that the Legislature of your State ap¬ 
propriated $100,000 for the conviction of 
Mr. Goebel's murderers. That places a 
premium on perjury.” 

He said Culton and Golden had sworn 
falsely. It was apparent, and that the 
Jury could not convict on the testimony 
of these two witnesses unless they were 
corroborated by other witnesses, and he 
did not believe they had been. 

Mr. Morton’s speech was conceded by 
all who heard him to be a very adroit 
argument, and one which showed con¬ 
siderable preparation and study. He 
finished at 10:55 o’clock.

Caleb Powers took the stand In hls 
own defense. R. C. Kinkead. of Louis¬ 
ville, conducted the examination In 
chief. 'Hie defendant admitted that he 
brought the mountain men to Frank¬ 
fort, but said it was simply to protect 
hls office. He said he told hls political 
friends to bring good citizens, sober and 
discreet, but men who would "stand up 
for their rights," and not allow the 
Democrats to deprive them of the of¬ 
fices to which they believed they had 
be°n rightfully and honestly elected. 

At 12:30 o'clock court adjourned for 
dinner. When the session was resumed 
at 1:4b o’clock the defendant made a 
sweeping and emphatic denial of all the 
statements credited to him by Culton 
and Golden, relative to Intimidating the 
Legislature, killing Goebel and other 
Democratic officials. He said he never 
said that if the men who helped him 
raise the mountain army failed In their 
undertaking they would be arrested for 
conspiracy. 

At one meeting, he sold. Sheriff Bur¬ 
ton. of Breckenrtdge county, in an Im¬ 
passioned speech, said the way to settle 
the eon-test wan to explode a few car¬ 
tridges at the Capital Hotel. He said 
he arc** and said: “If such statements 
are made In my office. I shall withdraw 
from this meeting and resign my of¬ 
fice.*’ 

He said prior to the shooting of Goe¬ 
bel, he did not know Jim Howard, Ber¬ 
ry Howard, Harlan Whittaker or Dick 
Combs. 

He was only acquainted with Taylor, 
Finley, Golden and Culton. 

At 5 o’clock court was adjourned un¬ 
til 7:30 p. m. 

• • • 

Denies That Youtsey Had Key. 


When court convened this evening 
Powers was asked about the Monday 
morning when Golden claimed John L. 
Powers gave Henry Youtsey the key 
to the Secretary of State's office. 

“My brother. Golden and I came from 
the Capital Hotel on that morning. In 
the hallway of the Executive building 
I was approached by Youtsey, who 
wanted the key to my office. I told him 
I was going to use my office, and that 
l did not want him In there anyway. 
1 gave Mr. Youtsey no key to my office, 
neither did my brother, for he did not 
have a key to my office. When I found 
Youtsey in my office with a gun across 
his lap, the southwest window raised 
and the blind pulled down. I asked him 
what he was doing there. He said he 
was Just preparing If any trouble came 
up. I asked him If he intended to do 
any shooting from my office. I do not 
remember what he said. I then went 
to McKenzie Todd, Gov. Taylor’s sec¬ 
retary. and told him Youtsey acted like 
a crazy man and asked him to talk 
with Youtsey and to tell him to keep 
out of my office.” 

Powers explained hls absence from 
Frankfort on the day Goebel wms shot 
by saying that he went to Louisville to 
consult with George W. Long and oth¬ 
ers about bringing another crowd of 
men from Southern and Western Ken¬ 
tucky. 

• • • 

His Conference With Judge Yost. 

Powers said that when he learned that 
It was charged that the shot was fired 
from hls office he sought advice from 
Judge Yost as to what to do. First. It 
was determined that he should go to 
Mr. Franklin and tell him Just what he 
had testified to and offer hls aid In get¬ 
ting at the real facts In order to prevent 
any reflections from being thrown on 
him. Then Judge Yost said Mr Frank¬ 
lin might not believe that he was hon¬ 
est In hls efforts to find the real crim¬ 
inal and would regard hls action as an 
indication that he knew S'-m* thing about 
the murder. Consequently, he did not 
go. He tried to flee from Frankfort be¬ 
cause he feared mob violence, and did 
not bell if V' at that time that ;t would 
be possible to eliminate politics from hls 
hearing to such an extent that would 
enable him to get a perfectly fair trial 
He said when he was arrested’ In Lex¬ 
ington he was cursed, struck and rough¬ 
ly treated. 

• • • 

Advised Golden To Surrender. 

Powers said he advised Wharton Gold, 
en to surrender when he told him there 
was a warrant out for his arrest. He 
said Golden told him he knew nothing 
whatever about the killing of Goebel, 
but that Tom Cromwell had told Hint 
that the Commonwealth "only wanted 
big fishes and would get them through 
th<* little fishes." 

At 9 45 o'clock Judge Cantrlll ad¬ 
journed court until 9 o’clock M nday 
morning.

When asked as to the meaning of the 
violent denunciation of President 
Roosevelt by a number of Southern 
newspapers for giving the colored ora¬ 
tor a dinner at the White House, Frof. 
Washington said: 

"I do not care to say much about the 
matter. I think the newspapers are get¬ 
ting up a sensation over it and they do 
not voice the opinion of the Southern 
people. However, they are hurting the 
entire South more than they are Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt. They represent a tran¬ 
sient emotional sentiment on the part 
of a class of the white people of the 
South, but sttch feelings do not last, do 
not Indicate the general feeling and 
opinion of Southern people." 

"Have you been personally acquaint¬ 
ed with President Roosevelt for some 
time?" asked the reporter. 

"Yes; 1 have knowm him for a num¬ 
ber of years. We have consulted to¬ 
gether many times over matters per¬ 
taining to my race In the South. The 
President is very much interested In the 
Tuskegee work and keeps posted on It 
right along. As far as l c*n learn Of 
him he makes no distinction as to the 
color of a man’s cuticle when he wants 
to get at facts, and ls as ready to con¬ 
sult with the negro tj Indian or China¬ 
man as he Is with • the Anglo-Saxon 
when he w*ants to get at the whole sit¬ 
uation In any line of hls work. I esteem 
him very highly as a man of sense and 
Integrity. 

"There were two or three other guests 
with us at the dinner given by the 
President. It was a private affair." 

“Have you not been received at the 
homes of some of the best white peo¬ 
ple of the South?” asked the reporter. 

“I have," said Prof. Washington. “1 
do not weigh very heavily these violent 
outbursts of a few of the newspapers, 
and think It will blow over soon," 


ROOSEVELT IS AMUSED. 

It Is Pointed Out That Washington 
Has Been Honored Abroad. 

Washington. Oct. 19.—President 
Roosevelt has a fine sense of humor 
and while he regrets that he has with¬ 
out malice stirred up a tempest for the 
Southern editors by entertulning Prof. 
Booker T. Washington at dinner, he 
cannot put aside the humorous side of 
the situation. The Governors of Ala¬ 
bama, the Senators and Representa¬ 
tives from that Slate recognized Wash¬ 
ington as a man of exceptional ability, 
and Senator Morgan praised hls work 
for both races and better fee.lng among 
the people in a speech In the United 
States Senate. Washington has enter¬ 
tained more distinguished men at Lhe 
Tuskegee Institute that any other man 
in the State, If not in the South, Pres¬ 
ident McKinley and hls Cabinet, accom. 
panted by many other distinguished 
men. were the guests of Washington at 
Tuskegee two years ago, and they 
lunched at hls table. 

Washington was the gucct of honor at 
a banquet In Paris three yeais ago, 
when Ambassador Porter presided and 
ex-PresIdent Harrison and Archbishop 
Ireland were among th.- guests. He was 
received by Queen Victoria, und took 
tea in Buckingham Palace the same 
year. 

When he returned to this country 
Washington received invitations from 
all parts of the South to deliver ad¬ 
dresses. He was received by the Gov¬ 
ernors of Georgia. Virginia, West Vir¬ 
ginia and Louisiana. He spoke to many 
mixed audiences in the South, where 
whites and blacks united to do hlrn 
honor. When the people of Atlanta 
wanted an appropriation from Oongrcs* 
for their Exposition in 1895 they sent a 
large committee of the most distin¬ 
guished men In the South to the na¬ 
tional capital to plead their cause. 
Booker T. Washington was one of the*e. 

Washington was also Invited to help 
the white people of South Carolina se¬ 
cure help for their exposition ut 
Charleston, and they marie him super¬ 
intendent of the negro exhibit at that 
exposition to be given the coming wIn¬ 
ter. Then? Southern men have encour¬ 
aged Washington and praised him for 
the work h-» Is doing for the South. 
They have recognized In him the great¬ 
est agent for upbuilding the South by 
quieting the racial feeling there. They 
rtlil hope to have President Roosevelt 
visit the South, and if he goes he will 
go os the guest of Booker T. Washing¬ 
ton. 

Southern men have called at the 
White House to-day. as usual, to nsk 
for favors at the hands of the Presi¬ 
dent.

Niagara Falls. Ont., Oct. 19.—The bodies of nine American soldiers 
who were killed In the battle of Lundy’s Lane were reinterred this aft¬ 
ernoon near the spot where they fell in the bloody strife nearly one hun¬ 
dred years ago. The bodies were discovered several months ago and were 
identified by means of buttons and accouterments as members of the 
Ninth United Stater infantry. 

In reporting the discovery to the State Department. Mr. Brush, United 
States Consul here, suggested that the bodies be burled either at Fort 
Porter or Fort Niagara, but later, at the request of Canadian officials and 
members of the Lundy's Lane Historical Society, it was recommended 
that the reinterment take place at Lundy's Lane battlefield. where the 
bodies were discovered. This was approved by the State Department 
and War Department, and details were arranged under their direction. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon a company of red-conted Canadian soldiers 
met a detachment of American soldiers at the center of the upper steel 
arch bridge and escorted them to Lundy’s Lane. The ceremonies took 
place In the presence of a company of distinguished representatives of 
the Canadian and American Governments, veterans and historical organ¬ 
izations and prominent citizens of the Niagara frontier.

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BOURBON COUNTY COURTHOUSE 

IS DESTROYED BY FLAMES 


The Building Is a Complete Wreck, Only the Walls 
Being Left Standing-=The Records Safe. 


Paris, Ky.. Oct. 19.—[Special.]-A de¬ 
fective flue started a blaze In the celling 
of the Circuit Court room In the Paris 
courthouse this morning and In an hour 
the building was In ruins. The alarm 
was given about 10:45 o’clock, when Al¬ 
bert Rice, the Janitor, noticed dense vol¬ 
umes of smoke pouring from the Circuit 
Court room. The Are department re¬ 
sponded promptly, but Its work was 
badly handicapped by poor water pres¬ 
sure, and a lack of ladders to reach 
the seat of the fire. Farmed by a strong 
wind, the fire spread rapidly, ami In 
forty minutes the building from the first 
story to the top of the tower was a ma*s 
of flames. At 11:20 o’clock the big tow¬ 
er fell, carrying with It the heavy slate 
roof and the upper flour and completing 
the wreck. Only the walls are left stand¬ 
ing. 


The Lexington fire department re¬ 
sponded to a telegraphic call, but could 
render no uld on account of the pour 
water facilities. The records in the vari¬ 
ous offices are thought to be saf*\ as 
they were in fire-proof vaults, but are 
possibly slightly damaged by smoke or 
water. Several narrow escapes were 
made by firemen from being crushed by 
the falling floors and cornices. 

The building was erected in 1872 at a 
cost of $145,900. and was considered one 
of the handsomest and best appointed 
structures of Its kind In the State. There 
is $52,509 insurance on the house, and 
$7,000 on the furnltur*. The old build¬ 
ing was burned In 1871. It was tKhis* 
torlc structure, all the noted Kentuck¬ 
ians In their days having spoken within 
its walls.

HISTORIC DANVILLE BUILDING 

TO BE SOLD AT AUCTION 


Danville. Ky . Oct 19 —[Special ]-By 
an order Issued at the last term of Cir¬ 
cuit Court, the historic building on 
Second street, known as the McDowell 
building, will be sold at auction Mon¬ 
day. which Is court day. This struct¬ 
ure ls one of the oldest in the State, 
nnd is famous wherever medical science 
is known. It was here that £>r. Eph- 
rlam McDowell, in the winter of 1809, 
performed the first successful operation 
in ovariotomy—an operation up to that 
time considered impossible by the lead¬ 
ing physicians, and extremely danger¬ 
ous and difficult with the surgical In¬ 
struments at that time in use. Since 
that time this particular branch of sur¬ 


gery baa developed Into what might 
be termed a science by Itself. 

Recently the building has been much 
neglected. The grow th of the town has 
left It In an undesirable location, and 
no rare has been taken to preserve It 
In any way, not withstand the efforts 
made at various times by members of 
the Central Kentucky Medical Associa¬ 
tion to gain possession of It. and keep 
It In repair. At one time It warn sug¬ 
gested that the members of the asso¬ 
ciation purchase the structure, and 
convert it into a hall suitable for hold¬ 
ing their regular meetings.

AMONG THE REPUBLICANS. 


State Executive Committee Adopts 
Resolutions Refusing To Either 
Support Or Oppose the 
Measure. 


Birmingham. Ala.. Oct. 19.—[Special ] 
—The Republican State Executive Com¬ 
mittee, of Alabama, with leading Re¬ 
publicans from all parts of the State, 
met here to-day on call of Chairman 
William Vaughan, to consider what ac¬ 
tion the party should take with refer¬ 
ence to ratification or rejection of the 
new Constitution. The full committee 
was represented, either in person or by 
proxy, while no less than a dozen oth¬ 
ers were present.

THREE TRIALS FOR A TRIMBLE

WHO KILLED THOMAS CRAIG. 


Originally Oiven Seventeen Years In 
Prison and Hls Last State Is 
Worse Than the First. 


A NOTED CASE IS SETTLED. 


HEAVY RAINSTORM STOPS THE 
FIRE'S PROGRESS. 


LOSS WILL BE OVER $400,000. 


Bedford. Ky.. Oct. [Special.]— 
Samuel Abbott was convicted here to¬ 
day on the charge of murder and hls 
punishment fixed at life Imprisonment. 
This is the third time Abbott has been 
found guilty. The first time he was 
given seventeen years In the peniten¬ 
tiary; the next time a life sentence and 
to-day the second life sentence was af* 
firmed. 

The case Is one of the most famous 
that has ever occupied the attention 
of the Trimble Circuit Court. Inas¬ 
much as the Court of Appeals has re¬ 
versed the lower court’s decision twice, 
it has attracted unusual attention. 

Sam Abbott killed Tom Craig In 
April. 1899. The testimony at each trial 
has shown that Craig seduced Abbott’s 
sister, and that she gave birth to a 
child Sunday morning, April 16, 1899; 
that on the night of the same day, 
Craig procurer a marriage license and 
married the girl ho had wronged, the 
ceremony being performed while the 
brbb* lay In bed. by the aide of her 
new-born babe; tl.nt Sam Abbott, the 
brother, was present; that on Monday 
night Craig went to the store at Wise’s 
Landing ur.d Just uj he started up the 
steps to the place was shot and almost 
Instantly killed bv Sam Abbott, who 
cried as he fired, "]>—n you; you ruined 
my sister!" 

• • • 

His First Trial. 


Abbott was arrested and lodged In jail 
here. He was first tried In October. 1899, 
when the Jury, perhaps reading the un¬ 
written law. gave him seventeen years. 
The Court cf Appeals reversed on the 
ground that the court had not instructed 
the Jury as to sanity. On the trial of 
the case again. In October. 1900, the pun¬ 
ishment was fixed at life, six of the 
jurors being for hanging. Tills gave a 
shock to the defendant’s counsel, and 
forthwith the case was again tak w n to 
the Court of Appeals, which for a second 
time reversed the decision, claiming that 
incompetent evidence had been ad¬ 
mitted. This evidence was to the effect 
that Craig had rented a home for hls 
wife and child on Monday morning and 
intended to take them there as soon as 
Mrs. Craig was able to move, and that 
he was on hls way to the store to buy 
flannel* and other clothing for the baby 
when shot down. This testimony was 
not Introduced at the trial Just ended 
to-day. but Abbott was sent up for life 
without It and there are those who say 
that but for the fact that the defendant 
w f as so emaciated from long ecnfln*m* nt 
the Jury would have voted on hanging.

Legal Talent Involved. 

The array of legal talent In the easG 
wms very brilliant. For the defense 
there were John D. Carroll, L. F. Zur- 
phos, J. W. McCain, C. B. Terrill. D. H. 
Peak and W. F. Peak; for the prosecu¬ 
tion, Commonwealth’s Attorney R. F. 
Peak. County Attorney G. W. Peak ard 
W. B. Moody. There were two Peaks 
on each side. G. W., R. F.. and D. II. 
are brothers, while W. F. Peak is the 
father. The Abbott and Craig fami¬ 
lies have been closely connected for 
years by marriage. *>ne of Craig’s sis¬ 
ters married Abbott’s brother, while 
one of Abbott’s sisters married Craig. 
Then a niece of Craig married another 
brother of Abbott.

AGENTS REQUIRED FOR 
OUT-OF-STATE CORPORATIONS 


Halifax, N. S.. Oct. 19.—Th* prosper- 
ous and thriving town of Sydney was 
almost wiped out of exlatence to-day by 
a fierce conflagration which started 
about 2 o'clock. The flames, which 
were fanned by a forty-five-mlk* gal 2 , 
swept through the principal business 
portions of the town, causing ruin and 
devastation. Four blocks of the finest 
business buildings are In ashes. 

The only thing that saved the city 
from total destruction was a heavy 
rainstorm which net in after dark, and 
as the wind decreased in fury the fire¬ 
men and hundreds of miners succeeded 
In getting the fire under control. Over 
pixty buildings are in ashes, and many 
more are badly scorched The buildings 
w'ere nearly all large wooden structures, 
and they burned so fiercely that it was 
impossible to save any of their con¬ 
tents. 

• • • 

Poor Water Supply. 

The firemen were greatly handicapped 
at the outset by the poor supply of wa¬ 
ter. The fire started In a thre?-*tory 
building on Charlotte street, occupied by 
A. D. Gillis and Gordon & Keith. When 
the firemen arrived on the scene the 
building was burning fiercely and the 
wind was blowing the flames over the 
tops of the adjoining buildings. In a 
very short time the fire spread to the 
buildings occupied by Carr, Jeweler; 
Blanchard. Bentley & Co., and the Marl, 
time Premium Company. Then it spread 
to some small buildings on the opp site 
side of the street and Jumped to the 
large department store of Prowse Bros. 
& Crowell, which was soon doomed The 

whole town was then threatened. 

• • • 

Aid Sent. 


Assistance was sent for and the fire 
departments of North Sydney and 
Glace Bay responded, and on arrival 
got quickly lo work, but every effort 
to stay the flames was of no avail. The 
fire swept from Charlotte to Prince 
street and as far south as George street, 
carrying everything before It. Half an 
hour after the fire started one-quarter 
of the business portion of the town was 
In llames. 

The town’s water supply now gave 
out and the engines had to be sent to 
the harbor to pump whaler. • 

At 4.30 o’clock two of the business 
blocks were destroyed, and the fire 
spread to Bentlck street, and half an 
hour later Bruce, George, Bentlck and 
Chartedte streets were a mass of fire 
The miners resorted to the use of dy¬ 
namite, and several buildings were 
blown up. with but little effect, ns the 
strong wind carried the burning embers 
to other buildings. 

The fine building belonging to the 
Union Bank of Halifax and the Bap¬ 
tist and Presbyterian churches were 
soon destroyed. 

At 7 o'clock the Are had reached the 
east end of Charlotte street, and here 
Its progress was stayed. 

The blocks on Wentworth. Prince and 
Pitts streets and half a block on 
George street w’ere destroyed. 

The fire is supposed to have been 
started by th* bursting of an oil stove. 
It is Impossible to estimate the loss 
at present, but It Is roughly placed at 
between 1400,000 and $500,000. of which 
not more than half is covered by In¬ 
surance.

Ho 
started again at 2:42 p. m. t rose 259 
yards and then pointed fer the Eiffel 
Tower, the balloon go ng In a straight 
line. It was seen through field glass*a 
to arrive at the tower and round It. The 
time up to that point, with the wind In 
the balloon’s favor, was eight mlnutea 
and forty-five seconds. It returned 
against the wind and made slower head¬ 
way. but still kept In the true direction 
for St. Cloud, which it reached In the 
total time of twenty-nine minutes fifteen 
seconds But Instead of returning Im¬ 
mediately, M. Santos-Dumont made a 
bnarl sweep over the Aero Club grourds. 
with the result that another minute and 
twenty-fl/e seconds were consumed be¬ 
fore the workmen seized the guide rope. 
Thus technically M. Santos-Dumont ex¬ 
ceeded the time limit by forty seconds. 
• • • 

Is Given An Ovation. 


The enormous crowd that had gath¬ 
ered inside and outside the grounds gave 
the aeronaut a tremendous ovation. As 
hls basket came In speaking distnnee, 
Santos-Dumont leaned over the aide and 
asked: 

“Have I won the prize?" 

Hundreds of spectators shouted “Yes. 
Yes.” but the Count de Dion, a member 
of the committee, approached and threw 
a damper on the enthusiasm by saying: 
“My friend, you have lost the prize by 
forty seconds.” 

Numbers of the onlookers protested 
against this announcement in lively 
terms, but the Count de Dion said: 

"That Is the decision of the commit¬ 
tee. In accordance with the rules of 
the club." 

The crowd, howeve^, refused to ac¬ 
cept this view and a warm discussion 
ensued, many of the spectators taking 
the ground that Santos-Dumont \va3 
entitled to the prize because he had 
reached the ground within thirty min¬ 
utes, although he had not descended 
Immediately. 

• • • 

Did Not Care For Prize. 

The aeronaut. after protesting 
against the decision of the committee, 
finally shrugged hls shoulders and re¬ 
marked: 

“Anyway I do not care personally 
for the 100.000 francs. 1 intended to 
give it to the poor.” 

The crowd persisted in declaring that 
Santos-Dumont had won. 

The number of women, who were 
present, threw dowers over the aero- 
nnut. others offered him bouquets, amt 
ore admirer, to the amusement of the 
• nlookers, even presented him with a 
little white rabbit. 

At this moment M Deutsch himself 
arrived at the club grounds, having 
only shortly before that moment 
reached Paris from Biarritz, He ad¬ 
vanced. embraced Santos-Dumont, 
shook hands with him and said: 

“For my part. 1 consider that you 
have won the prize." 

The crowd then gave the two men a 
great ovation, cheering heartily for* 
Santos-Dumont and Deutsch. 

• • • 

Terms Recently Modified. 

Santos-Dumont claim* that he won 
the prize because he reached the park 
within the time, and that the original 
rules governing the contest made no 
mention of having to touch the ground. 

The dispute Is due to the action of tha 
committee which some time ago modi¬ 
fied the terms of the contest by Insert¬ 
ing the latter stipulation. f>antos-l>u- 
munt at the time protested, and refused 
to be bound by the fresh regulation, 
nnd strenuously upheld this view with 
the Count de Dion and other members 
«*f the committee, on descending to-day, 
finally declaring that he considered that 
he bnd won the prize and would no; try 
again. 

If the money was withheld It was not 
hin fault. 

M. Deutsch said he would give 25.000 
francs to the poor notwithstanding the 
decision of the committee, but Santos- 
Dumont declined to accept the Offer a a 
a solution of the difficulty. 

• • • 

Great Crowd Around the Tower. 


There was a large assemblage of peo¬ 
ple at the Eiffel Tower, and consider¬ 
able interest was manifested In the ex¬ 
periment In other parts of Paris, group* 
of people gathering in the streets to 
watch the progress of the balloon with 
its long guide rope hnnglng and white 
canvas propeller* whirling around, 
while those below distinctly distinguish, 
ed the loud buzzing of the motor. 

Santos-Dumont rounded the Eiffel 
Tower between the second and topmost 
platforms about eevcnty-flvq yards 
away from the tower. 

The balloon pitched somewhat when 
going again : t the wind, and Bantos- 
Dumont. when he dose*ruled, said the 
motor suddenly at apply while the bal¬ 
loon was a little* distance from the tow¬ 
er. He thought he might have to de¬ 
scend. but luckily he succeeded in get¬ 
ting the machine started again. From 
that time on during the trip the motor * 
worked satisfactorily.

DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY. 


The Louisville Home Telephone Com¬ 
pany is being financed on a basis of one 
million dollars* worth of bonds and one 
million dollars* worth of common stock. 
All of the bonds—5 per cents.—have 
been subscribed for at par. the stock 
feeing given as a bonus with the bonds. 

The plan of procedure has not been 
generally known in money circles, 
hence It has created little discussion. 
Yesterday, however, a prominent dir 
rector of the company. Mr. Charles J. 
Doherty, gave a Courier-Journal re¬ 
porter the flname scheme, and It is 
made public this morning for the first 
time. 

M Our company. M said Mr. Doherty, 
"will issue 1,000 5 per cent, bonds of 
11,000 each. The entire Issue has al¬ 
ready been subscribed to. Between 
1225.000 and $250,000 of this has been 
taken in Louisville, the remainder in 
different sections of the country. It is 
lio secret, of course, that the Central 
Construction Company of Ohio is build¬ 
ing the plant. It has floated that part 
Df the issue not taken up here. 

• • • 

Eastern Money At Back. 


"This company is backed by a syn¬ 
dicate that has a clientele In the East, 
ready and willing to gobble up any¬ 
thing that looks good. I recall the 
visit of a capitalist to Toledo a few 
days ago. He stepped Into the inde¬ 
pendent office and wanted to buy $50,- 
000 of ‘Louisville.' When told that he 
could not get It he took $50,000 of ‘To¬ 
ledo.* The construction company is 
building the ‘Home* Exchange of To¬ 
ledo. 

•’With each bond we give ten shares 
of common stock. We expect to make 
this stock earn Itself. The man who 
Invests In a bond then gets his 5 per* 
rent, dividend annually and when the 
stock becomes a 4. 5 or 6 per cent, divi¬ 
dend payer it will be up to par. Thus 
be has got $2,000 for $1,000. As we can- 
pot go to an Investor, as does the bank¬ 
er. and say. ‘we will guarantee you so 
much dividend.* It Is necessary for us 
to Invite wealth by inducement. The 
man Investing with us allows his cap¬ 
ital to lie idle for many months; so, to 
reimburse him, we have given him as a 
bonus the same amount of stock as he 
lakes bonds. 

• • • 

Large Amount Taken Locally. 

r - 

"We are happy to say that the $225.- 
000 to $250,000 taken by Louisville Is 
distributed among 150 citizens. We are f 
anxious to get a large humber of small 
investors, rather than a small num¬ 
ber of large Investors, and are happy 
in the outcome." 

Asked whnt arrangement had been 
made with the Central Construction 
Company. Mr. Doherty said: “The com¬ 
pany will complete the plant In every 
pArtlcul.tr, and when K has finished 
will receive as its compensation 10 per 
cent, of the cost of construction. It 
will reimburse Mr. E. C. Coleman for 
thf $10,000 he spent for th»* francht*** 
and give him. besides. $20,000 In bonds 
and stock.*' 

“What will be the cost of the plant?" 
was asked Mr. Doherty. 

“Somewhere In the neighborhood of 
$600,000." said the director, “although I 
can give few figures to bear this out. 
Jn the first place, the lot on which we 
are building will coat $13,000. and the 
house about $32,000. The switchboard 
will not fall short of $100,000. It will 
have a capacity of 12,000 'phone**, 
though only 5.000 will be Installed at 
first. Mr. Coleman, as before stated, 
will be paid $30,000. 

• • • 

Heavy Construction Expense. 

"These foot up $165,000. and I have not 
referred to the construction. Of course 
it will be the big item of expense. There

LOUISVILLE’S NAME GREETED 
WITH CHEERS. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 19 —Charlemagne 
Tower, United States Ambassador to 
Russia, has returned from Berlin and Is 
continuing his exertions in behalf of 
Miss Stone, the kidnaped American mis¬ 
sionary. The Russian Foreign Office is 
showing sympathy and willingness to 
assist Mr. Tower. H*» has seen Dr. 
Dimitri Standoff, the Bulgarian repre¬ 
sentative here, and through him has in¬ 
formed the Bulgarian Government of 
the intent interest taken In the case In 
the United States Mr. Tower learned 
through Dr. Standoff that the Bulga. 
rlans have cleared the frontier region 
where the brigands are supposed to be 
hiding, of the entire population. In order 
to surround the brigands more effective¬ 
ly. 

According to the latent reports re¬ 
ceived at the Embassy the brigands are 
inclined to surrender to Bulgaria, and it 
Is still hoped. In view of Consul General 
Dickinson’s negotiations, that the life of 
Miss Stone will be saved. 

THE SEARCH CONTINUED, 

But No News Has Been Received 
From the Brigands. 

Constantinople, Oct. 19.—Neither W. 
W. Poet, treasurer of the American Bi¬ 
ble House, nor Spencer Eddy, secretary 
of the United States Legation, had re¬ 
ceived any news up to noon to-day from 
the missionaries who are searching for 
the brigands who kidnaped Miss Ellen 
M. Stone and her companion. Mme. Tsll- 
ka. 

Messrs. Peot and Eddy had a long 
conference to-day as to the advisability 
of re-enforclng the searchers, but de¬ 
cided that the present arrangements 
sufficed. Consul General Dickinson re¬ 
mains at Sofia and will operate from 
there until the liberation of Miss Stone 
Is accomplished. 

The difficult nature of the country 
handicaps th<* searchers and heavy 
rains have increased the difficulty of 
traversing the paths which are the only 
tneans of access to the hiding places of 
the bandits in the rugged mountain 
range, flanked on the west by the Rllo 
and on the c.*a*t by the Rhodope moun¬ 
tains, the summits of which are already 
capped with snow extending some dis¬ 
tance down. 

Thick mists generally envelop the 
region In autumn, preventing mount¬ 
aineers. shepherds and woodcutters 
from traveling. Early In the week one 
of the missionary searchers actually lo¬ 
cated the band, and was approaching 
their retreat when the brigands, appar-^ 
cntly fearing the approach of troops, 
shifted their quarters and track of 
them was again lost. Now. however, 
that the troops have been called off, the 
directors of the search are hopeful of 
making better progress, though they 
point out that even after the brigands 
are found the negotiations may be pro¬ 
longed. especially In view of the lack of 
telegraphic facil ities. _

Lieut. Brown comes from an old Ken¬ 
tucky family, and a number of prom¬ 
inent Kentuckians, including Associate 
Justice Harlan, of the Supreme Court, 
have interested themselves in his be¬ 
half. The record of the case contains 
some Interesting facts. Brown was 
originally charged with murder in the 
first degree, but the court did not find 
him guilty of that charge. The inci¬ 
dent in which Lieut. Brown was In¬ 
volved occurred in the autumn of 1900, 
and while It Attracted much local com¬ 
ment at the time, no official cognizance 
of the matter was taken until MaJ. R. 
A. Brown. Inspector General of the De¬ 
partment of Southern Luzon, learned 
of the case and preferred charges 
against the Infantry officer. 

It appears that a soldier of the Sec¬ 
ond Infantry, while attempting to ford 
a stream, was drowned, and that a na¬ 
tive spectator stood Idly by, although 
able to save the soldier. The Indiffer¬ 
ence of the Filipino, which was re¬ 
ported to Lieut. Brown by the drowned 
soldier** comrades, so exasperated the 
officer that he drew his revolver and 
shot the native, killing him on the 
spot.

THE HEAD GARDENER AND HIS 
MODEST SALARY. 


New York. Oct. 19—A Washington 
letter to the Post says; 

The reported purpose of the present 
occupants of the “Executive Mansion" 
to discard that name a a its formal and 
official designation, and to use “White 
House" Instead, does not represent so 
radical a change as might at first be 
supposed. While "Executive Mansion" 
1* the name which the White House 
stationery has long borne, and the 
name employed In the appropriation 
bills, there seems to have boon no uni¬ 
form practice In tHs regard dating 
back of Grant's Administration. He 
and every President since have used 
that term, as did Lincoln. But John¬ 
son, who came in between, employed 
at least three designations for the place 
from which his public papers came— 
Executive Chamber. Executive Mansion 
and Executive Office. On May 1. 1865. 
he transmitted a message to the 8cnate 
and House bearing the heading “Exec¬ 
utive Chamber. Washington City.'* 
Three days later he wrote under the 
heading “Executive Mansion, Wash¬ 
ington." In announcing the funeral of 
the late President Lincoln at Spring- 
field. Ill., and ordering the various de¬ 
partments closed at noon. On Novem¬ 
ber 11 he used the term "Executive 
Office" in an official communication. 

His use of “Washington City" was by 
no means peculiar. That was the 
designation of this municipality em¬ 
ployed by the six Cabinet officers who 
signed the formal announcement to the 
Vice President of the death of Lincoln. 
President Jackson almojt invariably re¬ 
ferred to Washington In the same way 
—a Southern trick of speech, perhaps 
most familiar In the case of “Baltimore 
City.** Fillmore, In some of his public 
papers, wrote from the “Executive 
Chamber," but prior to the Civil War 
period there seems to have been little 
use in official messages of any name for 
the habitation itself, most Presidents 
contenting themselves with simply the 
name of the city and the date. Mon¬ 
roe, in a message in 1824. called his 
official home simply “the President’s 
House." That shows the designation of 
his time on the part of Congress and 
the President. Earlier in the same Ad¬ 
ministration he sent a message to Con¬ 
gress on the furniture of the “House 
appropriated for the President of the 
United State*.'* He suggested, again, 
that li might be proper to “commit the 
care of the publlo buildings, particu¬ 
larly the President's House and the 
Capitol, with the grounds belonging to 
them, including likewise the*furniture 
of the latter. In a more special manner 
to a public agent.” 

How long the Executive Mansion has 
been popularly designated as the 
•'White House" »»'ems to be a matter 
of some dispute. It Is built of free¬ 
stone. and In order to cover up the dis¬ 
figurements resulting from the British 
Invasion of 1814, was painted white, and 
has since been *o maintained. The 
same name has often been applied to 
other places, notably Gen. Grant's 
famous headquarters in Virginia during 
the war, as well, as mercantile estab¬ 
lishments in this and other cities. For 
many years before the war there was a 
picnic ground on the Potomac, Just be¬ 
low Fort Washington, at which the 
pavilion was known us the "White 
House." Many persons think the des¬ 
ignation a little too colloquial for offi¬ 
cial purposes and formal documents. 
On the other hand, “Executive Man¬ 
sion" is nn uncomfortable mouthful, 
and. besides. Is employed in many of 
the States for the residence of the Gov¬ 
ernor. The house in which Jefferson 
Davis lived in Richmond during the ex¬ 
istence of the Confederate Government 
was, naturally enough, known as “the 
White House of the Confederacy." and 
Is still pointed out to visitor* in that 
way. Of course, the Southern people 
simply transplanted the name that 
went with the President's residence, 
and would doubtless have done so had 
the Davis home been painted green or 
purple. 

• • • 

The White House Flowers. 

The head gardener of the White 
House. Henry Pfis;er. Is now nearing 
the close of twenty-five years of effi¬ 
cient service In that position. When 
he came to Washington the force under 
him numbered five; it now numbers 
twelve, and the work has increased in 
a greater ratio than these figures in¬ 
dicate. There were then but two 
flower-bed* on the grounds, and those 
were moon-shaped affairs on the south¬ 
ern lawn near where the Marine Band 
plays on summer evenings. Mr. Pflster 
Is a German, who was known in Ohio 
as a skilled horticulturist. Notable 
change*, he says, have come over stand¬ 
ards of floral decoration since twenty- 
five years ago. In those days the lawn 
at the front of the White House was 
never mowed oftener than once a 
month, and it was not thought unusual 
to let the grass reach a reasonable 
height. Now it is kept closely cut ull 
the time, a horse machine being used 
for that purpose. A similar account 
might be given of the floral devices for 
Interior decorations, for Mr. Pflster has 
kept fully abreast of the times, and his 
w’ork has been much admired. 

Jt Is rather remarkable that the chief 
gardener of the Executive Mansion, 
having this force of men under him 
and considerable financial responsibil¬ 
ity. should receive only $1,500 a year, 
the same amount that he received at 
the start. This Is out of all proportion 
to other salaries paid about the prem¬ 
ises. The colored men who act a* mes¬ 
sengers at the White House receive 
$1,200. The reason that Mr. Pflster has 
never shared in the general rise of sal¬ 
aries is due to hi* modest way of at¬ 
tending to his own work without seek¬ 
ing th«‘ favor of those at the legislative 
end of the city who adjust the com¬ 
pensations of Uncle Sam’s servants. 

It Is impossible to say how much 
money is expended upon the White 
House conservatories each year. Like 
most Government accounts, it come* 
from several funds. For example, the 
coal and other fuel arc brought from 
the President's stable. It Is paid for 
as a part of the stable supplies, along 
with many other things used In the 
conservatories. There is also a direct 
appropriation for the outer green¬ 
houses and another appropriation for 
repairs In the cnnserva-tories. besides 
something for the care of the White 
House ground*. In the* same way Mr. 
Pflster'* twelve men are charged to dif¬ 
ferent accounts, some of them to the 
greenhouses, some to the care of the 
mansion itself, and some to the 
ground*. Of course, their duties vary 
with the season and the occasion, so 
that It is ineradicable to draw any 
rigid line.

It would seem that Mr. Sot hern Is for¬ 
tunate enough to have In "If I Were a 
King" a play that will mike amends for 
the shortcomings of "Richard Lovelace." 

The first production of JusUn Huntley 
McCarthy’s dramatic story of the vaga¬ 
bond poet. Francois Villon, was made at 
the Garden Theater on Monday night. 
Clstle Loftus. one- thr wife of Mr. Mc¬ 
Carthy. plays the leading woman’s role, 
that of Katherine de Vaucelhs In Mr. 
McCarthy’s romantic drama. 

The following criticism of the play and 
of Mr. Sothern's fulfillment of the role 1* 
taken from the New York Tehgraph of 
Tuesday: 

** Tf I Were King/ particularly that 
portion of It vitalised by Sotbern, is ab¬ 
sorbing from end to end. and there Is no 
provocation to yawns and ennui by he¬ 
roics one knows are all on the surface. 

"Mr. Sothern endows the erratic, pas¬ 
sionate poet with life and purpose which 
appear his own, and his earnest enthusi¬ 
asm reaches out over the footlights. 
There was not a moment last night when 
he seemed to be acting. In the first act 
It w'as not E. H. 8cthrrn, actor, student, 
the people raw, but the careless, rollick¬ 
ing rhymer, now entering into the spirit 
of ribaldry existing at the Fir Cone tav¬ 
ern, now torn by the memory of the beau¬ 
tiful unknown woman Villon followed 
Into a church, now- excited to contempt 
of the reigning monarch, Louis XL. for 
the latter’s vacillating policy In face of 
danger from a strenuous enemy. 

"Mr. Sothern's recital of the verses writ¬ 
ten by Francois In derision of Louis and 
telling how affairs would be changed If 
Villon were King of France/ was n 
strong piece of character declamation. It 
Is upon this Incident the glory of Mr. Mc¬ 
Carthy’s play hinges, for the king is at 
the Fir Cone In disguise and hears this 


recital and other opprobrious expressions 
concerning himself and decides to visit 
upon the Insolent vagabond the exquisite 
punishment of executing him after letting 
him act as grand constable for one week 
with powers almost regal. 

"No less clearly defined was the actor's 
work when Villon had been stripped of 
his dilapidated garments, clothed In robes 
of state and fitted with the almost kingly 
attributes. This Idea, suggestive of the 
adventures of Christopher 81y In the In¬ 
dention to The Taming of the Shrew,' 
Is carried out here with more pregnanes 
than In the Shakespearean comedy. 

"The short period of Villon’s transforma¬ 
tion Is filled with vital moment, with love, 
hate, hope and charity. It ends by his es¬ 
cape from death and his success In court, 
ship of the maid to whom he wrote pas. 
slonate verses before he knew her name, 
and for whom he braved death simply that 
her desire for vengeance might be gratl. 
fled. 

"One reason of Mr. Bothem’a greater 
success here than with 'Richard Lovelace* 
la that he has a more strongly knit, co¬ 
herent play; one which, In fact, combines 
no little literary merit with adequate con¬ 
struction. Mr. McCarthy knew the rela¬ 
tive value of his Incidents and was not 
without the skill to properly make them 
Into situations. Moreover, the play Is 
abounding In color—strong hues which at 
times dazzle and at others fascinate. At 
times they are too brilliant, but this seems 
more fault In the stage management than 
anything else. 

"The mobs are too noisy. In truth, every¬ 
body Is Inclined to be unnecessarily vocif¬ 
erous. Evan Mr. So them at times deserves 
this censure. This was but occasional, 
however, and due to hta enthusiasm. On 
the w-fcole, he showed excellent regard for 
light and shade, both of vocal and physl. 
cal expression ••

Collier at this 
time was In Mr. Daly's employ a* c.ill 
boy; playing small parts, and looking 
after some of the proper!!-s which could 
not be Intrusted to the regular property 
man. In "Love on Crutches," a bank 
book was needed. 

"William, have we got a savings’ bank 
book?" asked Mr. Daly. 

"No. sir," replied William. 

"William, have you got a saving** bank 
book ?** 

Again a reply ln the negative. 

Taking a dollar from his pocket Mr. 
Daly banded It to Collier with instruc¬ 
tions to deposit it ln the Dime Savings 
Bank and bring back the book, which 
Collier did, and the "property" was In 
accordance with the wishrs of the man¬ 
ager.

Neck and Neck Finish At Worth 
Which Results In a Track Record. 

Chicago, Oct. 19—The Pride and Federal 
were practically equal cholcea in the bet¬ 
ting of the first race at 'Worth to-day 
and finished the seven furlongs only a 
neck apart with The Pride first under the 
wire.

With 
th© exception of two d*ys, the weather 
was hnc and the track was hi condition 
for fast time seven out of th© nine day* 
of racing. 

The day was notable for the downfall 
of two hot favorites. Last night T. E. 
Thomas, of Niles, O., th© owner of Cam¬ 
bria Maid, played her os If there w«s 
nothing else In the race, taking fully 
$2,£00 worth of pools. In the Blutgrnss 
Stake in the overnight pooling there wus 
nothing in the race but May Allen. Both 
of these odds-on favorite© came to a dis¬ 
mal end. Dan It., never thought of In th© 
betting, had no trouble in thr 2:17 pace, 
while Af«y Allen hod to take the flag in 
the second heat of the Bluegra&s Stake, 
which went to Sally Simpson, another 
despised outsider, in straight heat*.

D efeated but not disgraced is 
the tale of the T. M. C. A.

three P's which an strange bedfellows.

It 
does not date hock so v£ry long ago, 
say about 1S93, when the Hon. Edward 
Murphy, Jr., of Troy, was young as a 
United States Senator, and Theodore

mlsaloner. Senator Murphy had a large 
political following in his town, and he' 
was then, as now. a man who likes to 
"take care of his friends,'* in a political 
sense.

Enter the Politician. 


One of the Senator’* adherents, like 
a true son of Troy, took It into his head 
that he would like an appointment to 
a certain good office. His friends rallied 
around him and carried his hopes and 
ambitions up to Senator Murphy and 
Senator Hill. It did not seem to be an 
appointment that could be had for the 
asking, partly because the applicant for 
the place might with more consistency 
have, asked for something a good deal 
smaller. He hailed from Murphy’s town, 
and Senator Hill was glad to get from 
under the responsibility and make a 
present of it all to Murphy.

Not till an hour hail elapsed—an hour 
that seemed like a lifetime—did I be¬ 
hold tne face of Senator Murphy. The 
door to the inner office swung o^n and 
he came forth, not only ullve and well, 
but looking positively happy. I do not 
recall that l ever saw* him looking in 
a more cheerful frame of mind than he 
was at that moment. Overjoyed for his 
deliverance from peril, I grasped him 
by the hand, ana as we passed out to 
the street I inquired what in the world 
had kept him so long 

"Oh,” said the Senator, cheerily. ”we 
got to talking about prize-fighting and 
I couldn’t get away.” 

I gasped, of course. 

"Roosevelt thinks that Corbett is go¬ 
ing to win.” 

Could this be some htdeous dream? 
as the novelists say. 1 recalled that the 
Corbett-Mltchell fight was about to be 
pulled off at Jacksonville, but I hardly 
dared believe that Theodore Roosevelt, 
the Civil Service reformer, even knew 
that such a wicked thing as a prize¬ 
fight was "on the carpet.’’ as we say 
In pugilistic circles. 

I kept on gasping. 

•*Y‘S.'* continued Senator Murphy, 
Mr Roosevelt thinks so well of Corbett 
that he offered to bet me a new hat 
that Mitchell wouldn't last three 
rounds.” 

I swallowed a lump in my throat ns 
big as a turnip. 

By this time we had reached our cab. 
and R wus ft good thing we had, for 
my legs simply refused to carry me. 
Including all that 1 hud heard. 

"Hrw about DonganT* I asked. It 
was Doogar. who wanted the office. 

"Oh. that will be all right. 1 guess,” 
answered the Senator, and he whistled 
softly.

[St. Petersburg Letter to the Chicago 
Roeord- II erold. ] 

The Russian Government has the 
most extensive and complete police 
system In the world, there being four 
separate and distinct departments. 
Each Is Independent of the others and 
has Its own director, but all are under 
the supervision of the same head. Privy 
Councilor Sipiagulnk, the Minister of 
the Interior. The first Is the ordinary 
force of patrolmen, such are found 
In every city, to maintain order and 
to prevent and punish crime. It« Is 
composed of veteran soldiers, who 
wear military uniforms and carry 
sabers Instead of clubs. 

The second is that of the dvornlks, or 
doorkeepers of apartment houses In 
Russian cities. Everybody lives In an 
apartment house, w'hich has but one 
entrance, in charge of a man w’ho Is 
appointed by the police, but paid by 
the owner. It Is his business to keep 
the premises in proper condition, to 
represent the landlord in his relations 
with the tenant, to collect the rent, 
to oversee repairs, to prevent the abuse 
and unnecessary' damage of the proper¬ 
ty. and at the same time to serve the 
tenants in various capacities so far as 
he may do so without neglecting his 
other duties. He receives all the mall 
and packages that come to the house 
and distributes them. It is his duty to 
see that each tenant has a proper pass¬ 
port. and if anything suspicious occurs 
he Is required to report It promptly to 
the nearest police headquarters. 

In short, he Is a spy whose employ¬ 
ers require him to know all about ev¬ 
erybody who lives under the roof of the 
house? of w'hich he has charge. Often 
he Is a blackmailer and extorts money 
from tenants w’ho have something to 
conceal. Sometimes—more often ten 
years ago than now—he betrays inno¬ 
cent people into the hands of the police 
upon false charges for vengeance or 
because they refuse to pay for his pro- 
tec tion. 

The dvomlk wears a uniform similar 
to that of the regular police, and his 
gray overcoat with scarlet trimmings 
and his military cap are always hang¬ 
ing in the haiiuos when he is oq duty. 
There are not less than 10.000 dvornlks 
In St Petersburg, as many more In 
Moscow, and a corresponding number 
In other Russian cities.

The Third System. 


The third system Is the gendarmerie, 
a body of special agents scattered all 
over the empire, one or two in every 
canton, who are superior to the regu¬ 
lar police, and are authorized to call 
upon them at any time for assistance. 
They are well known to the public, 
wear a distinguishing uniform and 
seive as general Inspectors of public 
affairs to see that the revenues are 
honestly collected, that the officehold¬ 
ers perform their duties properly and 
that the edicts of the Emperor are 
obeyed. 

This sytesm was organtzed by Em¬ 
peror Nicholas 1. early in the last cen¬ 
tury. When It was reported to him 
that there was n lurge amount of cor¬ 
ruption Ir. the different branches of the 
Government he called the Procurator 
General and announced his determina¬ 
tion to hang every man who hud stolon 
so much as u piece of rope. "Then your 
majesty will not be able r.. nil tho 
offices.” replied the Procurator Gen¬ 
eral. but Nicholas said he would try 


and selecting the most honest men he 
could find he sent them through the 
empire to Inspect the accounts and the 
conduct of his officials. From that 
time the system dates, and It has al¬ 
ways been maintained. 

Then comes the hated and hateful 
third section, as It is called, the un¬ 
known spies, who exist In every branch 
of social, political and commercial Rus¬ 
sia. They are everywhere and number 
hundreds of thousands, although at 
present their activity is not so great as 
It was during the nihilistic prosecu¬ 
tions during the first part of the reign 
of Alexander III. Women In the high 
est society, nobles, lawyers, merchants, 
clerks In banks, operatives In factories, 
waiters In the hotels and cafes, drosky 
drivers, peddlers, courtesans, house 
servants, everybody—was suspected of 
belonging to the much-feared third sec¬ 
tion. but no one would ever confess It. 
In all the capitals of Europe were rep¬ 
resentatives of the third section of the 
Russian police, and their Intrigues have 
been a popular subject for sensational 
novels. 

These spies are not usually paid reg¬ 
ular salaries, but are rewarded for In¬ 
formation furnished according to Its 
value or services they are called upon 
to render If they obtain Information 
concerning the corruption of a public 
officer or suspicious conduct on the part 
of a citizen, they report it to the police 
official under whose authority they are 
acting, and are paid by him. If any 
particular person Is under survelllanre, 
or/n plot itt suspected In any quarter, 
those who would be most likely to se¬ 
cure Information are notified and re¬ 
ceive instructions. 

• • • 

Work In Harmony. 

There several systems of police all 
work In harmony, and with the pass¬ 
port regulations the Office of the In¬ 
terior at St. Petersburg Is supposed to 
know the whereabouts and the disposi¬ 
tion of every person In the empire at all 
times. As I told you the other day, 
every citizen of Russia Is required to 
have k passport, and every traveler or 
visitor must report himself to police 
headquarters Immediately after his ar¬ 
rival, and notify the police at least 
twenty-four hours preceding his de¬ 
parture. This is easily done. If he 
stops at a hotel. It Is only necessary for 
him to hand his passport to the portier 
and ask for a permit to remain ten 
days, or as long as he likes; or if he 
stops with friends or at a private board- 
lug-house, the dvornlk will attend to 
the matter for him. When he decides 
upon the date of his departure h»- gives 
notice to the portier or the dvornlk. 
who takrs his passport to p-dlce head¬ 
quarters and has It stnrnp i with per¬ 
mission to leave the city by a certain 
route for a certain destination. When 
He purchases hla ticket at the railway 
station he may he required to show his 
permit, and K he changes hts plans 
without notifying the police he la likely 
to have trouble. 

The police u*gulations are not en¬ 
forced now nearly so strictly «» they 
Were when I was In Rus«la thirteen 
years ago, and even then there was no 
trouble to comply with them, provided 
a person was willing to eubmlt. Th* ?*- 
who refured to do so, or neglected the 
requirements, very soon regretted It.

At these Thieves Markets one some¬ 
times find valuable curlo9 and old p.eces 
of sliver, w'hich have been stolen from 
the palaces of the nobility by their 
servants. Knives, forks, spoons, opera 
glasses. Jewelry of all kinds, clothing, 
hats, caps and fdioea, bed linen, towels, 
cooking utensils—everything that te 
made und used by men and women— 
are there. A nurse girl may pawn the 
clothing of an infant, a lady’s maid 
may steal a hairbrush, or a towel or 
two. or a pair of gloves that her mis¬ 
tress has carelessly laid on> side. When 
people miss articles and have any rea¬ 
son to suspect that they have been 
stolen, they go to the Thieves' Market 
Instead of police headquarters, because 
It Is an easier and cheaper way of re¬ 
covering their property. The police are 
slow and severe and the plaintiff In a 
criminal case generally suffers almost 
as badly us the defendant.

Corruption and briber)’ were 
formerly universal, but I understand 
tbci*- ha« been great Improvement with¬ 
in thr last few yeaj L In every factory 
where gootla are made that can be 
easily stolen, the employes arc searched 
every day before they leave the build¬ 
ing. In every town of any size there 
is what Is called the Thieves' Market, 
to which burglars, pickpockets, sneak 
thieves and servant* who pilfer carry 
their plunder and sell or pawn It to 
merchants, mostly of the Jewish per¬ 
suasion. 

The Thieves’ Market In St. Petersburg 
Is an enormous building, covering an 
entire block, with at least two hundred 
and fifty different dealers, whose shops 
are fUk*d with every conceivable variety 
of articles, some of them new, but most 
of them showing u*e. Every article un¬ 
der that roof is supposed to have been 
stolen. This Is not actually true, how¬ 
ever. because runny people, pressed by 
n- essity, offer their own property for 
sale ;»t th?* Thieves* Market, as they 
would at a pawnbroker’s.

N EXT Saturday the football 4ler- 
en* * of the Manual and Male 
Iiltfh School* will have their 
first contest for the amateur 
championship of the city. Never before 
sine© the rivalry between the two schools 
became so intense have there l>een so few 
preliminary games by which the relative 
strength of the two teams could be 
judged. In fact, only once has each team 
played before a local crowd. 

In the case of the High School boys, 
the game with the Salem aggregation 
wan too one-sided to call for the best 
efforts of the team. Besides, the unpro- 
pitlous weather kept a large proportion 
of the enthusiast* In doors In conse¬ 
quence of the fact that mo llulo opportu¬ 
nity has been given to get a line on the 
High School boys, an old college man 
has sized up the team as follows' 

This year's first eleven Is almost totally 
different from the one that fought under 
the purple and gold balners last year. 
However, most of the vacancies have been 
filled from last year's second or scrub 
team, which was so well coached by Myles 
O’Connor, Vanderbllt’a star quarterback. 
The excellent system of coaching last year 
has greatly served to make this season s 
coaching easier and more efficacious. 
O’Conner’s system was a combination of 
Pennsylvania and Harvard methods. Th’s, 
in combination with the Princeton atyl*. 
which la largelv followed by Coach Scott 
Bullitt. Is quickly developing a good first 
and second eleven to represent the L. M. 
H, S. Mr. Bullitt's work hat had fln«i 
and speedy results, and promises to put 
on the gridiron next Saturday one of the 
best seta of youngsters that has ever 
competed for the championship. 

The coach’s efforts have been seconded 
by Mr, Andrews who played a star game 
at center for tno Y. M. C. A. He has 
been largely Instrumental In bringing to a 
point of efficiency some of the recalcit¬ 
rant line men.

Expect To Win Championship. 

While the team may not equal In 
rtrength the famous team of the op¬ 
posing local eleven U not of sufficient 
strength to demand 1L At any rate, both 
coaches and men feel confident of adding 
another year to the High School’s long list 
of championships. 

Capt. John Manly, familiarly known as 
"Doc," is probably the best-known man 
on the team, and a general favorite with 
the spectators. He played at quarter and 
end last year, but this year he is called 
on to advance the pig skin as left half¬ 
back. Doc's "long suit" Is dodging, and. 
In consequence. Is not a good interference 
follower, but his brilliant jierformances 
in escaping utuk]en» somewhat compen¬ 
sate. lie Ts rarely ever called on for a 
gain that he does not equal, and owing 
to u rare ability to keep his legs under 
film his performances are often surptls- 
Ing. When warding off for a runner he 
usually pitches his antagonist, and he goes 
after the runner with a hunter's instinct 
and usually lands him.

Considering his 
weight of 135 pounds he is one of the 
most effective men on the team. This Is 
his last veur on the team.

Is one 
of the most aggressive men on the eleven. 
He Is probably a veteran of more contests 
than any other player. His power of

His strong point Is break¬ 
ing through the line and downing the half 
with the ball. Last year, when called 
behind the line for any of the back for¬ 
mations. he always advanced the oval far 
ffieyond the ilanger line.

FOR A BIG ATHLETIC MEET. 


Local Enthusiasts Planning To Get Great 
Amateur Stars Here Next Year. 


S EVERAL men who are interested 
In local athIMIcs are planning 
a big amateur meet for next 
summer, and work has already 
begun. 'Those interested figure that a 
guarantee fund of no less than $4,000 will 
be necessary to pull off the games. Mr. 
Douglas Barclay, who was chairman of 
the recent successful meet at Churchill 
Downs, is the prime mover In the plan. 
He was mainly responsible for the succesa 
of the other meet, nnd will be the leader 
to raise money for next summer's gath¬ 
ering. He and the others interested have 
prepared the following circular, which will 
be circulated among thoee Louisville peo¬ 
ple interested In amateur athletic Fports: 

"Enthusiasm reigns supreme among the 
young men of the city over the big athletic 
meet held In connection with the recent 
Interstate Fair. John Flnnnagan. who 
threw the hammer with the strength of 
a Hercules, and the swift young athletes 
are certainly standards showing what mor¬ 
ality, coupled with physical culture, ran 
do for men. Thla recent amateur athletic 
meet has already taught young men to 
think and to appreciate the fact that In 
the development of their bodies and In 
building them up they develop and en¬ 
large their minds, become better men both 
morally and physically. The training that 
the young men receive In the gymna¬ 
siums cannot bo surpassed In K« moral 
effect, which fact Is too often overlooked 
by the fathers of our city and those In¬ 
terested In the welfare of the young men 
of our community. 

**A committee of young men have wait¬ 
ed upon Mr. Douglas Barclay, chairman of 
the athletic committee at the recent ama¬ 
teur sports, and have Invited him to gat 


up for them a meet to be pulled off the 
last of June. 1901. on a larger and grander 
scale than the recent meet held here. They 
feel sure that when R la properly ex¬ 
plained to rathera and to all who are 
Interested in the moral and physical train¬ 
ing of young men they will have no trou¬ 
ble whatever In receiving the financial 
backing that they would require to pull 
off the meet. This Is certainly an oppor- 
nlty for tho citizens of Louisville who are 
Interested In their young men to 
to the front and show by their actions 
what they are disposed to do for the 
young men of this city, especially when 
the young men make the first advance¬ 
ment In this direction. 

"They have selected tne last of next 
June as a propitious time, be ng at the 
close of the college season, and they will 
be able to secure representatives from the 
colleges of Tennessee. Indiana, Kentucky 
and from all the Eastern colleges to par¬ 
ticipate in the events. 

"Outside of the moral and physical 
training that the young men of the city 
will secure. It will be a big card for 
Louisville In the way of advertisement, 
and even In this reaped will more than 
repay for aJl the trouble It will require 
to pull off the meet. It Is believed, too. 
that if It Is properly placed before thu 
public the gate receipts will more than 
pay the expense*. 

"The young men are disposed to do their 
part faithfully. 

"As these sports are strictly for men. 
the A. A. U. has adopted the following 
rule and enforces tho same strictly: ’That 
If any amateur sells or pawns his prizes, 
make* a charge for taking part in a meet 
or charges for training athletes, he Is 
never sgain allowed to take paxt In any 
aznatsut pannes.’ ” 


TACKLES BACK Vs. GUARDS BACK 


G eorge woodruff’s famous 

"guards back" system of attack 
has probably been more widely 
discussed than any other play 
that ever sprang from the fertile brain 
of a football coach. Tho guards back 
system was used by the teams which 
first brought Penn up into an assured 
place among the Big Four. Last fall 
Yale, after several years of dimmed glory, 
sprang clear to the fore with an unques¬ 
tioned champion team. Another style ot 
massed play, Yale’s famous "tackle back. 
Is tho system with which she swept the 

gridiron. _ 

In the aftermath of last season there 
arose a tremendous discussion of the sim¬ 
ilarities of these plays. Many held that 
Yale merely varied "guards back" to de¬ 
velop "tackle back." and thereby claimed 
as their own Invention a distinctly Penn¬ 
sylvania system. ’ 

How similar are these plays? And does 
"tackle back" borrow the elements of Its 

success from "guards back." 

• • • 

Systems Essentially Similar. 

Speaking of this matter George H. 
Brooke says: "I am well acquainted with 
the latter ns It was played two years ago, 
and recently saw the Yale men at prac¬ 
tice. and had their system explained to 

me. . ^ . 

"Undoubtedly the Idea of having a 
heavy man back who plunges tandem 
style or helps Interfere Is boi rowed from 
Penn’s play of recent years. Again the 
scheme of throwing the preponderance of 
weight In the back field to one side or 


the other is similar. Both pystems must 
necessarily largely depend on fake plays 
to prevent the defending eleven from 
throwing her men over to meet this pre¬ 
ponderance of weight.

Is the recognized power 
of attack.

Guard© Back Must Be Met Bcfor© 
Started. 

"It Is a recognized fact that the only 
way to stop with certainty the 'guards 
hack’ line plunge i? to meet It before It 
gets under way. Viewing the question 
from this standpoint, the claim of Yale 
men that tholr quick-opening system de¬ 
viates this weakness seems founded on 
a sound basis. 

"The old system of weakening the for¬ 
wards by keeping two line men back has 
been shelved. It has been found very 
difficult to get all five men concentrated 
on a line plunge, while an outside plays 
a man In the line can do more good than 
he can In the Interference, because he 
then has a definite man to takk and does 
not Jumble up the protection of the run¬ 
ner. 

"It Is safe to say that ’tackle hack’ will 
be all the rage this season on minor 
teams, became of Yale'e tremendous nuc- 
Wlth it last fall.

Tho 
brother of tho famous ' Joe." great things 
are expected of, the little fellow, and he 
rarely disappoints. Greater maturity will 
make him a worthy rival. He Is quick 
and sure at quarter, and works his men 
with regularity and precision.

BUkemore Wheeler, 1904. weight 13*

At fullback Robert Cabell Is unknown 
to the public. Probably more than any 
other player his style l* meteoric.

He works well in 
combination plays, but is Inclined to nerv¬ 
ousness when Individual effort Is called 
for, though sometimes In a crisis he can 
play a star part. Practice and experi¬ 
ence as chief line bucker will no doubt 
give him confidence and steadiness. He 
Is one of the hardest tackier* on the twarn. 

Never in the history of the school, it 
Is said, have there been so many persis¬ 
tent candidates for the team. Every d«y 
at least thirty men report on the field 
for practice, and In consequence many 
good alternates have been developed. At 
the ends are Todd. 1902. weight 130. and 
Lee. 1902, weight IX. Completely urtiik* 
in (fhymeal make-up. both can be calkd 
on to guard the limits of the line. The 
former Is tall and wiry turd ratable of cov¬ 
ering effectively considerable territory; a 
fair tackier and easy adaptable to form 
Interference.

PUGILISTIC JUSTICE. 

English Authorities Are .More 
Lenient With Boxers Than 
American Ofiicial*. 


I T !* a noteworthy fact In tho history 
of the modem ring that the English 
and Australian authorities have al¬ 
ways proved far more lenient in their 
dealings with boxers arrested for alleged 
Infringements of the law against prize 
fighting than their American contempo¬ 
raries. T\> draw the dividing line between 
prize fighting and glove contests Is some, 
time* a difficult task, hut, after all, much 
depends un the way fho administrator ot 
the law for tho time boing may happen to 
view the matter. And thereby hangs a 
tale, says Louie Houseman. 

Back In 1«>5. when Harry Gilmore was 
mak.rig things unpleasant for the leading 
lightweights of the day, he met George 
Fulljomc*. the Canadian, in a fight to a 
finish on the turf with skin tight glove?. 
The mill took place In th* bush a few 
miles from Toronto, and the fighters Were 
well Into the second round when the po¬ 
lice appeared upon the scene and put a 
atop to further hostilities. It was Juat as 
tvell for FuJljamea, os he had been fairly 
cut to pieces by G.lmore’a Jab*, and was 
carried to hi* corner .Imp and exhausted 
by hi* secohda. Forthwith the whole par¬ 
ty wo* hauled before the nearest Magis¬ 
trate. As luck happened the magnate of 
the bench wa> un old soldier, a clever 
swordsman and smart amateur boxer. 
Wherefore hi* sympathies ran largely 
with the accused. 

Th* member* of the police brigade were 
placed upon the stand and test.fled that 
they had Interrupted what appeared to 
be a prize fight. 

When tho defendant* were called upon 
to plead Gilmore's second, a veteran of 
the Scots Gray?, spoke up boldly. 

"Ploaae, your worship.” said he. "thl* 
wasn't a prize fight, tho men were only 
boxing for point*." 

"Point*, «h," remarked the Magistrate, 
"produce tho gloves." 

The glove* were brought into court, dog¬ 
skin driving mitten* cut dtfwr. to the 
knuckles 

The Magistrate on the bench eyed them 
severely. 

"You say that these are ordinary box* 
Ing glove*?" ho aakod. 

"well," answered tho Intrepid second, 
* they ain’t exactly ord.nary boxln* gloves 
Hut" (with a sudden Inspiration), "these 
men arc oo clover, your worship, that 
they couldn’t hit each other with ordinary 
glove*, and we had to cut ’em down »o 
as they could score their points " 

The Magistrate coughed behind hi* 
hand. 

"\\ ell, my men," he said graciously 
"It appears that neither of you knew 
what the nature of a prize fight Was. 
let thla was a prize fight, but os It at>- 
pears that both of you wore Ignorant in 
the matter. I am willing to give you an- 
other evince. But remember that If 
either of you aro brought before mo on 
•uch a charge again you will go to Jail, 
no matter how big or small tho glove*

Well-Known Lawyer Expires In Kan¬ 
sas City. 

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 19.—John A. 
Ross, aged fifty-one years, a well- 
known lawyer, died at his home here 
to-day of Bright’s disease.

He was a 
direct lineal descendant of George Ross, 
one of the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence.

TO MAKE SHOVELS. 


LOUISVILLE COMPANY BEGAN 
WORK YESTERDAY. 


Big Factory Erected In South Louis¬ 
ville To Employ About One 
Hundred Men. 


The Louisville Shovel Company yes¬ 
terday opened its works at Floyd and 
Lee streets, and thereby LouKville cut 
another important notch In Its record 
as a manufacturing center.

What the Pennsylvania May Order In 
1902. 

(Philadelphia Press ] 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company- 
in a few day* will award the contract 
for steel rails for 1902. The exact num¬ 
ber of rails has not been agreed upon 
definitely, but It was officially said yes¬ 
terday that It would be betw-een 160,000 
and 165,000 tons. These rails are bought 
at the market price. $2S a ton, and It 
will require more than $4,500,000 to pay 
for them. 

This Is the largest order at one time 
for steel rails that this company has 
ever placed, and It Is believed to be 
the largest order ever given by a rail- 
read company. Earlier In the year the 
ccmpany ordered 144.000 tons and sub¬ 
sequently gave an additional order for 
15,000 tons more, bringing the total up 
to 159,000 tons. The price paid for rails 
used this year was $26 a ton, which cost 
the company $4,134,000. 

The steel rail contract given by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company has 
heretofore been divided between the 
Pennsylvania Steel Company, the Cam¬ 
bria Steel Company, the Illinois Steel 
C< mpany, the National Steel Company. 
Lackawanna Steel Company, and the 
Carnegie Steel Company, but as nil 
these companies except th** Pennsylva¬ 
nia Steel, the Cambria, and the Lacka¬ 
wanna Steel are a part of the United 
States Steed Corporation the orders 
which were formerly given to the other 
companies will be given direct to that 
ccrpo ration. 

Although the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Ccmpany Is a dominant factor In the 
Cambria and Pennsylvania Steel Com¬ 
panies there will be no change In re¬ 
gard to the amount of steel rails that 
will be awarded to the various com¬ 
panies. 

An officer of the Pennsylvania Rall- 
rtad Company said yesterday that the 
order for steel rails Includes the re¬ 
quirement of both th** Pennsylvania 
rnilroad end th** Pennsylvania compa¬ 
nies. These rails will be 100 pounds to 
the vard. and as it takes 157 tons for 
a mile, more than 1.200 mile* of road 
could be constructed with then** rails. 
They are to he delivered during 1902, 
and It Is thought that if business con¬ 
tinues to Improve that another order 
will be given later on.
